Edward  Evans,  sen.,  died  on  Tuesday.  He  is  ill  with 
pleurisy,  but  there  are  hopes  of  his  recovery  (p.  857). 

The  First  Meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Herbert  Crack- 
nell  was  held  on  Thursday,  when  the  debtor  submitted  a 
report  showing  a  slight  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities 
(p.  855). 

A  Plague  Doctor  writes  in  regard  to  the  causation  and 
treatment  of  bubonic  plague,  with  special  reference  to  what 
chemists  should  stock  when  it  occurs  in  their  districts 
(p.  858). 

Mr.  A.  H.  Waddington,  homoeopathic  chemist,  Bradford, 
died  on  Wednesday  from  double  pneumonia.  He  had  taken 
a  prominent  part  in  local  pharmaceutical  affairs  during  the 
past  few  years  (p.  868). 

Mr.  C.  T.  Tyrer,  who  was  deputed  by  the  British  Com- 
mission to  visit  St.  Louis  in  order  to  arrange  the  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  exhibits,  has  given  us  some  particulars 
of  his  experiences  in  the  Western  city  (p.  857). 

The  House  of  Lords  has  decided  that  the  Badische 
Anilin-  unci '  Soda-Fabrik  may  serve  a  writ  upon  a  company 
in  Switzerland  who  sell  there  for  delivery  abroad,  dyes 
which  are  alleged  to  be  an  infringement  on  the  Badische 
patents  (p.  855). 

Holiday  Influences  have  dominated  the  drug  and  chemi- 
cal markets,  business  being  of  a  retail  character.  Makers 
have  reduced  the  price  of  quinine  by  Id.  per  oz.  Refined 
camphor  is  still  demoralised;  cream  of  tartar  and  serpeu- 
tary  are  lower  (p.  876). 

The  Metric  System  Bill  as  amended  by  the  House  of 
Lords  proposes  to  enforce  the  system  for  contracts,  trade 
and  allied  business  (except  land)  on  April  1,  1909,  subject  to 
other  English-speaking  countries  adopting  it.  We  give  an 
abstract  of  the  Bill  on  p.  86^. 

The  General  Medical  Council  commenced  its  spring 
meeting  on  Wednesday  of  this  week,  when  Sir  William 
Turner  delivered  a  presidential  address  forecasting  the  work 
of  the  session.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  is  to 
submit  a  report  referring,  infer  alia,  to  the  adoption  of 
metric  weights  and  measures  in  the  B.P.  (p.  852). 

"Extractum  Belladonn.k  "  furnishes  very  interesting 
matter  for  this  issue.  Sir  W.  S.  Church,  Sir  Dyce  Duck- 
worth, Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  Professor  Stockman,  Dr. 
C.  O.  Hawthorne,  and  Dr.  Percy  Kidd,  amongst  prescribers, 
Mr.  Boa,  Mr.  Albert  Cooper,  Mr.  Hills,  Mr.  Ransom, 
Messrs.  Squire  &  Sons,  Dr.  Charles  Symes,  and  Mr.  W.  F. 
Wells,  amongst  dispensing  chemists,  give  their  opinions  on 
the  matter,  the  balance  of  which  shows  that  the  green  ex- 
tract is  dispensed  when  no  suffix  is  added  to  the  name.  The 
majoritv  of  prescribers  mean  the  green  extract  when  they 
write  "  ext.  belladonna1."

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  27  con- 
tained 8  parts  of  strontium  sulphate,  1  part  of  mag- 
nesium hydroxycarbonate,  and  1  part  of  potassium 
chloride. 

The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  :

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  44  students, 
and  17  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 

All  our  correspondents  succeeded  in  detecting  the  sul- 
phuric radical.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  other 
constituents  were  :— (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Strontium,  2 ; 
magnesium,  5;  potassium,  5.  (b)  Acid  radicals  :  Carbonic, 
2 ;  hydrochloric,  1.  The  evolution  of  a  small  quantity  of 
water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube  was 
almost  uniformly  overlooked  by  our  correspondents. 

Except  in  so  far  as  the  sparing  solubility  of  the  strontium 
sulphate  introduced  some  slight  difficulties  into  the 
analysis,  this  month's  exercise  was  a  very  simple  one.  The 
majority  of  our  correspondents  regarding  the  powder  as 
one  which  contained  a  constituent  insoluble  in  dilute  acids, 
treated  it  accordingly ;  and  when  the  fusion  of  the  original 
mixture  with  sodium  carbonate  (or  with  sodium  and  potas- 
sium carbonates)  and  then  the  subsequent  treatment  of  the 
,  fused  mass  were  properly  carried  out,  no  difficulties  were 
encountered.  One  or  two  students,  however,  altogether 
omitted  to  test  for  potassium;  while  others  tested  for  this 
metal  in  filtrates  into  which  they  were  themselves  re- 
sponsible for  its  having  been  introduced,  from  the  fusion 
mixture  which  they  had  employed. 

Only  a  few  students  observed  that  the  powder  dissolved 
slowly,  but  in  the  end  completely,  when  boiled  for  a  length 
of  time  with  a  large  quantity  of  moderately  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid;  and  one  or  two  of  those  who  prepared  their 
original  solutions  in  this  way  fell  into  the  only  real 
difficulty  involved  in  the  analysis.  This  difficulty  con- 
sisted in  the  formation  of  a  white  precipitate  when  excess 
of  ammonia  was  added  with  a  view  to  precipitate  the 
metallic  radicals  of  the  iron  group.  The  precipitate  so 
formed,  which  was  mistaken  by  some  for  aluminium 
hydroxide  and  by  others  for  a  phosphate  of  the  barium 
group,  consisted  simply  of  strontium  sulphate  which 
separated  out  on  the  neutralisation  of  the  acid  present  in 
the  solution.  It  seems  to  be  very  generally  supposed  by 
students  that  strontium  sulphate,  like  barium  sulphate, 
may  be  considered  as  practically  insoluble  in  dilute  acids! 
but  this  is  a  mistake.  While  strontium  sulphate  dissolves 
only  to  a  very  small  extent  in  water,  its  solubility  in  hot 
and  moderately  dilute  hydrochloric  acid-  is  by  no  means 


insignificant — a  fact  which  the  experience  of  the  present 
exercise  may  serve  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  some  of  our 
correspondents.

To  Correspondents. 

John  McAlister. — The  mass  obtained  by  fusing  the 
powder  before  the  blowpipe  with  eight  times  its  bulk  of 
sodium  carbonate  would  not  contain  oxalate,  even  if  the 
original  powder  did.  It  is  desirable  to  test  for  potassium 
in  the  systematic  analysis  as  well  as  in  the  preliminary 
examination. 

G.  K.  de  Fate. — While  barium  sulphate  is  only  very 
slowly  attacked  by  boiling  with  solution  of  sodium  carbon- 
ate, calcium  sulphate  is  rapidly  attacked.  Read  the  second 
sentence  of  the  reply  immediately  preceding. 

Bennett. — The  precipitate  which  you  obtained  on  adding 
ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia  to  the  original  solution 
(after  treating  this  with  hydrogen  sulphide  and  then  boiling 
off  the  latter),  and  which  you  mistook  for  a  phosphate  of 
the  barium  group,  consisted  of  strontium  sulphate.  See  the 
reference  to  this  point  in  the  general  remarks. 

Ozone. — Although  the  proportion  of  magnesium  present 
was  small,  this  metallic  radical  ought  not  to  have  been 
overlooked.  That  it  was  overlooked  is  an  indication  that 
your  search  for  it  was  not  so  carefully  conducted  as  it 
ought  to  have  been. 

H.  McLean. — Once  more  we  proclaim  the  worthlessness  of 
magnesium  sulphate  as  a  general  test  for  carbonate  or  bi- 
carbonate. Suppose,  for  example,  that  your  "  neutral  sol." 
had  contained  a  barium  salt;  on  adding  magnesium  sul- 
phate to  it  you  would  have  got  a  precipitate  of  barium 
sulphate  alike  in  the  presence  or  the  absence  of  a  carbonate 
or  a  bicarbonate.  You  appear  to  have  overlooked  the  fact 
that  the  solution  in  which  you  tested  for  potassium  had 
been  prepared  from  the  mass  obtained  by  fusing  the  original 
powder  with  "  KNaC03." 

Na3PO... — On  the  same  sheet  of  your  report  you  indicate 
that  chloroplatinic  acid  gave  a  yellow  precipitate,  which 
showed  the  presence  of  potassium,  and  that  it  did  not  give 
any  precipitate,  which  showed  the  absence  of  ammonium — 
portions  of  the  same  solutions  apparently  having  been  em- 
ployed in  both  cases.  Our  sample  of  the  powder  did  not 
turn  black  or  smell  of  burnt  sugar  on  heating  it  with 
sulphuric  acid. 

Sulphur. — It  was  not  correct  to  say  that  the  powder  was 
insoluble  in  all  acids.  Part  dissolved  readily  in  water,  and 
the  aqueous  solution  contained  the  potassium,  which  you 
missed.  The  remainder  dissolved  entirely  when  boiled  for 
some  time  with  enough  moderately  concentrated  hydro- 
chloric acid. 

W.  P.  P. — Note  that  Carnot's  test  for  potassium  is  very 
much  more  delicate  than  the  sodium-bitartrate  test;  that 
the  precipitate  you  obtained  on  adding  mercuric  chloride  to 
the  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide  through  which  you  had 
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passed  some  carbonic  anhydride  most  likely  consisted  chiefly 
of  mercuric  oxide ;  and  that  strontium  sulphate  is  by  no 
means  insoluble  in  hydrochloric  acid,  especially  when  the 
latter  is  hot  and  moderately  concentrated. 

Aspirin. — Please  give  your  name  in  any  future  reports  if 
you  wish  them  to  be  read. 

Bloomsbury  So..,  No.  17. — You  must  not  bring  discredit 
upon  the  traditions  of  this  historic  address  by  associating  it 
with  the  strange  behaviour  of  a  precipitate  of  barium  sul- 
phate which  dissolves  in  ammonia,  or  of  a  solution  of  a 
chloride  which  does  not  give  a  precipitate  with  silver  nitrate 
in  neutral  solution,  although  it  gives  a  precipitate  with  this 
reagent  in  presence  of  nitric  acid.

Foreign  Postal  Orders. 
The  Postmaster-General  announces  a  further  extension 
of    the    postal-order    system.    On    and    after    May  24 
I  British  postal  orders  issued  in  this  country  under  ordinary 
conditions  will  be  payable  in  Sierra  Leone,  and  from  the 
same  date  orders  of  a  number  of  denominations  will  be 
'  obtainable  from  the  Post  Office  of  Sierra  Leone.  British 
postal  orders  are  already  both  issued  and  paid  in  New 
j  Zealand,  Malta,  Gibralter,  at  the  British  post-offices  at 
I  Constantinople,  Salonica,  and  Smyrna  and  Ascension,  and 
i  at  the  British  postal  agency  at  Panama.    Further  exten- 
sions of  the  system  are  in  contemplation. 

Victoria  Day  Celebration. 
A  Chemist  and  Druggist  representative  found  himself 
in  very  pleasant  company  on  Tuesday  evening.  May  24, 
with  the  Canadian  Society  of  London,  celebrating,  as  is 
their  wont,  Victoria  Day,  in  the  Trocadero  Restaurant. 
It  is  probably  the  Bank  Holiday  on  Whitsun  Monday 
that  prevents  the  residents  in  England  and  Wales  rising 
to  this  occasion,  for  in  other  parts  of  Great  Britain  the 
late  Queen  Victoria's  birthday  is  a  public  holiday.  Our 
Canadian  and  Colonial  compatriots  would  not  dream  of 
letting  it  pass  without  gathering  together  in  order  to 
manifest  their  patriotism  as  Britishers.  Our  representative 
reports  that  there  was  quite  a  medico-pharmaceutical 
element  in  the  company.  The  President,  Mr.  T.  R. 
Clougher,  who  occupied  the  chair,  has  associations  with, 
pharmacy  in  the  Dominion,  and  he  had  on  his  right  Sir 
Charles  Tupper,  Bart.,  G.C.M.G.,  M.D.,  who.  before  he 
graduated  in  medicine  at  the  Edinburgh  University,  had, 
we  believe,  some  acquaintance  with  pharmacy.  On  the 
same  side  of  the  Chairman  sat  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards, 
and  at  his  left  was  General  J.  W.  Laurie,  M.P.,  who  for 
several  Sessions  has  been  endeavouring  to  get  the  Medical 
Acts  amended  so  that  Canadian  practitioners  may  be 
placed  on  an  equal  footing  for  official  appointments  with 
others  who  have  qualified  in  the  British  Empire.  The 
contingent  of  medical  men  was  strong,  and  included  Dr. 
Donald  Baynes  (Vice-President)  and  Drs.  Dudley  Buxton, 
Lewis,  Jones,  Fere,  Dickson,  Coleman.  Kinder.  Morton, 
and  Fotheringham.  There  were  also  present  Mr.  A.  E. 
I  Holden,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Quebec,  who  looks 
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after  the  interests  of  Messrs.  Fairchild  Brothers  &  Foster 
in  this  country;  Messrs.  F.  M.  Fisk,  W.  F.  Whelan,  and 
G.  R.  H.  Clark,  Mus.  Doc.,  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.'s  staff;  and  Mr.  Watson- Will.  The  speaking  was  par- 
ticularly brilliant  and  witty,  and  an  excellent  musical  pro- 
gramme was  gone  through.  One  of  the  most  pleasant 
things  of  the  evening  was  the  presentation  of  a  gold  watch 
to  Mr.  A.  Mossman,  of  the  "  Toronto  Globe,"  to  whom 
the  foundation  of  the  Society  is  largely  due,  and  who  is 
returning  to  the  Dominion  very  shortly. 

Alleged  Libel  of  Vi-eoeoa. 
At  the  Worship  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on 
May  24,  James  Eggo  was  charged  before  Mr.  Cluer  with 
libelling  the  Dr.  Tibbies'  Vi-Cocoa  Company  (Limited)  with 
intent  to  extort  money.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  J.  Marriott,  manager  of  the  prosecuting  company, 
that  prisoner,  who  had  formerly  been  in  their  employ- 
ment, on  April  3  wrote  from  Nottingham  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  900  pamphlets  about  which,  he  said,  his 
solicitor  would  make  a  proposal.  Prisoner  offered  to 
sell  them  at  Id.  each.  The  pamphlets,  according  to  the 
prosecutors,  contained  the  libel  complained  of.  One  was 
that  in  the  formation  of  the  company  four  gentlemen 
cleared  100, 000?.  each.  It  was  further  said  that  the 
company  have  no  machinery  for  making  cocoa,  that 
Vi-cocoa  produces  heart-disease,  and  creates  a  desire  for 
stimulants,  and  it  implied  that  Dr.  Tibbies  is  not  a 
doctor,  as  we  know  the  word.  The  prisoner  reserved  his 
defence,  and  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Central 
Criminal  Court.  Bail  in  400?.  was  fixed — namely,  one 
surety  in  200?.  and  two  in  100?.  each. 

Eucalyptus  Cigarettes. 
George  William  Bull  has  been  remanded  at  Swindon 
on  a  charge  of  obtaining  4?.  Is.  by  false  pretences  from 
Elizabeth  Gorton,  confectioner,  Swindon.  Mrs.  Gorton 
stated  that  Bull  induced  her  to  pay  him  the  money 
mentioned  in  return  for  being  appointed  the  sole  agent 
for  eucalyptus  cigarettes,  which  he  said  were  manu- 
factured by  a  London  firm.  He  promised  to  send  her  an 
engraved  plate  to  be  exhibited  outside  her  premises,  and 
to  allow  her  one  guinea  a  quarter  for  exhibiting  it.  She 
agreed  to  take  six  boxes  of  the  cigarettes  on  trial,  and 
paid  the  money,  but  since  then  she  had  not  received 
any  engraved  plate,  nor  had  an  advertisement  been  put 
in  the  local  paper  as  prisoner  stated.  She  had  not  sold 
any  cigarettes. 

A  Chemical  Explosion. 
A  lad  named  Heslop,  aged  fourteen,  a  boarder  at  Ripon 
Grammar  School,  purchased  some  chemicals  in  Ripon  on 
May  23,  and  as  the  lads  were  starting  off  for  a  picnic  he 
was  exhibiting  a  small  phial  which  suddenly  exploded 
with  a  loud  report,  completely  shattering  his  hand. 
Heslop  had  mixed  in  the  phial  potassium  chlorate  and 
red  phosphorus,  and  it  is  suspected  tftat  the  phial  also 
contained  sulphur,  as  it  exploded  quite  spontaneously 
and  without  any  concussion.  Heslop  did  not  sustain  any 
shock  to  the  system,  and  in  the  course  of  the  day  the 
hand  was  amputated. 

Birmingham  Note. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Innes,  solicitor,  Birmingham,  informs 
us  that  the  house  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Barclay,  referred 
to  in  our  last  issue,  was  the  property  of  his  father,  Mr. 
Thomas  Barclay,  and  was  sold  at  the  auction  to  Mr. 
John  Barclay's  widow,  Mr.  G.  Pritchard  acting  as  agent. 

Cricket. 

The  Nottingham  Chemists'  Athletic  Club  journeyed  to 
Hoveringham  on  Thursday,  May  19.  where  they  met  a 
strong  team  and  were  defeated  by  59  runs.  As  on  the 
previous  week,  the  pitch  favoured  the  bowlers,  and  the 
Chemists  were  got  out  for  26,  the  Hoveringham  total 
being  85. 

The  third  annual  cricket-match  between  "Boots" 
London  and  "Boots"  Nottingham  teams  was  played 
on  Lady  Bay  Ground,  Nottingham,  on  May  23,  and  a 
very  pleasant  game  resulted  in  a  win  for  the  Nottingham 
team.    After  the  match  both  teams  and  their  London 


friends  were  entertained  by  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  at  Plaisaunce 
by  the  river  Trent,  a  substantial  tea  being  provided,  and 
afterwards  they  participated  in  games  of  tennis,  croquet, 
bowls,  &c. 

Veterinary  Education  in  Liverpool. 
It  has  been  arranged  that  Professor  Williams,  of  the 
New  Veterinary  College,  Edinburgh,  will  transfer  his 
teaching  centre  to  the  Institute  of  the  Comparative 
Pathology  University  of  Liverpool.  This  institute  was 
founded  to  promote  the  study  of  veterinary  medicine  in 
all  its  branches  in  the  University.  Professor  Williams 
(son  of  the  founder  of  the  College  at  Edinburgh)  is  to 
take  the  chair  of  Veterinary  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and 
he  will  act  as  principal  or  dean  of  the  Veterinary  School. 
He  will  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  Professors  in 
the  University,  and  the  cost  of  the  chair  has  been 
privately  guaranteed  for  a  period  of  years.  In  accord- 
ance with  a  scheme  drawn  up  by  the  Professors .  of 
Pathology,  Physiology,  Zoology,  and  Botany,  veterinary 
students  will  be  taught  in  their  respective  laboratories, 
and  will  enjoy,  without  increase  of  fees,  all  the  facilities 
possessed  by  medical  and  science  students.  They  will 
also  have  the  advantage  of  the  Tropical  Medicine,  Cancer- 
research,  and  Comparative  Pathology  schools.  This 
arrangement  will  provide  a  new  veterinary  teaching  centre 
for  England,  and  the  first  one  to  form  part  of  a 
University. 

Keeping  Down  Waste. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  House  and  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Rotherham  Board  of  Guardians  on  May  19,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  cost  of  drugs  used  in  the  workhouse  hospital 
was  again  discussed.  The  committee,  in  their  report, 
stated  that  they  were  convinced  that  great  extravagance  in 
the  use  of  drugs  and  dressings  had  taken  place,  and  they 
had  the  assurance  that  this  had  been  rectified.  The  medical 
officer  (Dr.  Robinson)  assured  the  committee  that  he  would 
do  all  he  could  to  prevent  waste  in  the  future,  and,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  cost,  certain  drugs  would  be  made  up 
in  the  surgery.  The  committee  decided  that  this  would  be 
a  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  the  drug  inquiry  was  then 
closed. 

Not  the  Chemist. 
At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  May  24,  Arthur 
Harrison  (41),  described  as  an  apothecary  of  Yorkersgate, 
Malton,  Yorkshire,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
obtaining  boots  worth  17?.  17s.  from  Waukenphast 
(Limited),  New  Bond  Street,  W.,  by  false  pretences.  In 
this  connection  Mr.  William  Harrison,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  15  Yorkersgate,  Malton,  Yorkshire,  has  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  Magistrate  pointing  out  that  the  wide  pub- 
lication of  the  case  has  done  him  considerable  harm.  The 
address  given  by  the  prisoner  is  false;  and  Mr.  William 
Harrison  desires  it  to  be  known  that  he  is  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  the  matter. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 
Two  of  the  nine  deaths  from  poisons  during  the  past 
week  were  misadventures;  the  others  were  deliberate 
suicides.  Carbolic  acid  was  taken  by  Irene  Lewis  (17), 
of  Runcorn,  and  by  Lucy  Heath  (25),  of  Mansfield. 
Both  had  been  worried  by  unfortunate  love-affairs. 
Henry  Spalding,  house  steward  at  the  Devonshire  Hos- 
pital, Buxton,  was  under  notice  to  leave,  and  took  a 
fatal  dose  of  cyanide  of  potassium.  Max  Gottheimer,  a 
music-teacher  at  Dulwich  College,  committed  suicide  with 
morphine  at  a  Soho  hotel.  Mr.  Gottheimer  left  behind 
a  letter  addressed  to  a  friend,  a  chemist  in  St.  Martin's 
Lane,  enclosing  a  postal  order  for  5s.  in  payment  for  a 
bottle  of  morphine  which  he  had  taken  away  without  the 
chemist's  knowledge.— A  Cambridge  octogenarian,  named1 
Charles  Mortlock,  was  accidentally  poisoned  by  his 
daughter,  who  gave  him  aconite  and  belladonna  liniment 
in  mistake  for  his  medicine.— Mr.  Thomas  Wood,  surgeon, 
of  Painswick,  Gloucestershire,  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
taking  morphine.  On  May  20  he  was  found  unconscious, 
and  cued  next  day.  Dr.  Appleton,  who  was  called  in, 
suspected  narcotic  poisoning,  and  said  at  the  inquest  that 
he  found  in  deceased's  room  tabloids  of  veronal— a 
narcotic  recently  brought  out  and  the  effects  of  which  he 
was  not  in  a  position  to  describe.    The  jury  found  that 
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death  was  due  to  the  excessive  use  of  narcotics  self- 
administered.— Three  suicides  with  unscheduled  mineral 
acids  are  recorded.  Henry  Booth,  a  carpenter's  labourer, 
of  Kensal  Road,  N.W.,  who  was  ill  and  out  of  work,  took 
hydrochloric  acid.  A  Hunslet  labourer,  John  Reuben 
Mullin,  took  the  same  poison  to  end  his  troubles.  Mary 
Ann  Pickell,  of  Clerkenwell  Green,  bought  1^  oz.  of  nitric 
acid  from  a  local  chemist,  saying  she  required  it  for 
cleaning-purposes,  drank  the  lot,  and  died  in  great  agony. 
During  the  hearing  of  a  case  of  attempted  poisoning  by 
laudanum-drinking  at  the  Salford  Police  Court  on  May  18, 
the  Stipendiary  asked  the  medical  man  what  he  thought 
would  be  a  fatal  dose.  The  doctor  replied  that  much,  if  not 
everything,  depended  upon  the  condition  of  the  patient. 
This  woman  had,  it  was  supposed,  drunk  about  1^  oz. 
Laudanum,  he  said,  was  not  a  very  fatal  drug.  He  had 
attended  many  cases  of  laudanum-poisoning  and  had  not 
yet  come  across  a  fatal  case.  The  Stipendiary  :  Well, 
that  must  be  very  comforting  to  those  who  drink 
laudanum.  The  doctor  replied  that  he  referred  to  the 
drug  as  sold  in  some  of  the  shops.

Business  Change. 
The  Dundalk  Medical  Hall,  which  was  established  in 
1824  and  which  has  been  carried  on  without  interruption 
for  the  past  eighty  years  at  Market  Square,  has  now 
been  transferred  to  more  central  and  commodious  premises 
at  89  Clanbrassel  Street,  Dundalk. 

No  Igazol  Alio  wee1. 
The  conflict  between  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians 
and  the  Local  Government  Board  as  to  the  use  of  igazol 
has  ended  in  a  victory  for  the  latter.  At  the  Guardians' 
meeting  on  May  24.  the  L.G.B.  wrote  refusing  to  include 
igazol  in  the  prescribed  list  of  medicines.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Guardians  thereupon  refused  to  sign  the  requisi- 
tion for  igazcl. 

The  Lowest  Tender. 
The  Dunmanway  Guardians  some  time  ago  expressed 
reluctance  to  give  the  contract  for  drugs  to  an  English 
firm  who  sent  in  the  lowest  tender,  and  requested  the 
L.G.B.  to  sanction  their  acceptance  of  the  contract  of  the 
Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Company.  The  L.G.B.  now 
state  that,  considering  the  difference  in  the  price  in  the 
tenders — namely,  17  per  cent,  between  the  tenders  of 
Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Liverpool,  and  the  Cork  Chemical 
and  Drug  Company  (the  discounts  being  respectively  25 
and  18  per  cent.) — the  Board  cannot  approve  of  the  con- 
tract being  given  to  the  Cork  firm.  The  Clerk  said  the 
difference  between  the  two  tenders  would  exceed  10/.  a 
year.  The  tender  of  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.  was  then 
accepted. 

The  Empties  Crux. 
In  some  unions  in  Ireland  the  medical  officers  have 
declined  to  give  facilities  as  regards  the  deliveries  or 
return  of  empties,  and  the  question  as  it  now  stands  is, 
in  many  instances,  unsatisfactory  and  unpleasant  from  the 
contractors'  point  of  view.  In  the  Strokestown  Union 
Dr.  Mullen  states  that  the  empties  are  packed  and  ready 
for  return,  but  he  declines  to  go  a  step  further,  and  states 
that  the  order  of  the  L.G.B.  referred  to  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  V.  <!•  D.  never  contemplated  his  doing  any  more. 
He  also  refuses  in  future  to  keep  any  accounts'  as  be- 
tween the  contractors  and  the  carters.  The  Chairman 
said  that  in  this  case  the  contractor  lived  in  Sligo,  and  it 
was  quite  impossible  for  him  to  give  personal  attention 
to  the  removal  of  the  empties.  It  was  decided  to  com-  I 
municate  with  Mr.  White  (the  contractor)  on  the  matter,  j 


Sheep-clip  Agitation. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Irish  Cattle-traders'  and 
Stockowners'  Association  the  following  resolution  was 
passed  unanimously  : 

This  committee  hears  with  pleasure  that  the  Government 
proposes  to  introduce  a  Bill  removing  the  restriction  which 
confines  the  sale  of  sheep-dips  and  agricultural  poisons  to 
registered  chemists  and  druggists.  The  bulk  of  the  trade  in 
these  articles  has  always  been  in  the  hands  of  non-regis- 
tered traders,  and  it  would  be  a  calamity  to  agricultural 
interests  in  Ireland  if  the  farmers  were  restricted  from 
purchasing  as  in  the  past.  In  many  places,  even  where 
registered  persons  exist,  the  trade  has  not  passed  into  their 
hands  ;  and  this  committee  suggests  that  the  Council  of  the 
Roscommon  Sheep-breeders'  Association,  or  some  other 
similar  public  body,  should  be  author' seel  to  grant  licences 
to  such  non-registered  traders  as  have  hitherto  handled  these 
articles,  when,  in  their  opinion,  the  public  interest  requires 
it. 

Supplies  from  Non-contractors. 
At  the  Drogheda  Quarter  Sessicns  Messrs.  Healy, 
Drogheda,  sued  the  Drogheda  Guardians  to  recover 
10/.,  the  price  of  disinfectants  and  other  goods  supplied 
to  the  Board  to  their  order  from  time  to  time.  For  the 
defence  it  was  stated  that  the  account  was  not  disputed, 
as  it  was  admitted  that  the  goods  were  ordered  and  de- 
livered from  time  to  time.  There  was  a  regular  con- 
tractor to  the  Union,  and  these  goods  were  ordered  from 
the  plaintiffs  only  when  the  regular  supplies  ran  short, 
and  when  something  was  wanted  in  urgent  cases.  The 
Guardians  did  not  object  to  the  payment,  which  they 
considered  just;  but  they  pointed  out  that  the  L.G.B. 
were  particularly  stringent  as  regards  these  supplies  from 
firms  outside  the  regular  contractors,  and  what  the 
Guardians  wanted  was  a  decision  as  to  whether  they 
could  legally  pay  for  the  goods  under  the  statute.  The 
Judge  said  he  was  not  supposed  to  carry  the  terms  of  all 
the  statutes  in  his  head.  He  would  adjourn  the  case  to 
the  next  sessions,  and  he  would  suggest  that  in  the 
meantime  the  Guardians  should  write  to  the  L.G.B.  and 
place  the  matter  before  them,  pointing*  out  that  the 
goods  were  supplied  in  cases  of  emergency  and  could  not 
be  done  without.

Glasgow  Notes. 

Much  satisfaction  is  felt  locally  over  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie's 
return  to  the  Council. 

The  new  Bellfield  Sanatorium  for  Consumptives,  at 
Lanark,  is  to  be  opened  on  June  7,  the  day  the  chemists' 
excursion  visits  the  town. 

We  are  reminded  that  although  Mr.  John  Currie,  Bath 
Street,  is  the  oldest  pharmaceutical  chemist  surviving  in 
Glasgow,  Dr.  Andrew  M.  Robertson,  of  the  Anderston 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  was  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  in  the  same  year  as  Mr.  Currie.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  in  1860  he  was  licensed  for  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine by  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Glasgow, 
Dr.  Robertson's  name  was,  under  Section  11  of  the  1852 
Pharmacy  Act,  removed  from  the  register  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists ;  his  name  has  also  been  allowed  to  slip 
off  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  but  he  sends  us 
the  original  receipts,  signed  by  Geo.  W.  Smith,  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  his  fees  in  1853.  Dr. 
Robertson  is  still  actively  engaged  in  business. 

At  the  recent  dinner  of  the  Glasgow  Branch  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  Dr.  D.  C.  McVail,  in  propos- 
ing "Other  Scottish  Branches,"  referred  to  the  question 
of  quackery  in  medicine.  Last  year  the  Government 
pocketed  330,000/.  for  medicine-stamps,  and  next  year,  he 
said,  the  sum  will  amount  to  a  great  deal  more,  as  they 
.are  making  a  good  many  wholesale  makers  of  medicine 
put  stamps  on  preparations  that  were  never  stamped 
before.  Quack  advertisements  are  found  in  every  paper 
in  the  country.  This  is  a  serious  question.  It  is  indica- 
tive of  a  condition  of  the  public  mind ;  and  yet  the  public 
are  kept  in  ignorance  of  what  is  going  on  in  medicine  and 
surgery.  With  the  exception  of  the  B.M.A.,  medical 
bodies  do  not  permit  reports  of  their  doings  to  be  inserted 
in  the  daily  Press.  How,  therefore,  can  the  public  be 
educated,  and  how  are  they  to  know  the  difference 
between  true  medicine  and  quackery  ?  That,  he  con- 
cluded, is  a  question  for  the  Association  to  consider.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Exhibition  to  be  held  at  the  Grand  Palais  des 
Champs  Elysees,  Paris,  from  August  to  November  next, 
includes  a  section  devoted  to  pharmacy  and  surgical 
appliances. 

Death  of  a  Botanist. — The  death  is  announced  at 
Chatillon,  Indre,  of  M.  Emmanuel  Drake  del  Castillo,  a 
botanist  of  great  talent,  who  had  got  together  the  elements 
of  a  collection  of  plants  which  is  one  of  the  most  complete 
existing  in  France  at  the  present  time.  He  had  also  made 
some  interesting  contributions  to  the  literature  of  botany. 
He  was  only  forty-eight  years  of  age. 


The  French  Colonial  Congress,  which  meets  at  Paris 
from  May  29  to  June  4,  will  for  the  first  time  include  a 
Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy  Section.  The  Hon. 
President  of  the  new  Section  is  M.  Guignard,  Director  of 
the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy ;  the  working 
Chairman,  M.  Perrot,  professor  of  Materia  Medica  at  the 
same  school;  while  M.  Goris,  his  chief  of  laboratory,  acts 
as  Secretary.  These  gentlemen  have  issued  a  circular 
explaining  the  matters  to  be  discussed  by  the  Section, 
viz.  :  (1)  Indigenous  medicaments  used  by  natives  of 
French  colonies ;  (2)  culture  exportation,  of  medicinal 
plants  in  colonies ;  (3)  exotic  medical  plants  now  imported 
into  France  from  abroad,  and  the  possibility  of  culti- 
vating them  in  French  colonies ;  (4)  the  plants  of  which 
the  alkaloids,  &c,  might  be  prepared  in  the  Colonies 
themselves ;  (5)  botanical  and  chemical  studies  on  materia 
medica;  and  (6)  questions  to  be  adjourned  for  considera- 
tion at  next  Congress. 

Anglo-French  Trade  in  1903. — The  report  of  the 
British  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  Paris  for  1903  contains, 
as  usual,  many  interesting  particulars,  including  the  latest 
available  statistics  of  French  trade.  The  imports  last 
year  amounted  to  4.648.906.000f..  as  against  4,394,019,0001'. 
in  1902,  and  the  exports  to  4,169.855,000f.  as  compared 
with  4,252, 182. 000f.,  the  former  thus  showing  an  in- 
crease of  254,887.000f.,  and  the  latter  a  decrease  of 
82,327.000f.  The  increase  in  imports  was  mainly  in 
alimentary  products  and  raw  materials,  and  the  decrease 
in  exports  was  entirely  in  postal  parcels.  The  import- 
duties  levied  increased  by  83.080,000f.  The  United 
Kingdom  did  not  share  in  the  great  expansion  of  French 
purchases  indicated  by  the  larger  imports,  though  the . 
proportion  of  the  total  remains  at  12  per  cent.  The 
countries  that  showed  a  gain  in  exports  to  France  were 
Russia,  the  United  States,  Argentina,  Germany,  Spain, 
and  Brazil. 

An  Association  "  Balade." — The  Amical  Association 
of  Pharmacy  Students  annually  organises  three  functions 
of  a  recreative  character.  The  winter  smoking-concert 
(principally  and  almost  exclusively  for  members)  and  the 
theatrical  gala  (which  is  usually  attended  by  numerous 
pharmacists  and  some  officials)  are  the  two  indoor  enter- 
tainments. The  open-air  festival — perhaps  the  most 
popular  of  all  among  members — is  the  spring  "balade," 
or  excursion,  which  took  place  last  Sunday.  Some  150 
of  the  "  A. A."  (as  the  members  call  it)  met  at  the  Gare 
'Montparnasse  and  took  the  train  to  Chaville.  On  arrival, 
instruments  of  music,  some  more  noisy  than  tuneful,  were 
distributed.  A  fencing-match  and  an  aperitif  aided 
appetite  for  lunch.  After  this  meal  an  entertainment,  a 
bigophone  concert,  a  photographic  contest,  and  a 
gymkhana  filled  up  a  busy  afternoon.  At  7  p.m.  dinner 
was  served,  and  a  bal  champetre  and  fireworks  closed  a 
programme  which  would  have  somewhat  fatigued  middle 
age,  but  which  youth  found  all  too  brief. 

Three  Fatal  Cases  of  Accidental  Poisoning,  a  girl 
being  the  victim  in  each  instance,  are  reported.  The  first 
occurred  some  time  ago  at  Havre,  but  the  case  was  tried  at 
the  local  police  court  recently.  Here  a  hospital  doctor 
and  pharmacist  were  charged  with  homicide  by  im- 
prudence. A  child  of  six  had  received  an  injection  of  a 
fiftieth  instead  of  a  five-hundredth  gram  of  cocaine;  she 
died  in  a  few  minutes.  The  doctor  was  fined  200f.,  and 
the  pharmacist  was  acquitted,  as  the  prescription  could 
not  be  found.  The  jury  considered  the  doctor  ought  to 
have  tested  the  preparation  himself,  and  not  left  the 
syringe  to  be  prepared  by  the  porter  of  the  amphitheatre. 
The  other  two  cases  illustrate  the  danger  of  medicine- 
bottles  left  about  within  the  reach  of  children,  or  used 
without  the  strictest  attention  to  labels.  At  Bernay,  Mme. 
Milliard  (wife  of  the  Mayor  of  Montaure)  administered 
a  mixture  containing  strychnine  to  her  little  girl,  aged  six, 
in  mistake  for  a  purgative ;  the  child  died  inside  two  hours. 
In  Paris,  a  little  girl  of  two,  playing  by  the  bedside  of  her 
sick  mother  (Mme.  Tassin),  amused  herself  by  examin- 
ing the  bottles  on  the  table.  She  found  one  containing  a 
liquid  which  appealed  to  her  taste,  drank  the  contents 
(cocaine  solution),  and  died  soon  afterwards.

Cape  Colony. 

At  Wynberg  on  April  28,  a  herbalist  named  Abraham 
Fouchee  was,  after  a  lengthy  trial,  fined  20/.,  or  two 
months'  imprisonment,  for  acting  as  a  medical  practitioner. 

Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade-marks  Amendment 
Bill.— The  "Cape  of  Good  Hope  Government  Gazette" 
of  April  15  publishes  the  text  of  a  Bill  to  amend  the  law 
in  Cape  Colony  relating  to  patents  for  inventions,  regis- 
tration of  designs,  and  trade-marks.  The  "Gazette" 
containing  the  above  may  be  seen  on  application  at  the 
offices  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  73  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C. 

Ox  May  1  a  fire  broke  out  at  the  shop  of  Messrs.  Hel- 
more  &  Allridge  in  Jones  Street.  Kimberley.  The  fire- 
brigade  turned  out  smartly,  and  were  at  work  before  the 
flames  had  got  a  firm  hold.  The  fire,  which  originated  in 
the  house  adjoining  the  shop,  extended  to  the  shop  on  the 
ground  floor,  and  considerable  damage  was  done  by  fire, 
smoke,  and  water.  In  less  than  half  an  hour  the  fire, 
which  at  one  time  appeared  to  be  developing  into  a  serious 
conflagration,  was  entirely  extinguished.  The  stock  is 
insured. 

Natal. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  the  Rhodesian  form  of  red- 
water  in  Zululand,  the  Natal  principal  veterinary  surgeon, 
with  several  assistants,  has  left  for  Mablabatini  district, 
to  destroy  the  infected  cattle  and  the  contacts. 

Smallpox  has  broken  out  amongst  the  natives  employed 
by  the  Natal  Brewery  in  Pietermaritzburg.  Stringent 
quarantine  regulations  are  in  force,  and  every  precaution 
is  being  taken  to  minimise  the  danger.  The  latest  case 
is  stated  to  be  very  serious. 

Messrs.  R.  S.  Forsyth  and  C.  A.  Cheyne  have  been 
admitted  to  practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
Colony.  The  Secretary  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board 
reports  that  the  number  of  chemists  from  Great  Britain 
who  register  in  Natal  is  considerably  on  the  increase. 

Import  Trade  of  Natal. — The  current  issue  of  the 
"Board  of  Trade  Journal"  publishes  statistics  received 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  from  its  correspondent  at  Port 
Natal,  showing  the  value  of  imports  into  Natal  by  sea 
from  Germany  and  the  United  States  in  1903  which,  in 
his  opinion,  might  well  have  been  supplied  by  British 
manufacturers.  It  appears  that  Germany  supplied  goods 
of  this  kind  to  the  value  of  637.800/..  while  604^000/. 
worth  was  obtained  from  the  United  States.  The  goods 
supplied  by  Germany  and  the  United  States  are  the 
following  :

Commenting  on  the  above  figure?,  Mr.  Agnew  (the  cor- 
respondent) says  that  in  some  cases,  no  doubt,  there  may 


be  valid  reasons  why  the  orders  should  have  been  placed 
on  the  Continent  or  in  the  United  States,  but  it  may 
safely  be  stated  that  if  British  manufacturers  would  take 
lull  advantage  of  their  opportunities  to  secure  business, 
a  large  part  of  the  trade  in  goods  included  in  the  fore- 
going statement  might  have  been  secured  by  the  United 
Kingdom. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Natal  Farmers'  Conference 
was  held  in  April.  In  the  President's  address  it  was 
stated  that  the  dreaded  African  coast  fever  was 
still,  as  far  as  this  Colony  was  concerned,  held  at  bay, 
thanks  to  the  Government  and  to  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment. Horse-sickness  had  been  very  fatal  during 
the  year,  and  a  large  number  of  valuable  animals  had 
died.  Mr.  Watkins  Pitchford,  the  bacteriologist,  and  his 
brother.  Dr.  Pitchford.  continue  to  make  steady  progress 
in  the  investigation  of  the  disease,  and  confidence  was  felt 
that  the  scientists  would  ultimately  be  successful  in  dis- 
covering a  means  of  immunising  animals  against  the 
effects  of  the  scourge. 

Transvaal. 

Mr.  W.  Thomson,  chemist,  Krugersdorp,  has  recently 
erected  a  handsome  block  of  offices  and  shops  in  that 
town. 

The  representatives  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co., 
Messrs.  Stearns  &  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Oppenheimer  &  Co. 
were  busy  in  Johannesburg  in  the  beginning  of  May. 

The  stock  and  fittings  of  Messrs.  Rudolph  Grap's  busi- 
ness in  Johannesburg  were  recently  sold  by  auction,  but 
only  realised  a  very  small  sum.  The  business  previously 
belonged  to  the  late  Dr.  H.  H.  Hurdmanns,  who  died 
under  tragic  circumstances  last  year. 

Great  satisfaction  is  expressed  in  Johannesburg  at  the 
signing  of  the  Chinese  Labour  Convention,  as  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  things  will  improve  now  and  thus  terminate 
the  very  prolonged  depression  from  which  trade  has  been 
suffering.  For  the  past  few  weeks  the  share-market  has 
been  booming,  which  is  considered  a  very  good  omen. 

The  holiday  season  having  set  in,  there  is  quite  an 
exodus  to  Europe  of  Transvaal  chemists.  The  following 
have  recently  departed  for  various  periods  :  Mr.  W.  Rive 
(of  Messrs.  Smith.  Rive  &  Co.).  Mr.  H.  von  Holtz.  Mr. 
J.  W.  Knoll  (of  Messrs.  Fooby  &  Co.),  Mr.  G.  C.  Hudson, 
Mr.  Jas.  Donaldson  (of  Middleburg),  and  Mr.  E.  J. 
Adcock  (of  Krugersdorp). 

The  plague  scare  is  now  over,  but  the  disease  itself  is 
not  yet  stamped  out,  each  day  bringing  to  light  cne  or 
two  fresh  cases,  principally  among  the  coolies.  The 
coolie  camp  near  Johannesburg  was  recently  burnt  to  the 
ground  by  the  Municipality,  and  the  coolies  are  now 
quartered  some  distance  from  the  town.  If  such  a  course 
of  action  had  been  adopted  sooner,  the  town  might  have 
been  spared  the  plague.

Ceylon  Botanic  Gardens. — In  the  latest  of  the  Pera- 
deniya  Gardens  circulars,  Mr.  J.  C.  Willis  gives  the  in- 
teresting history  of  the  Royal  Botanical  Gardens  of 
Ceylon.  The  scope  of  the  Department  originally  was  to 
collect  and  classify  indigenous  plants.  Out  of  it  grew  the 
work  of  introducing  all  useful  and  ornamental  trees,  and 
this  work  has  so  far  progressed  that  the  scope  of  the 
Department  has  come  to  be  rather  to  preserve,  improve, 
and  extend  the  present  cultivation  than  to  introduce 
i  exotics. 

Poisoned. — At  Vepery  recently  Vincent  Platcher 
became  melancholic  and  poisoned  himself  with  solution  of 
cyanide  of  potassium.  Deceased  was  the  eldest  son  of  a 
retired  District  Munsiff  of  Eellary. 

The  Dysentery  Bacillus. — A  telegram  from  the 
"Times"  correspondent  at  Colombo,  dated  May  24,  inti- 
mates that  Mr.  Castellani,  the  bacteriologist,  has  dis- 
covered the  bacillus  of  dysentery,  and  will  shortly  read  a 
paper  before  the  Medical  Association  about  it.

The  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy  at  Baltimore  has 
been  sold.  The  Maryland  University  is  completing  a 
spacious  new  building  to  which  the  quarters  of  the  College 
of  Pharmacy  will  probably  be  transferred. 

Gone  into  Trade. — Professor  Wilbur  L.  Seoville,  who 
has  been  known  for  many  years  as  a  prominent  professor 
in  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  has  resigned 
his  position  and  accepted  a  berth  with  a  large  firm  of 
Boston  retailers  owning  four  stores.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  independent  colleges  are  not  in  position  to  pay 
larger  salaries  and  keep  men  of  Professor  Scoville's  ability. 

Amalgamation. — One  of  the  interesting  phenomena  of 
pharmacy  in  the  United  States,  during  the  past  few  years, 
has  been  the  consolidation  of  jobbing  or  wholesale  houses. 
The  latest  instance  is  the  combination  of  two  well-known 
firms  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  the  Peter-Bauer  Drug-  Company 
and  the  Neat-Richardson  Drug  Company,  into  the  "  Peter- 
Neat-Bichardson  Drug  Company,"  with  a  capitalisation  of 
$400,000. 

Better  Drugs. — Recent  examinations  indicate  the  grati- 
fying fact  that  the  quality  of  the  samples  collected  in 
drug-stores  by  the  inspectors  of  the  New  York  Board  of 
Pharmacy  have  shown  considerable  improvement  since  the 
investigations  and  prosecutions  of  the  last  few  months 
have  developed.  The  Board  have  been  very  active  for 
some  time  in  looking  into  the  quality  and  purity  of  drugs 
handled  by  the  pharmacists  of  the  city  and  the  State. 

Discipline. — A  month  or  two  ago  Peter  Van  Schaack  & 
Sons,  a  large  jobbing  house  in  Chicago,  were  cut  off  as  dis- 
tributing-agents by  the  Miles  Medical  Company,  proprie- 
tors of  "Miles'  Nervine"  and  other  goods.  It  seems  that 
the  Chicago  firm  had  been  violating  the  contract  under 
which  the  Miles  preparations  are  handled.  Peace  has  now 
been  restored,  however,  and  Peter  Van  Schaack  &  Sons 
are  back  on  the  distributing-list  of  the  Miles  people. 
Indeed,  a  number  of  houses  have  been  "disciplined" 
quite  severely  during  the  past  few  months — a  fact  which  • 
indicates  that  the  better  element  in  the  drug-trade  mean 
to  correct  the  cut-price  situation  as  thoroughly  as  possible, 
and  have  the  strength  to  resort  to  radical  methods  if  neces- 
sary. 

Cutting  Gone  Mad. — The  proprietary  medicines  of  the 
Miles  Medical  Company  are  sold  only  under  what  is  known 
.as  the  "  direct-contract  and  serial-numbering  plan,"  which 
means  that  the  druggist  must  sell  the  goods  at  the  full 
printed  prices  or  else  violate  his  contract  with  the  manu- 
facturers, be  subjected  to  a  fine,  and  be  refused  more 
goods.  Recently  a  large  department  store  in  Philadelphia 
was  found  selling  the  Miles  medicines  at  cut  prices,  and 
for  several  weeks  it  looked  as  if  there  was  "  a  nigger  in 
the  wood-pile  "  somewhere.  It  was  finally  discovered  that 
the  department-store  people  had  been  buying  the  goods 
from  retailers  at  full  prices  in  the  regular  way  and  then 
cutting  them  for  advertising  reasons  !  Department  stores 
in  the  United  States  will  resort  to  any  and  all  tactics  in 
order  to  gain  trade. 

Arguing. — Hance  Brothers  &  White,  a  large  firm  of 
manufacturing  pharmacists  in  Philadelphia,  are  having 
considerable  fun  with  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists — although  the  joke  is  on  the  manufacturers.  It 
seems  that  the  manufacturing  house  furnished  goods  to 
cutters  in  violation  of  their  promise  to  the  N.A.R.D.,  and 
in  conflict  with  the  tripartite  plan.  Called  to  account  by 
the  National  Association  of  Retailers,  the  manufacturers 
say  that  they  are  anxious  to  abide  by  their  agreement,  but 
that  they  must  be  permitted  to  exercise  some  discretion  as 
to  whether  or  not  a  given  man  is  really  a  cutter.  "All 
very  fine,"  reply  the  N.A.R.D.,  "but  what  would  become 
of  our  plans  if  we  permitted  every  jobber  and  every  manu- 
facturer to  settle  this  question  for  himself  ? "  Hance 
Brothers  &  White  are  strenuously  endeavouring  to  answer 
this  query  in  the  drug  journals  and  elsewhere,  and  mean- 
while they  are  being  "  disciplined  "  by  the  N.A.R.D.  The 
Philadelphia  house  will  probably  wake  up  some  fine  morn- 
ing and  discover  that  it  has  lost  business. 

Alcoholic    Allegations. — Consternation     has  fallen 
upon  the  camp  of  the  patent-medicine  proprietors  in  the 


United  States.  In  its  May  issue,  the  "Ladies'  Home 
Journal "  came  out  with  a  leading  editorial  article 
indulging  in  a  fierce  tirade  against  the  patent-medicine 
industry.  The  names  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  leading 
proprietary  articles  were  given,  and  the  statement  was 
boldly  made  that  they  contained  in  many  instances  from 
30  to  50  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and  in  others  injurious  per- 
centages of  morphine,  cocaine,  and  other  narcotics.  Wheji 
it  is  considered  that  the  "Ladies'  Home  Journal"  is  the 
most  popular  magazine  in  the  country,  has  a  million  paying 
subscribers,  and  probably  three  or  four  million  readers,  it 
would  seem  that  an  article  of  this  description  would  have 
a  very  wide  influence.  Thousands  of  housewives  accept 
what  the  "Journal"  says  as  gospel.  Naturally  enough, 
the  patent-medicine  proprietors  are  "  warm  under  the 
collar,"  and  they  propose  to  have  vengeance.  Many  of 
them  have  brought  libel  suits  against,  the  "Journal,"  and 
the  outcome  of  the  whole  situation  is  everywhere  awaited 
with  deep  interest. 


Canadian  IRotes. 

(From  our  own  Correspondent.) 


Montreal  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  twenty-sixth 
annual  meeting  was  held  at  Montreal  on  May  10.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Chapman,  President,  occupied  the  chair.  The 
Secretary  read  the  annual  report  and  financial  statement, 
both  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Mr.  Chapman,  the 
retiring  President,  gave  his  annual  address,  in  which  he 
expressed  the  hope  that  before  long  the  College  would 
have  a  more  suitable  building.  The  following  _  were 
elected  as  the  Executive  Board  :  Messrs.  Edmund  Giroux, 
jun.,  Joseph  Contant,  J.  E.  Tremble,  Henri  Lanctot,  R. 
W.  Williams,  Thos.  R.  Goulden,  T.  E.  Gagner,  L.  A. 
Bernard,  W.  H.  Chapman;  these,  with  Messrs.  A.  J. 
Lawrence  as  President,  Alex.  B.  J.  Moore  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  E.  Muir  as  Secretary-Treasurer,  will  compose 
the  full  board  of  the  College.  During  the  meeting  the 
President  presented  the  College  diploma  to  Messrs.  Alex- 
ander R.  Stewart,  E.  F.  Emery,  and  H.  C.  Brossard, 
who  had  taken  the  full  courses  of  the  College  and  passed 
all  the  sessional  examinations.  Mr.  Alexander  R.  Stewart, 
whose  success  was  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  May  7  (page  730),  was  presented  with  the  College  gold 
medal,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Emery  was  awarded  the  College 
silver  medal. 

Cryolite. — During  the  present  Session  of  the  Canadian 
Parliament  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  Dominion  will 
take  steps  towards  acquiring  Greenland  if  possible,  as  in- 
quiries have  been  made  at  St.  John's,  Newfoundland,  of  the 
whaling  men  who  resort  there  as  to  the  resources  of  this 
remote  and  almost  unpeopled  territory.  The  chief  industry 
of  Greenland  is  the  mining  of  cryolite,  and  Greenland  has 
the  distinction  of  containing  the  only  workable  deposit  of 
this  mineral  in  the  world.    Small  quantities  of  cryolite  have 
been  found  at  Miask  in  the  Ural  Mountains,  and  a  trace 
was  found  at  Pike's  Peak,  Colorado.  The  Kryolite  Mining 
and  Trading  Company,  a  Danish  company,  has  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  take  the  ore  from  the  deposits  in  Greenland. 
By  contract  the  Pennsylvania  Salt  Manufacturing  Company 
of  Philadelphia  has  the  right  to  import  it  to  North  and 
South  America,  the  operating  company  reserving  the_  right 
as  regards  Europe.    The  Danish  Government  shares  in  the 
profits,  receiving  a  royalty  of  one-fifth.      The  American 
company  by  its  contract  first  made  in  1864  secures  two- 
thirds  of  the  output.    After  paying  the  royalty  to  the 
mining  company  and  covering  the  cost  of  transportation, 
with  the  ever-present  danger  of  annihilation  of  the  vessels 
by  the  ice,  the  cost  of  the  crude  cryolite  landed  in  Phila- 
delphia is  4c.  per  lb.  or  $80  per  ton.    The  problem  of 
transporting  the  cryolite  to  Philadelphia  was  a  perplexing 
one  for  a  number  of  years  owing  to  the  dangers  incident  to 
navigation  in  Arctic  regions.    Old  whaling-vessels  for  a 
time  proved  to  be  the  only  ones  suitable  for  this  trade,  but 
in  1876  twelve  vessels  were  built  bearing  chemical  names, 
and  for  this  reason  called  the  chemical  fleet.    At  the  pre- 
sent time  only  four  of  these  vessels  remain  in  the  trade, 
some  having  been  lost  and  others  taken  out  because  they 
were  unsuited  to  the  business.    So  far  as  tests  indicate,  the 
supply  of  cryolite  at  Invigut  is  inexhaustible.

Museum  Specimens. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
'Great  Britain  have  sent  a  nice  collection  of  materia 
medica  specimens  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of 
Western  Australia.  These  are  to  be  placed  in  suitable 
containers  so  as  to  form  a  nucleus  for  a  museum. 

The  P.A.T.A.  of  Victoria  held  two  meetings  during 
March,  and  appointed  Mr.  W.  H.  Elsum  Secretary.  It 
was  resolved  at  the  meeting  on  March  15  to  give  a  trial  to 
>the  English  system,  which  does  not  require  consecutive 
•numbering  of  the  protected  articles.  The  question  left  open 
for  the  present  is  whether  or  not  the  P.A.T.A.  should  issue 
a  minimum  wholesale  as  well  as  a  minimum  retail  list. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales  was  held  at  Sydney  on  March  15.  The 
annual  report  reviewed  the  work  done  during  the  year. 
This  report  and  the  balance-sheet  indicate  that  the  Society 
is  prospering.  The  President  (Mr.  W.  Short)  then  gave 
an  address,  and  an  alteration  was  afterwards  agreed  to  in 
the  articles  of  association  governing  the  defence  fund. 
That  fund  is  to  be  increased  to  ICO/. 

Williams'  Pink  Pills. — A  chemist  of  Richmond,  Vic, 
.has  been  sued  by  the  proprietors  of  "Dr.  Williams'  Pink 
Pills  for  Pale  People  "  for  damages  and  an  injunction  for 
"passing  off"  pills  as  of  plaintiffs'  manufacture  when,  in 
fact,  the  pills  were  not  made  by  the  Williams  Company. 
The  claim  was  for  500?.  damages.  The  case  came  on  at 
Melbourne  on  March  16.  The  offence  was  admitted,  as  the 
defendant  found  at  the  last  moment  that  in  his  absence 
pills  had  been  "passed  off"  by  an  assistant  as  Williams' 
Pink  Pills.  After  consultation  consent  was  given  for  an 
injunction  with  50/.  damages,  and  costs. 

A  New  Year's  Greeting. — The  Pharmacy  Board  of 
•Queensland's  New  Year's  greeting  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  been  alluded  to  in  the 
■C.  <£■  D.  Here  is  the  last  sentence  of  the  acknowledg- 
ment which  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins  sent  : 

We  very  cordially  reciprocate  the  wish  that  the  relations 
-between  this  Society  and  the  pharmaceutical  authorities  of 
Greater  Britain  may  become  closer  as  the  years  roll  on, 
and  we  teel  if  all  concerned  are  animated  with  the  spirit 
which  moves  the  President  and  memben  of  the  Queensland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  the  dream  of  the  advocates  of  an 
Imperial  federation  in  pharmacy  cannot  be  far  from 
realisation.

The  First-aid  Lectures  instituted  by  the  Pharma- 
•ceutical  Society  of  New  South  Wales,  with  Mr.  Hector 
Pope  as  lecturer,  are  a  decided  success.  Mr.  Pope  has  the 
faculty  for  maintaining  a  never-flagging  interest  in  his 
subject,  and  the  twenty-four  chemists  who  attend  the  class 
are  eager  to  follow  his  lecture.  First-aid  in  cases  of  frac- 
tured limbs,  ruptured  bloodvessels,  burns,  scalds,  and 
suffocation  have  hitherto  been  dealt  with.  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  it  is  stated 
that  the  Society  decided  not  to  establish  such  a  class,  as 
_Dr.  Plowman  reported  "  after  careful  consideration  from 
every  point  of  view  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
proposed  class  for  the  recognition  and  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  and  injuries  was  quite  impracticable,  and  that  any 
.teaching  of  the  kind  would  be  useless  without  clinical 
.material,  which  would  be  unobtainable." 


Colonial  ano  Jforcion  IRews. 


The  Chemico-Bacteriological  Laboratory  of  the  St. 
Petersburg  Pharmaceutical  Society  grows  in  activity.  The 
numbers  of  analyses  performed  in  the  years  1900  to  1903 
were  1,697,  2,022,  2,617,  and  2,778  respectively,  inclusive 
of  Government  and  private  work.  Of  the  1903  total, 
2,100  were  chemical  and  678  bacteriological. 

Annihilation. — A  London  morning  paper  reports  that 
on  May  23  an  apothecary  named  Julliod,  residing  in 
Ferney,  near  Geneva,  became  a  victim  to  melancholy,  and 
took  his  life  in  an  extraordinary  manner.  He  poured 
nitro  glycerin  into  a  mortar,  placed  it  between  his  legs, 
and  began  to  pound  it  with  a  pestle.  Soon  a  frightful 
explosion  occurred.  The  roof  of  the  shop  fell,  and  the 
apothecary  was  blown  to  pieces. 

Laboratory  Material  for  the  Argentine.  —  The 
"  Boletin  Oficial  "  of  April  19  contains  a  copy  of  a  decree 
authorising  the  transmission  to  the  Argentine  Legation  in 
London  of  the  sum  of  120,000  pesos,  Argentine  currency 
(about  11.000/.),  to  be  expended  on  the  purchase  of  labora- 
tory and  scientific  apparatus,  by  Senor  Otto  Krause,  who 
is  commissioned  to  obtain  the  goods  mentioned,  together 
with  other  articles  for  educational  purposes,  on  account 
of  the  Argentine  Ministry  of  Justice  and  Public  Education. 

Proprietary  Medicines  in  Germany. — A  recent  number 
of  the  "  Apotheker  Zeitung "  contains  copies  of  three 
petitions  addressed  by  the  President  of  the  German 
Apotheker  Verein  to  the  Imperial  Chancellor  (December  5, 
1903),  the  Federal  Council  (April  21.  1904),  and  the 
Imperial  Diet  (April  22,  1904),  regarding  the  Imperial 
Regulations  on  the  trade  with  medicaments  and  saccharin. 
The  petition  to  the  Reichstag  requests  that  the  sale  of  pre- 
ventive medicines  should  be  restricted  to  apothekers  and 
wholesale  dealers.  This  request  appears  to  have  arisen 
from  the  fact  that  druggists  have  been  selling  such  medi- 
cines on  the  ground  that  they  are  not  "remedies."  This 
petition  also  asks  that  no  attention  be  paid  to  requests  made 
by  the  German  Druggists'  Union  to  the  Federal  Council  in 
respect  to  the  sale  of  saccharin  and  veterinary  powders 
being  open  to  druggists  as  well  as  apothekers. 

Chinese  Patents  and  Trade-marks. — Messrs.  W.  P. 
Thompson  &  Co.  inform  us  that  in  the  treaty  which  has 
just  been  ratified  between  the  United  States  and  China 
is  the  following  clause  which,  owing  to  the  most-favoured- 
nation clause  of  the  Tientsin  Treaty,  is  equally  applicable 
to  Great  Britain,  the  words  "Great  Britain"  being  sub- 
stituted for  "the  United  States"  : 

The  United  States  Government  allows  subjects  of  China 
to  patent  their  inventions  in  the  United  States  and  protects 
thom  in  the  use  and  ownership  of  such  patents.  The  Govern- 
ment of  China  now  agrees  that  it  will  establish  a  Patent 
Office.  After  tlr's  office  has  been  established  and  especial 
laws  with  regard  to  inventions  have  been  adopted  it  will 
thereupon,  after  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  fees,  issue 
certificates  of  protection,  valid  for  a  fixed  term  of  years,  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States  on  all  their  patents  issued  by 
the  United  States  in  respect  of  art:cles  the  sale  of  which  is 
lawful  in  China,  which  do  not  infringe  on  previous  inven- 
tions of  Chinese  subjects,  in  the  same  manner  as  patents  are 
to  be  issued  to  subjects  of  China. 

Hitherto  China  has  been  against  patents  of  all  kinds. 
The  1902  British  Treaty  with  China  says  regarding  trade- 
marks : 

Inasmuch  as  the  British  Government  afford  protection  to 
Chinese  trade-marks  against  infringement,  imitation,  or 
colourable  imitation  by  British  subjects,  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment undertake  to  afford  protection  to  British  trade-marks 
against  infringement,  imitation,  or  colourable  imitation  by 
Chinese  subjects.  The  Chinese  Government  further  under- 
take that  the  Superintendents  of  Northern  and  of  Southern 
Trade  shall  establish  offices  within  their  respective  juris- 
dictions under  control  of  the  Imperial  Maritime  Customs 
where  foreign  trade-marks  may  be  registered  on  payment  of 
a  reasonable  fee. 

Substantially  this  article  has  been  reproduced  in  the 
United  States  Treaty.  A  working  scheme  for  patent  and 
trade-mark  protection  is  now  being  evolved,  and  in  the 
meantime  a  provisional  registration  office  for  trade-marks 
has  been  established  at  the  Custom-house  at  Shanghai.

11  HE  summer  session  opened  on  Wednesday,  May  25,  Sir 
William  Turner  presiding  over  a  full  attendance  of  mem- 
bers. Mr.  Morris,  F.R.C.S.,  representing  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  in  succession  to  Mr.  Bryant,  was  intro- 
duced by  Dr.  Norman  Moore.  Another  new  member.  Dr. 
Caton,  representing  the  Liverpool  University,  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  Young. 

A  Forecast  of  the  Business. 

The  President's  address  was  then  delivered.  In  this 
Sir  William  Turner  referred  to  the  changes  on  the  Council, 
paying  a  tribute  of  respect  to  Mr.  Bryant.  The  death  of 
Sir  George  Duffey,  who  was  an  inspector  of  the  Final 
examinations  of  the  Universities  in  Scotland,  was  also 
mentioned,  and  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  Bryant  is  to  succeed 
him.  The  President  then  spoke  of  the  report  of  the 
Examination  Committee  on  the  questions  raised  in  the 
reports  of  the  Inspector  and  Visitor  of  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  examinations  of  the  three  Conjoint  Boards  and 
the  Apothecaries'  Society  of  London.  Bills  which  have 
been  introduced  into  Parliament  were  next  referred  to,  in- 
cluding General  Laurie's  one  in  regard  to  Canadian  prac- 
titioners, and  the  Bills  to  facilitate  the  adoption  of  metric 
weights  and  measures.  As  to  the  latter,  the  President  said 
the  Council's  interest  in  them  is  in  connection  with  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  may  refer  to  the  subject  in 
their  report.  Mr.  Jackson  has  also  given  notice  of  a 
motion  calling  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  matter. 
The  President  also  intimated  that  copies  of  the  decision  of 
the  High  Court  of  Justice  in  Ireland  on  the  question  sub- 
mitted to  the  Court  whether  the  word  "person"  in 
Section  3  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  means  exclusively 
natural  person  or  includes  an  artificial  person,  such  as  a 
corporation  or  company,  had  been  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Council.  The  question,  he  said,  arose  in  connection 
with  the  case  of  O'Duffy  v.  Jaffe,  when  it  was  contended 
that  the  practice  of  dentistry  could  not  be  pursued  by  a 
company  entitled  Jaffe,  Surgeon  Dentists,  Limited.  The 
Court  decided  that  the  Dentists  Act  as  worded  is  directed 
against  a  natural  person  only  and  not  against  a  company. 
The  effect  of  this  judgment  is  to  show  that  a  company 
practising  dentistry  cannot  be  prosecuted  under  the 
Dentists  Act.  Since  the  judgment  in  the  case  of  O'Duffy 
v.  Jaffe  was  given,  another  case  relating  to  the  practice  of 
dentistry  by  companies  has  been  before  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  in  Ireland.  The  case  arose  on  an  application  for 
the  issue  of  a  mandamus  to  compel  in  Ireland  the  Registrar 
of  Joint-stock  Companies  to  register  under  the  Companies 
Act,  1862,  the  memorandum  of  a  company  to  be  styled  "  S. 
G.  Rowell,  Dentist  (Limited)."  An  elaborate  judgment 
on  the  case  was  delivered  by  Chief  Baron  Palles,  who, 
with  his  colleagues,  declined  to  grant  the  mandamus.  The 
questions  involved  in  these  cases  before  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  in  Ireland  will  be  brought  before  the  Council  by 
Sir  Charles  Ball,  who  will  move  that  the  Council  take 
action  in  terms  of  his  motion.  The  Council  will  receive 
during  the  Session  reports  from  the  Executive,  Education, 
Finance,  Public  Health,  Pharmacopoeia,  and  other  com- 
mittees. 

Other  Business. 

The  yearly  tables  for  1903,  showing  the  results  of  the 
medical  examinations,  were  received  and  entered,  and  Sir 
P.  Heron  Watson's  annual  motion  of  thanks  for  the 
returns  furnished  to  the  Council  was  carried  without  the 
customary  criticism  of  "exemptions." 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  they  had 
appointed  Mr.  Bryant  to  be  Inspector  of  Final  examinations 
for  1904  raised  a  protest  from  Sir  V.  Horsley.  The  -fact 
that  the  appointment  is  only  for  one  year  mitigates  the  evil, 
but  Sir  Victor  thought  that  as  it  is  fifteen  or  sixteen 
years  since  Mr.  Bryant  resigned  his  position  at  Guy's, 
the  Council  should  have  chosen  a  younger  man  more  in 
touch  with  the  schools  and  hospitals.  The  President, 
however,  adhered  to  the  opinion  expressed  in  his.  address. 

Sir  Hugh  Beevor's  motion  that  Mr.  Chas.  Stonham, 


F.R.C.S.,  be  appointed  assistant  examiner  in  surgery  to 
the  Apothecaries  Society  of  London  vice  Mr.  M.  Shield 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Morris,  and  carried;  and  the  report 
of  the  Dental  Committee  was  read  and  entered. 

The  Council  then  considered  in  camera  an  offer  received 
for  their  building  in  Oxford  Street,  around  which  impos- 
ing premises  have  been  and  are  being  erected. 


IRo^al  3nstituttom 


A DISCOURSE  was  given  on  May  20  by  Professor 
Ernest  Rutherford  (Montreal)  on  "The  Radiation  and 
Emanation  of  Radium."  There  was  a  very  large  audience. 
The  Duke  of  Northumberland  was  in  the  chair.  After  a 
brief  historical  account  of  the  discovery  of  radium,  Pro- 
fessor Rutherford  classified  the  three  kinds  of  rays  and 
emanation  given  off  by  radium.  The  a  radiations  are 
positively  electrified  matter  and  are  projected  at  the  rate 
of  20,000  miles  per  second ;  the  j8  rays  are  corpuscles,  one 
thousand  times  less  than  an  atom  of  hydrogen,  they  are 
negatively  electrified,  and  travel  100,000  miles  per  second ; 
while  the  y  rays  resemble  those  discovered  by  Rontgen. 
In  addition,  radium  gives  off  an  emanation  which  behaves 
like  a  gas,  can  be  condensed  by  cold,  and  can  be  occluded 
by  radium.  The  emanation,  though  small  in  quantity, 
possesses  (but  in  a  lesser  degree)  all  the  characteristic 
powers  of  radium.  A  few  pounds  of  the  emanation,  if  that 
quantity  could  be  collected,  would  supply  enough  energy 
to  drive  a  ship  across  the  Atlantic.  Seventy  tons  of 
radium  would  be  needed  to  supply  a  few  pounds  of  the 
emanation.  Touching  next  on  the  process  leading  to  the 
emission  of  the  emanation,  Professor  Rutherford  said  it 
is  believed  that  radium  is  continuously  producing  the 
emanation,  and  that  the  emanation  changes  into  something 
else.  Atomic  explosion  accounts  for  this  remarkable 
property  of  radium.  A  mass  of  radium  left  to  itself 
would  in  time  throw  itself  away ;  probably  in  about 
2,000  years  its  radio-activity  would  fall  to  half-value, 
and  after  50,000  years  it  would  cease  to  exist.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  supposed,  since  radium  was  produced  from 
minerals  more  than  50,000  years  old,  that  it  is  being  itself 
produced  from  something  else,  and  is  a  transition  ele- 
ment. A  year  ago  to  find  evidence  for  this  point  of  view 
did  not  seem  a  very  promising  task,  but  since  then  a  great 
deal  has  been  done.  In  the  self-destruction  of  radium 
two  things  must  be  produced  that  are  not  radio-active — 
the  a  rays  and  the  final  product.  Helium  is  always 
found  associated  with  radium-minerals,  and  the. suggestion 
that  that  gas  is  one  of  the  products  has  been  confirmed  by 
Sir  William  Ramsay,  who  has  shown  that  the  emanation 
is  able  to  produce  helium  from  itself.  The  evidence  points 
to  the  view  that  the  a  particle  is  the  helium.  Here  there 
is  apparently  a  definite  case  of  transmutation,  though  not 
precisely  of  the  kind  sought  after  by  the  alchemists,  but 
there  is  no  evidence  as  yet  that  matter  in  general,  apart 
from  the  radio-active  bodies,  is  undergoing  changes  of  this 
nature.  .  Radium  is  widely  distributed  over  the  earth ;  it 
is  present  everywhere,  though  in  exceedingly  minute 
quantities.  The  question,  then,  is,  How  much  heat  are 
these  minute  quantities  of  radium  able  to  provide,  and 
can  they  account  for  the  gradually  increasing  temperature 
as  one  goes  deeper  into  the  earth?  The  lecturer  himself 
believed  that  the  amount  of  radium  present,  uniformly 
distributed,  is  sufficient  to  account  for  all  the  heat  lost 
from  the  earth  and  explains  the  temperature-gradient  as 
measured  to-day.  In  that  case  the.  date,  as  calculated  by 
Lord  Kelvin,  when  this  globe  would  have  so  far  cooled 
as  to  be  uninhabitable  might  possibly  be  postponed  for 
a  few  million  years,  and  an  end  put  to  the  troubles  of 
the  biologists  and  geologists.  Professor  Rutherford  came 
in  for  a  good  deal  of  applause  when  he  added  that  Lord 
Kelvin  (who  was  on  one  of  the  front  benches)  had  qualified 
his  calculations  with  the  words  "provided  no  new  source 
of  heat  is  discovered."  The  new  source  of  energy  has 
been  discovered  in  radium.

Another  point  to  which  our 
attention  has  been  called  is  that,  having  a  staff  specially 
trained  in  the  packing  of  photographic  specialities,  Messrs. 
Wright,  Layman  &  Umney  are  able  to  prepare  and  pack 
for  customers  any  quantity  of  photographic  preparations 
according  to  special  formula?.

WE  recently  called  attention  to  the  adulteration  of 
American  peppermint  oil  on  a  large  scale  with  oil  of 
African  copaiba  (C.  <£■  D.,  July  25,  1903,  page  154),  and 
one  of  us  has  reported  on  a  sample  grossly  adulterated 
with  triacetin  (Bennett,  C.  <£•  D.,  April  11, 1903,  page  591). 
Since  publishing  these  notes  we  have  had  samples  for 
analysis  which  proved  to  be  considerably  adulterated  with 
yet  another  comparatively  cheap  oil.  Three  samples  of 
this  oil  had  the  following  physical  characters  :

The  close  agreement  of  these  figures  suggests  that  the  oils 
emanated  from  a  single  source  originally.  The  oils  were 
insoluble  in  70-per-eent.  alcohol,  as  much  as  30  to  50  per 
cent,  floating  on  the  surface,  according  to  the  quantity  of 
alcohol  used.  Two  of  the  samples  were  fractionally  dis- 
aillud.  and  the  following  results  were  obtained  :

The  later  fractions  of  these  various  distillates  were 
much  less  soluble  than  the  corresponding  distillates  from 
pure  peppermint  oil,  and  in  some  a  distinct  taste  of  cedar- 
wood  oil  was  discernible. 

The  whole  of  these  results  point  clearly  to  the  adulter- 
ant being  of  the  nature  of  a  sesquiterpene,  and  are  in 
agreement  with  the  presence  of  cedarwood  oil,  and,  with- 


out stating  this  with  certainty,  -we  think  the  opinion  that 
cedarwood  oil  was  present  is  justified. 

The  present  appears  a  convenient  opportunity  to  re- 
capitulate our  results  in  the  fractional  distillation  of  pure 
and  adulterated  oils,  and  these  are  summarised  in  the 
following  statements,  so  that  the  difference  between  the- 
various  oils  in  this  respect  can  be  easily  observed  :

House  of  Lords. 

Rhodamiiie-dye  Patents. 

•Judgment  was  given  on  Thursday,  May  19,  in  the  appeal 
■by  Chemische  Fabrik  vormals  Sandoz  in  Basel  against  an 
order  of  Mr.  Justice  Joyce,  confirmed  by  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  giving  the  respondents   (Badische  Anilin-  und 
■Soda-Fabrik)  leave  to  issue  a  writ  on  the  appellants  at  Basel 
or  elsewhere  in  Switzerland.     The  respondents  are  owners 
of  letters  patent  for  certain  rhodamine  dyes,  and  com- 
menced an  action  to  restrain  the  appellants  from  infring- 
ing their  patent.      It  was  submitted,  on  behalf  of  the 
appellants,  that  the  only  acts  of  theirs  upon  which  the 
.respondents  could  seek  to  rest  their  contention  as  to  in- 
iringement  of  patent  were  their  making  in  this  country 
■contracts  for  the  sale  of  dye,  it  being  provided  in  such 
■contracts  that  delivery  should  be  abroad ;  sending  to  this 
■country  through  the  post,  at  the  request  of  dealers,  speci- 
mens of  the  dye;  and  permitting  their  traveller  to  have 
-with  him  in  this  country  pattern-cards  displaying  specimens 
-of  yarn,  some  dyed  with  the  dye.    These  acts,  it  was  con- 
tended, could  not  be  held  to  be  an  infringement  of  any 
rights  under  letters  patent  granted  for  the  United  King- 
dom.   The  case  for  the  appellants  had  been  argued  before 
the  House  by  Mr.  Asquith,  and  for  the  respondents  by  Mr. 
Fletcher  Moulton.      Their  Lordships  now,  after  taking 
time    for   consideration,    dismissed    the   appeal.  Lord 
Macnaghten  remarked  that  as  their  lordships  had  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  appellants  had  not  made  out  a 
■case  for  disturbing  the  order  under  appeal,  it  seemed  to 
him  that  the  less  said  about  the  matter  the  better.  Further, 
in  course  of  his  remarks,  he  said,  whether  the  appellants 
■  could  do  without  the  use  of  the  samples  and  pattern-cards 
:and  whether  the  question  is  of  as  little  importance  to  their 
trade  as  they  represented  it  to  be,  or  whether  it  is  really 
of  vital  importance,  as  alleged  on  the  other  side,  was  im- 
possible to  determine  on  the  materials  before  the  House. 
It  is  at  least  conceivable  that  it  may  be  of  great  import- 
ance, and  he  thought  the  respondents  were  entitled  to  have 
this  question  tried,  and  tried  in  the  usual  manner.  On 
that  ground,  even  if  it  stood  alone,  he  thought  they  would 
be  entitled  to  maintain  the  order  of  which  they  are  in  pos- 
session.     The  Court  is  bound,  he  said,  to  be  careful  in 
allowing  a  step  to  be  taken  which  will  expose  foreigners  to 
the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  litigation  in  this 
country.    But  after  all,  the  foreigners  in  this  case  were 
tiot  so  much  to  be  pitied.      They  invaded  this  country, 
and  it  was  on  account  of  what  they  were  alleged  to  have 
done  in  England  that  they  were  impleaded.    His  Lordship 
proceeded  to  comment  upon  the  silence  of  the  four  agents 
who  manage  the  appellants'  business  in  England,  and  upon 
the  evidence  for  the  respondents,  both  of  which  he  re- 
garded with  objection. 

Lord  Davey,  Lord  James  of  Hereford,  and  Lord 
Robertson  also  gave  judgment  to  the  same  effect — each, 
however,  "with  reluctance." 


Customs  Consolidation  Act. 

Smuggling  Saccharin. 
At  Glasgow  J. P.  Court  on  May  17,  Bella  Grass  or 
August,  an  elderly  Jewish  woman,  was  charged  with 
having  acquired  possession  of  uncustomed  goods  to  the 
amount  of  251b.  4oz.  of  saccharin.  Accused  pleaded  not 
guilty.  Mr.  McGregor,  J.  P.,  Procurator-Fiscal,  prose- 
cuted, and  Mr.  Nicol,  writer,  appeared  for  the  defence. 
T.  B.  Smith,  Customs  officer,  Leith,  said  that  on  April  25 
he  had  charge  of  some  duty-free  goods  landed  from  a 
steamer  from  Amsterdam.  Part  of  the  goods  consisted  of 
kegs  of  margarine,  in  which,  on  examination,  he  dis- 
covered some  obstruction.  He  opened  the  lot,  and  found 
two  tubs  each  containing  eight  tins  of  saccharin  and  a 
third  containing  seven  tins.  The  weight  was  251b.  4oz. 
The  kegs  were  consigned  to  accused's  son-in-law  at  an 
address  in  South  Portland  Street,  Glasgow.  Witness 
detailed  the  circumstances  attending  the  delivery  of  the 


margarine  to  Mrs.  August,  who  stated  that  she  was 
authorised  by  her  son-in-law  to  receive  all  goods  addressed 
to  the  shop.  Corroborative  evidence  having  been  given, 
accused  gave  her  version  of  the  matter,  but  the  charge 
was  found  proved,  and  a  fine  of  50/..  with  the  alternative 
of  three  months'  imprisonment,  was  imposed. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Ginger-wine. 

At  Dungannon  on  May  23,  Mr.  James  Corrigan  was  sum- 
moned for  having  sold  a  pint  of  ginger-wine  containing 
8.7  gr.  of  salicylic  acid.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated 
that  British  wines  could  only  be  preserved  by  the  addition 
of  salicylic  acid  or  alcohol.  Mr.  Charles  Huxtable,  phar- 
maceutical chemist  (Great  Britain),  Dublin,  and  Drs. 
Twigg  and  Engars  gave  evidence  as  to  the  non-injurious 
character  of  the  acid  in  the  quantities  found  in  the  wine, 
but  a  fine  of  2s.  6c7.  was  imposed,  the  Chairman  stating 
that  it  was  not  the  defendant,  but  the  manufacturers  they 
would  like  to  see  before  them. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


lie  James  Acheson,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  Church 
Street,  Ballymena. — A  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  in 
the  offices  of  Messrs.  Wheeler  &  McCutcheon,  solicitors, 
Scottish  Provident  Buildings,  Belfast,  on  May  19.  A  state- 
ment was  submitted  showing  liabilities  amounting  to 
619/.  3s.  8(7.,  and  assets  estimated  to  produce  94/.  12s.  5c7. 
The  debtor  made  an  offer  of  four  shillings  in  the  pound, 
payable  in  three  equal  instalments  at  3,  6  and  9  months, 
fully  secured. 

lie  Bernard  William  Kuhn,  16  Rood  Lar.e,  E.C..  Dry- 
salter  and  Agent  in  Drugs,  trading  in  his  own  name  as  the 
Chinosol  Hygienic  Company.— The  case  of  this  debtor  came 
before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  May  20,  it  being  in  the  list  of  the  day's  public 
examinations.— Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Receiver,  re- 
ported that  no  statement  of  affairs  had  yet  been  filed, 
owing,  as  he  understood,  to  the  debtor's  illness.  The 
learned  Registrar  directed  the  examination  to  stand  over 
until  July  8,  and  ordered  the  statement  of  affairs  to  be 
lodged  by  June  15. 

Re  Herbert  Cracknell,  17,  Craven  Road,  Paddington, 
W.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. — The  first  meeting  of  credi- 
tors was  held  on  May  26  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court, 
before  Mr.  Bowyer,  Assistant  Receiver.    The  debtor,  who 
filed  his  own  petition  on  May  10,  states  that  he  commenced 
business  in  April,  188o,  with  a  capital  of  1,050/.,  received 
from  the  trustees  of  his  late  father's  estate,  and  about  300/. 
borrowed  and  since  repaid.    He  paid  1,250/.  for  the  business 
as  a  going  concern,  and  had  100/.  for  working  capital.  The 
business  has  been  carried  on  at  the  above  address  through- 
out,  and  until  three  years  ago  yielded  a  net  profit  of 
200/.  to  300/.  a  year,  but  it  then  commenced  to  fall  away 
owing  to  the  rise  in  the  price  of  goods,  with  the  result 
that  during  the  last  three  years  the  present'  liabilities  had 
accumulated.    The  debtor  further  states  that  in  1894  he 
commenced  to  manufacture  for  Messrs.  E.  Penton  &  Sons 
a  boot-cream,  and  during  the  continuance  of  the  South 
African  war  he  made  a  clear  profit  of  400/.  on  that  branch 
business,  which  he  carried  on  successively  at  Craven  Road, 
Eastbourne  Mews,  and  Brook  Mews  North,  Paddington. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  the  calls  for  the  cream  suddenly 
dropped  to  one-half  or  less,  and  in  June  last,  at  his  request, 
Messrs.   Penton   took   over  the   working  of  the  factory, 
retaining  him  as  manager  at  p.  salary  of  200/.  a  year  until 
last  Christmas.    He  attributes  his  failure  to  loss  on  the 
boot-cream  business  owing  to  the  after-effects  of  the  South 
African   war;    also   to   the   falling   off   of   profits   in  the 
chemist's  business  due  to  the  all-round  rise  of  prices.  The 
Chairman  reported  that  accounts  had  been  filed  showing 
unsecured  debts  954/.  4s.  9c?..  fully-secured  debts  297/.  Is.  3c7. 
(security  valued  at  395/.),  and  preferential  claims  128/.  13s.  8c/. 
The  assets,  valued  at  699/.    17s.    8c/..    consisted    of  casli 
21.  5s.,  stock  300?..   machinery  30/.,   fixtures  and  fittings 
14/.  4s.  6c/..  furniture  150/..  book-debts  105/.  9s.  5(7.,  and  the 
estimated  surplus  of  97/.  18s.  9'Z.  for  the  securities  held 
by  the  fully  secured  creditors.    After  deducting  128/.  13s.  8c7. 
for  the  preferential  claims,  there  was  a  balance  of  571/.  4s. 
available  to  meet  the  unsecured  claims  of  954/.  4s.  9c7.  The 
Official  Receiver  had  been  keeping  the  business  open  with 
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a  view  to  its  sale  as  a  going  concern,  as  everyone  knew  the 
immense  difference  in  the  realisation  of  drugs  when  sold 
for  future  business  purposes  and  when  sold  under  the 
hammer.  In  the  absence  of  any  offer,  Mr.  F.  S.  Salaman, 
chartered  accountant,  1  Oxford  Court,  Cannon  Street,  E.C., 
was  appointed  trustee  to  administer  the  estate_  in  bank- 
ruptcy, assisted  by  the  following  committee  of  inspection, 
viz.  :  Mr.  Albert  Cooper,  Mr.  F.  T.  Gummer  (Dolamore, 
Limited),  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Arrow  (Horner  &  Sons).  The 
security  to  be  given  by  the  trustee  was  fixed  at  7001.,  and 
the  debtor'  was  directed  to  attend  the  Court  on  June  15 
for  his  public  examination.

The  Council  of  the  University  of  Liverpool  have  ap- 
pointed Mr.  F.  G.  Donnan,  Ph.D.,  M.A.,  to  the  chair 
of  physical  chemistry  recently  founded  by  Sir  John 
Brunner,  M.P.  Dr.  Donnan  is  a  graduate  of  the  Royal 
University  of  Ireland,  and  has  had  special  training  in 
Continental  laboratories,  as  well  as  at  the  London 
University.  He  is  at  present  a  lecturer  in  chemistry  in 
the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Tsrer.  son  of  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer.  managing 
director  of  the  Stirling  Chemical-works,  "Stratford,  E., 
returned  from  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition  on  May  14,  where 
he  had  been  to  superintend  the  arrangement  of  the  British 
exhibits  in  the  Chemical  Section.  The  section  includes 
the  pharmacy  exhibits,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  from 

Mr.  Tyrer  that  the  British 
exhibits  are  mainly  distin- 
guished by  the  fact  that 
they  were  ready  for  the 
opening  day.  Mr.  Tyrer 
has  given  us  an  account  of 
the  difficulties  which  he 
has  had  to  contend  with 
during  his  six  weeks  at  St. 
Louis.  The  police  arrange- 
ments were  practically  non- 
existent and  the  peculiar 
methods  of  trade-unionism 
which  were  met  with  are 
such  as  tend  to  alienate 
any  lurking  sympathy  that 
may  exist  for  the  workmen. 
The  difficulties  of  those  responsible  for  the  arrangement  of 
the  exhibits  were  increased  by  the  glut  of  goods  waiting 
on  the  railway  sidings  for  delivery.  The  transport 
arrangements  in  the  exhibition  grounds  are  a  monopoly  of 
one  Company,  and  what  that  means  at  such  a  time  it  is 
not  necessary  to  enlarge  upon.  The  Customs  authorities 
also  appeared  to  think  it  part  of  their  duties  to  cause  as 
much  trouble  as  possible.  The  exhibition  is  looked  upon 
as  one  large  bonded  warehouse,  and  when  the  exhibits  were 
opened  each  separate  article  was  labelled  with  a  red  and 
white  Customs  label.  The  smallest  package  did  not  escape, 
and.  as  Mr.  Tyrer  told  us  with  a  smile,  the  removal  of  the 
labels — it  was  done  as  quickly  as  possible  after  they  were 
affixed — caused  a  lot  of  extra  labour.  We  gave  last  week 
(page  804)  some  particulars  of  the  British  exhibits  in  the 
Liberal  Arts  Section,  which  includes  chemicals  and 
pharmaceutical  products,  and  to  this  we  may  add  that  the 
tout  ensemble  of  this  country's  exhibit  is  particularly 
striking  on  account  of  the  adoption  of  a  novel  system  of 
octagonal  showcases  in  which  to  display  the  wares  of  the 
120  exhibitors.  The  aniline-dye  exhibit  in  the  British 
section  will  be  an  eye-opener  to  many  people  who  visit  St. 
Louis  this  year.  It  has  so  long  been  the  custom  to  be- 
little British  chemical-industries  that  it  cannot  fail  to  sur- 
prise visitors  to  know  of  the  enormous  quantities  of  aniline 


dyes  which  are  made  in  Great  Britain.  If  only  manufac- 
turers have  further  facilities  given  them  for  using  duty-free 
alcohol,  the  pre-eminence  of  this  country  is  bound  to  be 
established.  The  Exhibition  Commission  of  the  United 
Kingdom  are  to  be  congratulated  on  having  brought  their 
labours  to  a  successful  issue  and  in  having  secured  the 
assistance  of  such  an  eminently  practical  man  as  Mr.  C.  T. 
Tyrer  in  arranging  the  exhibits  in  the  particular  section  in 
which  pharmacists  are  interested.  Parenthetically  we  may 
say  that  we  hear  from  another  source  that  Mr.  F.  Janson 
Hanbury  visited  the  Exhibition  soon  after  it  was  opened 
and  was  delighted  with  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Tyrer 
had  arranged  the  exhibits.  During  his  stay  in  the  United 
States  Mr.  Tyrer  called  on  many  old  friends,  amongst  them 
Mr.  Weightman,  the  octogenarian  principal  of  Powers  & 
Weightman,  Philadelphia,  and  Professor  Chandler,  of 
New  York.  Mr.  Weightman  is  an  Englishman,  having 
emigrated  from  Lincolnshire  some  sixty  years  ago.  The 
offices  of  Powers  &  Weightman  are  solidly  English  in 
furnishing,  and  would  be  considered  a  bit  old-fashioned 
even  in  this  country.  Mr.  Weightman  still  attends  the 
office  daily  despite  his  great  age — an  interesting  feature  in 
a  country  where  there  are  so  few  old  men.  Speaking  of 
Professor  Chandler,  Mr.  Tyrer  expressed  the  opinion  that 
his  museum  at  Columbia  University  is  the  most  perfectly 
arranged  in  the  world.  There  are  mechanical  contrivances 
by  means  of  which  particular  showcases  are  transported  to 
the  lecture-theatre  and  the  contents  used  for  demonstration- 
purposes.  The  range  of  specimens  is  in  every  case  complete, 
the  acquisition  of  costly  collections  being  much  facilitated 
by  the  monetary  aid  which  rich  Americans  are  always  ready 
to  furnish  in  the  cause  of  education. 

The  Hon.  F.  S.  Grimwade,  M.L.C.,  is  the  subject  of 
an  appreciative  article  in  "The  Traveller"  (Melbourne). 
From  this  we  learn  that  Mr.  Grimwade  was  born  at 
Harleston.  in  Norfolk  (Eng.),  in  1840,  his  parents  re- 
moving, soon  after  his  birth,  to  Ipswich,  where  he  was 
educated  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Grammar  School.  He 
served  an  apprenticeship  with  his  father,  as  a  wholesale 
druggist,  and  in  1862  made  up  his  mind  to  try  his  fortunes 
in  Australia,  and  on  his  arrival  settled  in  Melbourne, 
which  he  has  made  his  home  ever  since.    In  1866  he,  in 
partnership  with  the  late  Mr.  Felton.  purchased  the  whole- 
sale drug  business  of  Youngman  &  Co.,  who  had  started 
in  Sydney  in  1848,  and  in  Melbourne  occupied  the  site  now 
held  by  Messrs.  Duerdin  &  Sainsbury.    Later  they  re- 
moved to  Flinders  Lane,  and  established  chemical  works 
and  laboratories  at  Port  Melbourne  and  West  Melbourne, 
which  now  have  a  staff  of  some  two  hundred  employes. 
The  firm  also  founded  the  Melbourne  Glass-bottle  Works 
Proprietary  (Limited),  the  most  extensive  concern  of  its 
kind  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  affording  constant  em- 
ployment to  nearly  five  hundred  hands,  with  a  wages 
expenditure  that  averages  from  35,000/.  to  40, C00/.  per 
annum.    Messrs.  Felton,  Grimwade  &  Co.  are  connected 
with  the  Adelaide  Chemical  Works  (S.A.).  now  grown 
into  a  company ;  they  are  the  half-owners  of  Messrs. 
Felton,  Grimwade  &  Bickford  Limited,  Perth  (W.A.), 
and  are  also  partners  in  the  firm  of  Kempthorne,  Prosser 
&  Co.  (Limited),  in  the  four  centres  of  New  Zealand.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  operations  of  the  firm  practically 
embrace  the  whole  of  Australasia.    Associated  with  Mr_. 
Grimwade,  sen.,  as  partners  in  the  firm,  are  his  two  sons, 
Mr.  E.  Norton  Grimwade  and  Mr.  Harold  William  Grim- 
wade.   Mr.  Grimwade  has  been  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  representing  North  Yarra  Province,  for 
thirteen  years.    He  has  been  Chairman  of  the  Royal  Bank 
of  Australia  for  fifteen  years,  and  has  been  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  for  over  twenty.    He  is  a  member  of  the  Church 
of  England.

From  the  Chemist's  Point  of  View. 


Owing  to  the  persistence  and  recurrence  of  plague  in 
various  parts  of  our  Empire,  we  have  asked  a  medical 
contributor  who  has  acted  as  "a  plague  doctor"  to  give 
chemists  some  hints  about  the  dread  disease  and  what 
thev  may  do  to  combat  it.  His  observations  are  embodied 
in  this  paper. 

Imprimis  the  chemist  should  know  something  about  the 
disease  itself,  as  his  customers  and  friends  will  expect 
him  to  be  in  a  position  to  describe  the  onset,  symptoms, 
and  especially  its  causes,  mode  of  spreading,  and  prophy- 
laxis.   Let  us  run  through  these  briefly. 

The  predisposing  causes  are  destitution,  filth,  over- 
crowding, and  deficient  ventilation.  The  specific  cause 
is  the  Bacillus  pestis,  and  this  micro-organism  enters  the 
blood  either  by  inoculation  through  cuts  or  abrasions,  by 
inhalation,  or  by  swallowing.  The  Russian  Commission 
in  1897  considered  infection  by  the  skin  to  be  the  usual 
mode,  but  the  results  of  the  Hong-Kong  investigations 
appear  to  show  that  infection  by  the  mouth  is  most  im- 
portant. The  Venice  Sanitary  Conference  in  1897  de- 
clared linen,  clothes,  &c,  to  be  likely  channels  of 
infection,  and  the  writer's  experience  bears  out  this 
opinion. 

Propagation  of  the  disease  always  occurs  along  the 
lines  of  human  intercourse,  and  when  once  a  place  gets 
infected  it  generally  appears  to  be  determined  by  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  locality  whether  there  shall  be 
an  epidemic  or  only  a  few  scattered  cases.  Koch  has 
described  four  "plague-centres"  from  which  plague  has 
disseminated  to  various  parts  of  the  globe.  These  are 
the  Yunnan  province  in  China,  Tibet,  a  district  near 
Mecca,  and  Kumaon  and  Garhwal  in  the  Himalayas. 

Plague  is  generally  seen  in  two  forms — one  being  the 
true  bubonic  plague  and  the  other  what  is  known  as  the 
pneumonic  type.  The  disease  commences  from  two  to 
eight  days  after  exposure  to  infection,  and  is  usually 
ushered  in  with  a  rigor  or  shivering  fit.  The  patient 
develops  high  fever,  and  the  glands  in  the  groin  or 
armpit  begin  to  swell.  These  swollen  glands  constitute 
the  buboes  which  have  given  the  disease  its  special  name. 
If  once  felt  they  are  easily  recognised  again,  as,  unlike 
ordinary  enlarged  glands,  the  plague  bubo  has  a  peculiar 
indefinite  outline  which  is  characteristic.  The  striking 
feature  of  the  disease  is  the  intense  prostration  which 
usually  accompanies  it.  The  patient  is  suddenly  stricken 
down  with  the  disease  virus,  and  frequently  becomes 
moribund  in  a  few  hours.  In  the  pneumonic  type  the 
disease  presents  no  notable  difference  from  an  ordinary 
attack  of  pneumonia,  but  the  course  is  more  rapid  and 
virulent  than  in  inflammation  of  the  lungs  due  to  the 
pneumococcus.  This  form  of  plague  is  caused  by  the 
entrance  of  the  Bacillus  pestis  into  the  lungs,  where  it  sets 
up  inflammation,  just  as  it  does  in  the  glands  when  it 
enters  by  a  cut  or  abrasion. 

The  case-mortality  in  plague  varies  very  greatly.  In 
the  writer's  experience  it  ranges  from  60  to  95  per  cent, 
when  attacking  Eastern  races,  but  among  Europeans 
quite  80  or  90  per  cent,  recover. 

With  reference  to  prophylaxis,  the  first  thing  to  re- 
member is  that  plague  is  a  filth-disease.  When  the 
sanitary  arrangements  of  Londoners  were  on  the  same 
level  with  the  Chinese  it  decimated  the  City,  whereas 
nowadays  it  has  never  been  able  to  establish  itself  in 
Europe  notwithstanding  its  great  prevalence  in  the  East . 
This  is  entirely  due  to  improved  sanitation,  for  fresh  air 
and  sunshine  are  absolutely  destructive  of  the  plague 
bacillus.  The  surroundings  of  every  house  in  a  plague- 
infected  area  must  be  carefully  inspected  daily  and  kept 
clean.  Fresh  lime  is  a  useful  deodorant,  and  lime-wash 
prepared  from  it  should  be  liberally  applied  to  out- 
buildings. In  view  of  the  fact  that  rats  are  believed  to 
play  an  important  part  in  the  spread  of  the  disease,  active 
measures  should  be  taken  to  destroy  these  pests,  and 
chemists  should  be  prepared  to  supply  the  public  with  any 


quantity  of  rat-poisons,  and  rat-traps  if  possible.  Fleas 
also  play  an  important  part  in  the  dissemination  of  the- 
disease,  and  here  again  the  local  trade  must  be  prepared 
to  aid  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  by  laying  in. 
a  large  stock  of  powdered  Dalmatian  flowers  and  other 
insecticides. 

For  personal  prophylaxis,  the  thing  to  be  aimed  at  is  the 
maintenance  of  a  good  state  of  general  health,  strict  per- 
sonal cleanliness,  and  the  avoidance  of  insect-bites  and  cuts 
and  scratches  on  the  hands.  The  first  can  be  aided  by 
taking  some  good  general  tonic  containing  vegetable- 
bitters,  which  every  chemist  has  on  his  list  of  proprie- 
taries, while  insect-bites  can  be  partly  avoided  by  the  use- 
of  a  coal-tar  or  other  soap  containing  a  good  proportion  of- 
some  powerful  disinfectant.  Cuts  and  scratches  must  be 
instantly  coated  with  flexile  collodion  or  court-plaster,  as- 
the  plague  bacillus  in  the  case  of  Europeans  almost  invari- 
ably gains  an  entrance  to  the  body  by  a  cut  or  abrasion. 

With  regard  to  preventive  inoculation  by  Haffkinea 
plague  prophylactic,  the  most  diverse  views  are  held  by 
medical  men.  The  writer  submitted  to  the  operation  for- 
the  purpose  of  setting  a  good  example  to  the  nati  ves,  but  is 
far  from  satisfied,  after  an  extended  experience,  that  much- 
permanent  good  is  derived  from  it.  Chemists  must,  how- 
ever, endeavour  to  obtain  a  supply  of  the  preparation,  as_ 
it  is  sure  to  be  asked  for  in  an  epidemic  of  any  magnitude. 
Even  if  they  do  not  stock  the  prophylactic  itself,  they  must; 
have  a  supply  of  inoculation-syringes  by  a  good  maker  and' 
plenty  of  spare  needles. 

With  regard  to  disinfectants,  the  chemist  should  lay  in  si 
good  stock  of  the  principal  proprietary  articles.  Carbolic 
acid  he  must  of  course  hold,  but  he  would  be  wise  to  in- 
form his  customers  that  it  is  quite  useless  against  the- 
plague  bacillus.  The  disinfectant  par  excellence  in  plague, 
as  in  most  other  diseases,  is  perchloride  of  mercury,  and  the- 
more  of  this  drug  the  chemist  in  an  infected  area  has  on 
hand  the  better  he  will  be  pleased  before  the  disease  is- 
stamped  out.  It  is  also  used  internally  as  a  medicine  in 
plague,  and  is  the  only  drug  which  appears  to  do  any  goodi 
at  all  in  its  treatment.  The  stock  mixture  in  the  plague- 
hospitals  in  India  is  invariably

It  is  a  curious  thing  that  this  mixture  never  produces 
in  a  plague  patient  any  of  the  toxic  effects  of  its  ingredi- 
ents. Even  when  administered  for  weeks,  the  patient 
never  shows  symptoms  of  mercurialisation,  hypenesthesia, 
or  excessive  slowness  of  the  heart's  action,  which  would 
in  the  ordinary  way  be  rapidly  induced  in  an  individual 
taking  such  large  doses  of  mercury,  strychnine,  and 
digitalis. 

The  buboes  or  glandular  swellings  of  plague  are  gener- 
ally treated  by  ordinary  linseed  poultices,  so  the  chemist 
must  hold  a  good  stock  of  linseed  meal.  The  buboes  are 
occasionally  excessively  painful,  and  this  is  usually  met 
by  the  application  of  glycerin  of  belladonna — a  fact  which 
should  turn  attention  to  stocks  of  glycerin  and  extract  of 
belladonna  (green). 

In  addition  to  outward  anodyne  applications  it  is  fre- 
quently necessary  to  give  sedatives  to  plague  patients.  I 
used  morphia  at  first,  but  found  that  it  produced  a  pro- 
longed stage  of  excitement  in  some  cases,  so  that  I  was 
obliged  to  adopt  hyoscine  for  routine  treatment  of  pain  and 
sleeplessness.  It  gave  me  excellent  results,  and  is  now 
generally  recommended.  Chemists  should  stock  a  good 
number  of  hypodermic  tablets  of  this  drug  ;  and  as  the  drug 
is  always  given  hypodermically  it  naturally  follows  that 
they  should  have  a  good  supply  of  hypodermic  syringes  on 
hand.  They  should  be  careful  to  have  aseptic  syringes  in 
metal  cases,  as  the  pretty-looking  little  article  of  my  'pren- 
tice days  lying  in  its  bed  of  satin  will  not  be  purchased 
by  any  up-to-date  medical  man ;  yet,  strange  to  say,  I 
could  obtain  nothing  but  this  obsolete  style  of  article  in  a 
large  country  town  in  Ireland  only  a  few  days  ago.

Scientific  progress. 


Europium. — Urbain  and  Lacombe  bave  succeeded  in  isolating 
the  metal  europium  from  a  mixture  of  the  oxides  of  the 
metal  and  of  samarium  and  gadolinium.  They  have  deter- 
mined its  atomic  weight  by  an  analysis  of  the  sulphate,  and 
found  it  to  be  151.79.  The  sulphate  has  the  formula 
Eu,  (SO,)3  8H2  O. 

Pimento  Oil. — Eugenol  and  a  sesquiterpene  not]  hitherto 
identified  have  been  recognised  as  constituents  of  pimento 
oil.  Schimmel  &  Co.  have  now  examined  the  oil  some- 
what fully,  and  have  detected  the  following  bodies  in  it : 
Cineol,  laavo-phellandrene,  caryophyllin,  eugenol-methyl- 
ether,  and  palmitic  acid.  For  normal  oils  the  following 
figures  should  be  found:  Sp.  gr.  about  1.044;  optical  rota- 
tion about  —  4U  30'  ;  total  eugenol  by  Umney's  method  78 
per  cent.,  or  by  Valey's  method  73  per  cent. 

Detection  of  Pormie  Aldehyde. — Eury  gives  the  follow, 
ing  method  for  detecting  formic  aldehyde.  In  the  case  of 
milk,  5  c.c.  of  the  liquid — or  in  the  case  of  solid  foods,  a 
distillate  from  the  food  mixed  with  a  little  water  and  the 
addition  of  a  little  casein  to  the  distil  late — is  treated  with 
5  c.c.  of  50-per-cent.  sulphuric  acid  and  5  drops  of  a  1-per- 
cent, solution  of  ferric  chloride.  The  whole  is  shaken  and 
heated  to  boiling,  and  a  fine  violet  colour  is  developed  in 
the  presence  of  as  little  as  1  milligram  of  formaldehyde 
in  1  litre  of  milk. 

IWethoxyl-determination — In  the  course  of  describing  a 
modification  of  the  well-known  Zeissel's  method  for  the 
determination  of  methoxyl  groups  in  organic  compounds, 
Stritar  ("  Zeit.  Apotheker  Verein,"  1S04,  383)  states  that 
the  method  is  of  considerable  use  in  several  cases  such  as 
the  differentiation  between  aloins  from  various  sources. 
In  aloin  from  Natal  aloes  he  finds  9.6  per  cent,  of  methoxyl, 
whereas  in  aloin  from  Cape  aloes  he  finds  none.  He  sug- 
gests that  12  per  cent,  of  methoxyl  is  a  fair  value  for  official 
creosote,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  method  can  most 
usefully  be  applied  to  the  examination  of  both  this  body 
and  guaiacol. 

Blelanterite. — A  sample  of  Ihis  native  ferrous  sulphate 
from  Baluchistan  has  recently  been  sent  to'  the  Indian 
Museum,  Calcutta,  and  was  examined  and  reported  upon 
by  Mr.  David  Hooper,  F.C.S  ("Jour.  As.  Soc.  Beng." 
lxxxi.,  page  236).  The  mineral  is  called  Khaghal  by  the 
natives,  and  is  used  in  the  Bahni  method  of  dyeing  black, 
along  with  pomegranate-husk.  A  specimen  from  Ladon 
Pass  showed  30.1  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  ferrous  sulphate, 
and  one  from  Kil  Chotok  27.36  per  cent.  There  were  also 
small  percentages  of  aluminium,  calcium,  magnesium,  potas- 
sium, and  sodium  sulphates.  Mr.  Hooper  deals  fully  in 
his  note  with  the  origin  of  the  mineral  and  its  historical 
aspects. 

Determination  of  Ve  i  illn. — Moulin  ("L'ljnion  Phar- 
maceutique,"  vi.,  1903)  suggests  a  method  for  the  determina- 
tion of  vanillin,  depending  on  a  calorimetric  valuation  by 
^converting  it  into  methyl  picrate ;  0.5  gram  of  vanillin  is 
dissolved  in  20  c.c.  of  a  mixture  of  10  parts  of  sulphuric 
acid  and  100  parts  of  glacial  acetic  acid,  a  crystal  of 
potassium  nitrate  is  added,  and  the  mixture  warmed  to 
60°  C.  for  an  hour.  This  liquid,  made  up  to  100  c.c.  on 
cooling,  is  a  standard  solution  of  which  1  c.c.  =  0.005  gram 
of  vanillin.  An  ethereal  extract  of  vanillin  may  be 
decolorised,  the  ether  evaporated,  and  the  residue  treated 
so  as  to  compare  the  colours  of  the  methyl-picrate  solutions, 
the  vanillin  thus  being  determined. 

Colorimetric  Estimation  of  Bismuth. — G.  Paul  Planes 
describes  a  new  method  for  the  estimation  of  bismuth  in  the 
"  Journ.  Pharm.  Chim."  (6),  18,  385-389.  A  standard  solu- 
tion is  prepared  by  dissolving  1  gram  of  pure  metallic  bis- 
muth in  3  c.c.  of  nitric  acid,  adding  2.3  c.c.  of  water, 
and  making  up  to  100  c.c.  by  the  addition  of  glycerin.  The 
titrating  solution  is  made  by  dissolving  50  grams  of  potas- 
sium iodide  in  a  litre  of  glycerin.  To  find  the  amount  of 
bismuth  present  in  a  sample  of  subnitrate,  1.45  gram  is 
dissolved  with  the  aid  of  3  c.c.  of  nitric  acid  and  2.3  c.c. 
of  water,  and  made  up  to  100  c.c.  with  glycerin.  Two  cylin- 
ders of  50  c.c.  capacity  are  now  taken.  In  the  first  are 
placed  10  c.c.  of  the  standard  bismuth  solution,  10  c.c.  of 
the  prepared  potassium-iodide  solution,  and  the  cylinder 
is  filled  to  the  mark  by  adding  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
glycerin  and  water.  In  the  second  cylinder  are  placed 
10  c.c.  of  the  bismuth-subnitrate  solution  under  examination 
and  a  like  quantity  of  potassium-iodide  solution.  By  com- 
paring the  intensities  of  the  orange  colorations  of  the  two 
liquids,  either  in  a  Dubosc  colorimeter  or  as  in  "  Nessler- 
ising  "  water,  the  percentage  of  bismuth  in  the  subnitnto 
can  readily  be  determined.

To  Find  the  Moral 

of  the  last,  or,  indeed,  of  any,  Council 
election  would  puzzle  the  most  ingenious  of  our  sooth- 
sayers. Why,  for  instance,  is  Mr.  Newsholme  above  Mr. 
Atkins  ?  what  are  the  conditions  which  raise  Mr.  Currie 
to  a  10  per  cent,  higher  position  than  his  also  co-opted 
colleague,  Mr.  Robinson  ?  what  has  Mr.  Corder  done  or 
not  done  to  have  been  left  behind  ?  and  so  on.  To  take 
the  first  question  only  as  a  specimen.  Mr.  Newsholme  is 
apparently  the  best-beloved,  or,  to  put  it  the  other  way, 
the  least  discredited,  of  the  thirteen  candidates  who  in- 
vited the  criticism  of  six  thousand  save  one  of  their  fellow- 
pharmacists.  Only  722  voters  blackened  his  name,  while  the 
poll  disclosed  that  the  honoured  reigning  ruler  had  1,048 
foes  in  the  Society  active  enough  in .  their  opposition  to 
formally  mark  him  off  their  lists.  There  were,  besides, 
2,491  constituents  whose  gratitude  for  Mr.  Atkins's  long 
services  did  not  run  to  the  expenditure  of  a  penny  stamp 
to  aid  in  his  re-election.  So  much  for  popularity ;  no 
member  of  the  Council,  I  believe,  has  ever  scored  an 
actual  majority  of  the  total  constituency. 
Two  New  Stars 

appear  in  the  pharmaceutical  firmament. 
Mr.  Gibson,  it  may  be  supposed,  owes  his  good  position 
on  the  poll  to  his  very  definite  declaration  of  a  no-com- 
promise policy  on  Clause  7,  to  the  energetic  backing  of 
the  Brighton  Association,  and  perhaps  especially  to  the 
prominent  position  of  his  pharmacy  in  front  of  the  Eng- 
lish Channel.  For  some  years  now  no  representative  of 
the  chemists  of  our  pleasure-towns  has  sat  on  the  Council, 
and  Mr.  Gibson  typically  fills  that  vacancy.  Lancashire 
and  Yorkshire  are  of  immense  importance,  no  doubt;  but 
the  toujours  Lancashire  of  recent  years  not  unnaturally 
turned  a  good  many  votes  Brightonwards.  Mr.  Hagon 
may  be  fairly  claimed  as  a  trophy  by  the  territorialists. 
He  asked  for  votes  on  the  express  ground  that  Wales  was 
unrepresented,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  Welshmen 
generally  endorsed  the  claim.  His  success  proves,  how- 
ever, that  under  the  present  system  of  voting  territorial 
representation  can  be  attained  if  it.  is  specially  aimed  at. 
Mr.  Lough 

told  the  festive  pharmacists  at  the  Metropole 
last  week  that  in  the  division  he  represents  seventeen 
chemists  are  in  business — one  to  every  6,000  persons ;  or, 
conversely,  6.000  possible  customers  for  each  chemist ! 
Well  might  some  hapless  pharmacist  cry,  ' '  Where  is  it  ?  " 
But  then  came  the  shading  of  the  picture.  In  that  same 
constituency,  said  its  member,  there  is  one  licensed  vic- 
tualler to  every  hundred  persons.  Mr.  Lough  did  not 
emphasise  the  contrast,  but  it  is  impossible  to  overlook 
its  significance.  Members  of  Parliament  have  been  on  the 
whole  very  generous  to  us,  and  their  friendly  support  of 
our  Bill  does  both  them  and  our  claims  all  the  more 
honour  in  view  of  the  undoubtedly  feeble  support  we  can 
at  the  utmost  offer  them  in  return.  Mr.  Lough  is  a  M.P. 
who  is  pretty  certain  to  hold  office  if  his  party  should 
come  into  power  with  the  next  Parliament,  and  this  is 
one  among  many  reasons  for  sticking  firmly  to  the  Bill 
we  have  adopted,  with  its  essential  clauses. 

Conference  w.  Society 

is  an  amusing  little  combat,  but  it  can 
never  become  thrilling  because  we  all  know  that  there  is 
not  the  remotest  probability  of  a  real  fight  resulting. 
The  two  sides  are  so  largely  composed  of  the  same  persons 
that  it  is  obvious  they  are  only  manoeuvring  as  on  a  stage 
where  the  same  actors  come  in  from  the  right  in  one 
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colour  and  from  the  left  in  another.  Of  course  in  the  end 
the  "Compendium"  will  swallow  the  "Formulary,"  and  a 
useful  cheque  will  pass  from  the  big  account  to  the  little 
one.  The  legal  objection  to  last  week's  meeting  was  as 
artificial  as  the  rest  of  the  discussion.  That  meeting  was 
advisory  only.  The  constitution  of  the  Conference  pro- 
vides for  no  trustees,  consequently  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  sole  charge  of  its  business.  The  piquant 
feature  of  the  situation  was  the  attitude  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  "Compendium"  Committee  revealed  by  Mr. 
Naylor — manifested,  Mr.  Naylor  says,  with  great  clearness 
and  great  vehemence.    And  this  is 

The  Chairman's  Simple  Plan. 

The  "Compendium"  Com- 
mittee is  willing  to  make  a  deal,  but  if  the  Con- 
ference declines  to  negotiate,  so  much  the  worse 
for  the  Conference.  The  "Compendium"  is  going 
to  take  such  formulas  as  it  wants,  and  the  Confer- 
ence may  keep  them  if  it  can.  That,  at  least,  is  what  I 
understand  that  Mr.  Naylor  understands,  and  nobody 
corrected  his  statement.  That  is  to  say,  the  promotion  of 
pharmacy  is  to  proceed  on  the  usual  lines  of  the  advance- 
ment of  civilisation.  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  Chairman 
of  the  "Compendium"  Committee  is  not  within  his  legal 
rights  in  this  policy.  Everybody  takes  formulas  without 
any  formal  "by  your  leave."  The  British  Pharmacopoeia 
is  made  up  principally  of  material  thus  annexed.  The 
Conference  has  been  doing  the  same  thing  ever  since  it 
began  to  publish  a  "Year-Book."  And,  indeed,  it  is 
not  clear  that  copyright  extends  to  the  substance  of  a 
formula,  though  it  may  to  its  literary  form.  It  has  been 
laid  down  that  ideas,  theories,  arguments  and  the  like  are 
not  capable  of  being  copyrighted.  Darwin  could  not  have 
acquired  a  monopoly  in  his  speculations  if  he  had  wished 
to  do  so,  though  he  could  in  their  literary  presentation. 
I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  Conference,  being  an  unin- 
corporated body,  could  not  enforce  any  claim  it  might 
have.  This,  however,  is  a  mistake.  The  Scientific  and 
Literary  Societies  Act  of  1854  confers  upon  such  Associa- 
tions the  right  to  hold  and  transfer  property,  and  grants 
to  them  the  coveted  privilege  of  the  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued.  It  may  be  convenient  to  add  that  the  President 
for  the  time  being  is  the  person  appointed  to  receive  such 
legal  attentions. 

The  Occupation  Statistics 

recorded  by  the  census  of  1901 
contain  much  matter  worthy  of  consideration,  demonstrat- 
ing as  they  do  the  tendency  of  some  of  our  modern  social 
characteristics.  Some  studies  in  this  direction  are  made 
by  Mr.  James  Sykes  in  the  current  issue  of  the  "Gentle- 
man's Magazine,"  and  it  is  that  article  which  suggests  this 
note.  During  the  decade  1891-1901  the  population  of  Eng- 
land and  Wales  increased  by  just  about  12^  per  cent. 
Under  exactly  normal  conditions  the  numbers  of  persons 
engaged  in  defined  occupations  should  have  increased  in 
the  same  proportion.  How  far,  and  why,  the  ratios  vary 
is  the  inquiry  suggested.  Clergymen,  it  appears  for 
example,  increased  during  the  period  by  only  4  per  cent., 
while  actors  and  actresses  were  more  numerous  at  the  end 
of  the  ten  years  by  67  and  74  per  cent,  respectively.  Male 
domestic  servants  were  more  by  9  per  cent,  in  1901  than  in 
1891,  while  female  domestic  servants  were  actually  fewer 
by  4  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  lady  clerks  were 
143  per  cent,  more  numerous,  lady  chemists  and  drug- 
gists were  131  per  cent,  more,  and  lady  com.mercial  tra- 
vellers increased  in  exactly  the  same  proportion.  Lady 
physicians  and  surgeons  showed  an  increase  of  109  per 
cent.  These  increases  on  small  originals  do  not  of  course 
prove  much  except  as  indicating  general  tendencies.  It  is 
of  some  interest  that  of  persons  described  as  engaged  in 
scientific  pursuits  males  increased  in  the  decade  by  65  per 
cent,  and  females  by  57  per  cent.  The  store  invasion  does 
not  seem  to  have  had  any  effect  cn  the  number  of  persons 
occupied  as  "druggists,  chemists."  The  male  druggists 
increased  by  23  per  cent.,  and  the  females,  as  already 
mentioned,  by  131  per  cent.  The  figures  include,  no 
doubt,  unqualified  persons,  and  perhaps  a  good  many  in 
the  wholesale.  It  is  curious  to  observe  that  male  grocers 
increased  by  only  11  per  cent.,  while  female  grocers  de- 
creased by  0  per  cent.

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similar  to  that  used  in  Great  Britain.  The  proposal  has 
caused  considerable  excitement  in  the  Colony,  and  on 
May  11  a  deputation  representing  the  manufacturers  waited 
on  the  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Government.  The 
deputation  consisted  of  Messrs.  Walsh,  Evans,  Mathew, 
McJannet,  Mager,  Jones,  and  others.  The  matter  was 
introduced  by  Mr.  Walsh  in  a  forcible  speech.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  scheme  would  be  unworkable  in  the 
Colony,  and  gave  the  Assistant  Treasurer  much  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  working  of  the  tax  in  Great  Britain, 
emphasising  the  displeasure  and  inconvenience  which  it 
gives  to  the  trade.  If  the  tax  were  adopted  in  the  Colony, 
he  said,  it  would  drive  the  packers  of  proprietary  articles 
to  neighbouring  States,  and  the  Colony  would  also  lose 
money  which  at  present  is  spent  on  mailage.  Mr.  Evans 
and  Mr.  Mathew  endorsed  Mr.  Walsh's  statement.  The 
Assistant  Treasurer  promised  to  give  their  arguments  full 
consideration. 

On  Friday  last  a  deputation  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  also  called  at  the  Treasury.  It 
consisted  of  the  President,  Mr.  Darroll,  Mr.  Hall,  Mr. 
Varley,  and  others.  Mr.  North  stated  that  the  fact  of 
stamping  proprietaries  is  not  uncompromisingly  objected 
to  by  retail  chemists,  but  the  scheme  as  proposed  by  the 
Government  he  considered  to  be  unworkable,  and  he  sub- 
mitted reasons  for  this  statement.  He  read  telegrams 
from  the  chemists  of  Kimberley  and  East  London  in  which 
similar  views  were  expressed,  and  suggested  that  the 
revenue  might  be  increased  by  requiring  all  dealers  in  pro- 
prietary articles  to  take  out  a  licence.  It  was  announced 
on  Monday,  May  23,  that  the  Government  had  abandoned 
the  idea  of  proprietary  stamps.  This  is  believed  to  be 
the  direct  result  of  the  deputation  representing  the  trade 
and  Mr.  Walsh's  forcible  presentation  of  the  facts  and  the 
influence  he  brought  to  bear  on  the  Government  Depart- 
ment. 

Our  Cape  correspondent  also  refers  in  his  cablegram  to 
the  Excise  spirit-duty,  Which  the  Cape  Treasury  propose 
to  levy  upon  imported  spirituous  preparations  and  pro- 
ducts, instead  of  the  present  7^  per  cent,  ad  valorem  duty. 
This  would  be  a  somewhat  serious  innovation,  and  Mr. 
Darroll  has  informed  the  Government  officials  that  stan- 
dardised tinctures  and  extracts  must  be  imported,  and 
that  Cape  spirit  is  an  unreliable  product  for  medicinal 
preparations.  Though  this  view  is  not  held  by  local 
makers,  the  matter  is  having  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly,  which  will  probably  sanction  the  imposi- 
tion of  the  Excise  spirit-duty  on  imported  spirituous  pre- 
parations. Our  cabled  message  leaves  it  doubtful  whether 
the  duty  will  or  will  not  be  additional  to  the  7^  per  cent. 
■ad  valorem  duty,  but  British  exporters  will  realise  the 
significance  of  the  proposal.  Up  to  the  present  the  South 
African  drug-trade  has  obtained  its  supplies  of  tinctures 
and  the  like  from  manufacturers  in  Great  Britain,  and 
wholesale  houses  in  Cape  Town  have  complained  that  they 
cannot  produce  tinctures  to  compete  with  imported  goods. 
We  gather  that  the  Government  proposal  is  not  a  measure 
.of  protection,  but,  apparently,  it  will  so  work  out. 

Extractum  Belladonnas. 

PHARMACorcEiA  names,  like  those  of  streets,  should  not  be 
-altered  unless  under  the  direst  necessity.  Since  there  has 
been  a  British  Pharmacopoeia  there  has  been  in  it  an 
extract  of  belladonna  made  from  the  freshly  pressed  juice 
of  the  green  leaves,  and  until  the  1885  edition  it  had  no 
jrival.  Then  an  extract  of  belladonna  root  was  intro- 
cduced    under   the   name    "  extractum    belladonna?  alco- 


holicum,"  the  older  name,  "  extractum  belladcnnae," 
being  retained  for  the  green  extract.  In  the  1898 
edition  of  the  B.P.  the  word  "  viride  "  was  suffixed  to  the 
cider  title,  and  now  there  is  trouble,  for  physicians  per- 
sist in  prescribing  "ext.  belladonna; "  without  a  suffix, 
conscientious  dispensers  knowing  not  what  to  do,  while 
those  who  are  gifted  with  keen  intellects,  which  enable 
them  to  decide  quickly,  use  the  leaf  or  root  extract, 
according  as  the  direction  of  their  opinion  lies.  We 
have  been  the  unintentional  cause  of  raising  the  whole 
question  by  telling  a  correspondent  to  use  the  root 
extract  if  he  got  a  prescription  in  the  examination-room 
for  "ext.  belladonna?"  to  be  made  into  suppositories. 
When  there  is  no  opportunity  of  consulting  with  a  pre- 
scriber,  it  is  safe  to  follow  the  Pharmacopoeia  example ; 
and  as  B.P.  belladonna  suppositories  are  made  with  root 
extract,  our  advice  was  based  upon  this  fact.  Then  came 
doubts  from  other  correspondents,  and  we  felt  that  the 
matter  was  one  which  could  best  be  settled  by  referring  it 
to  a  few  well-known  prescribers  and  dispensers.  We  give 
their  replies  in  this  issue,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
prescribers  as  a  whole  confess  that  they  mean  the  green 
leaf  extract  when  they  write  "  ext.  belladonna2."  Dr. 
MacAlister,  the  present  Chairman  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Committee  which  pro- 
duced the  1898  B.P.,  sends  us  a  letter  of  historic  interest; 
and  Dr.  C.  0.  Hawthorne,  a  therapeutist  of  distinction, 
clearly  expounds  the  principle  which  dispensers  ought  to 
follow  in  such  cases — viz.  to  revert  to  the  last  official 
preparation  bearing  the  name  without  a  suffix — i.e. 
extractum  belladonna;  B.P.,  1885,  which  is  now  extractum 
belladonna?  viride.  Dispensers  are  almost  as  unanimous 
as  prescribers,  but  there  is  sufficient  diversity  of  opinion 
among  them  to  justify  the  inquiry,  the  net  result  of 
which  is  that  when  "ext.  belladonna;"  cccurs  in  a  pre- 
scription, and  the  prescriber  cannot  be  referred  to,  the 
best  course  is  to  give  extractum  belladonna;  viride. 

We  feel  interested  as  to  the  origin  of  the  suffix 
"viride"  added  to  the  1898  B.P.  name.  Dr.  John 
Attfield  in  his  Pharmacopoeia  report  for  1894  suggested  a 
series  of  belladonna  monographs,  amongst  them — 

Extractum  Belladonna. 
(As  at  present. ) 

This  exonerates  him  from  the  sacrifice  of  the  older  title, 
which  has  created  the  confusion.  The  introduction  of  the 
root  extract  into  the  1885  Pharmacopoeia  was  due  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  advocacy  of  Mr.  William  Martindale, 
but  the  preparation  then  officialised  was  found  commer- 
cially to  vary  in  alkaloidal  content  from  about  one  per 
cent,  to  nearly  five  per  cent.  The  1898  standardised 
alcoholic  extract  was  proposed  in  1887  by  Dunstan  and 
Ransom,  2  per  cent,  of  alkaloids  being  their  figure,  but, 
as  Dr.  MacAlister  now  tells  us,  "  The  ranges  of  doses  of  the 
two  solid  extracts  were  assimilated  in  order  to  minimise 
the  inconvenience  arising  from  possible  mistakes  of  con- 
fusion between  the  two."  This  means  that  as  the  green 
extract  averages  about  one  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  the  alco- 
holic extract  was  made  of  this  strength.  It  appears  to  have 
been  hoped  that  the  green  extract  would  become  extinct, 
Dunstan  and  Ransom  having  reported  that  it  is  practic- 
ally impossible  to  standardise  it,  because  the  fat  it  con- 
tains interferes  with  the  assay.  Dr.  Attfield  in  his  "  Digest 
of  Criticisms  and  Researches  "  (1900)  says  : 

Extractum  Jiclhiilounai  Viride. — This  and  other  juice- 
extracts  or  so-called  green  extracts  originally  found  a  foot- 
ing in  pharmacy  for  reasons  good  at  the  time,  but  since 
proved  to  be  unsound.  The  pharmacological  or  therapeuti- 
cal value  of  their  chlorophyll — formerly  so  carefully 
separated  and,  when  albumen  and  much  moisture  had  been

withdrawn,  as  carefully  replaced — has  never  been  demon- 
strated. The  fact  that  the  removable  juice  of  medicinal 
green  leaves  and  tops  does  not  fairly  represent  their  medi- 
cinal activity  has  been  well  established.  The  medicinal 
superiority  of  alcoholic  extracts  over  juice  extracts  is  in- 
contestable. Though  favoured  by  the  British  for  half  a 
century,  the  "  green  extracts "  have  not  been  adopted  by 
other  nations.  Of  the  five  official  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia of  1885,  three,  namely,  E.  Aconiti,  E.  Conii,  and  E. 
Lactucoe,  have  been  dismissed,  and  it  is  not  at  all  im- 
probable that  the  E.  Belladonnas  Tiride  and  E.  Byoscyami 
V,  of  the  current  volume  will  not  find  place  in  the  next 
British  Pharmacopoeia  if  the  present  alcoholic  extracts  of 
belladonna  can  be  further  improved  and  if  a  satisfactory 
alcoholic  extract  of  hyoscyamus  is  forthcoming. 

It  appears  from  the  letters  which  we  print  this  week 
that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  the  green  extract  going  out 
of  use ;  physicians  find  it  useful,  and  since  Dunstan  and 
Ransom's  1887  investigation  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  the  extract  is  capable  of  comparatively  easy  assay.  It 
is  undoubtedly  a  preparation  that  ought  to  be  retained  in 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  preferably  under  the  old  name,  or 
with  the  old  name  as  a  synonym. 


The  Metric  System. 

Lord  Belhaven's  Weights  and  Measures  (Metric  System) 
Bill,  as  amended  on  report  and  passed  by  the 
House  of  Lords  for  consideration  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, contains  the  definite  proposal  that  from  April  1. 
1909,  the  standard  kilogram  and  standard  metre  shall  be 
the  imperial  standards  of  weight  and  of  measure.  Power 
is  given  to  postpone  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the 
Act  by  Order  in  Council,  but  this  is  not  to  be  done  unless 
the  King  is  satisfied  that  the  metric  system  has  not  been, 
and  will  not  be,  adopted  generally  in  other  English-speak- 
ing countries — that  is,  we  presume,  in  British  India, 
Canada,  the  British  Colonies,  and  the  United  States.  The 
crucial  part  of  the  Bill  is  the  third  clause,  which  we  quote 
in  full,  the  rest  of  the  measure  being  in  the  nature  of 
machinery  to  enforce  the  provisions  made  : 

Future  deeds,  contracts,  <L-c,  to  be  in  terms  o.{  metric  system 
■  .   •        of  weight. 

Every  contract,  bargain,  sale,  or  dealing  made  or  had  in 
the  United  Kingdom  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act 
for  any  work,  goods,  or  other  thing  which  has  been  or  is  to 
be  done,  sold,  delivered,  carried,  or  agreed  for  by  weight 
or  measure,  shall  be  made  or  had  according  to  the  metric 
system  of  weights  or  measures  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
::the  metric  system  ")  and  all  tolls  and  duties  charged  or 
collected  according  to  weight  or  measure  shall  be  charged 
and  collected  according  to  the  metric  system,  and  if  any 
person  makes  or  has  any  contract,  bargain,  sale,  or  dealing, 
or  charges  or  collects  any  toll  or  duty  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall,  on  conviction  under  the 
Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts,  be  liable  for  each  offence  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.  Provided  that  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall — 

(a)  affect  any  contract  made  before  the  commencement  of 
this  Act ;  or 

(i)  apply  to  any  contract  or  dealing  with  any  person  out- 
side the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  respect  of  any  subject- 
matter  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of  any  goods  to  be 
imported  into  or  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom,  if 
made  or  had  according  to  the  system  of  weights  and 
measures  in  force  in  the  foreign  country  concerned ;  or 

(<*)  affect  or  apply  to  the  linear  or  superficial  measurement 
of  land ;  or 

(d)  affect  or  apply  to  weights  and  measures  for  the  pur- 
poses of  excise  or  customs ;  or 

(e)  apply  to  any  trade  or  business  which  may  for  the  time 
being  be  exempted  from  the  operation  of  this  Act  by  an 
Order  in  Council  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  whole  terms  of  the  Bill,  especially  in  respect  to 
permissive  character,  are  such  as  to  smooth  its  passage 
through  the  House  of  Commons.  We  notice  that  no 
penalty  is  attached  to  ignoring  of  the  provisions  when  they 
come  into  force,  but  it  is  obvious  that  transactions  covered 
by  the  statute  would  not  be  legally  binding  if  not  con- 


ducted on  metric  terms.  Among  the  schedules  to  the  Bill 
is  one  giving  relative  equivalents  for  use  in  trade,  which 
put  the  metre  as  39  370113  inches,  3.280843  feet,  or 
1.0936143  yards  (sic).,  and  the  gram  as  15.4323564  grains. 
The  inch  equivalent  is  put  at  25.400  millimetres  and  the 
foot  at  0.30480  metre;  while  the  pint  is  0.56825  litre  and 
the  gallon  4.5459631  litres.  The  following  are  also  given  :

The  Bill  will  be  considered  by  the  House  of  Commons 
after  the  Whitsun  recess,  and  it  will  most  probably  be 
pushed  along  to  enactment  unless  strong  opposition  to  it 
is  manifested. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
General  Medical  Council  propose  to  take  steps  during 
their  present  session  to  inform  the  Lord  President  of  the 
Privy  Council  that  they  favour  the  metric  system  as  the 
one  for  the  preparation  and  dispensing  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cines. Already  the  metric  system  is  recognised  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  in  the  event  of  the  Bill  passing 
the  Council  would  modify  the  text  so  as  to  adapt  it  wholly 
to  the  metric  system.  This  proposal  is  likely  to  be  carried 
by  the  Council. 

Limited  Professionals. 

The  General  Medical  Council  have  at  last  awakened  to 
the  necessity  of  doing  something  to  prevent  the  encroach- 
ment of  limited  companies  upon  the  practice  of  dentistry. 
The  recent  Irish  cases  have  crystallised  events,  and  the 
principle  which  the  Council  wish  to  have  enforced  is  that 
companies  should  not  be  permitted  to  use  dental  or  medical 
titles  which  they  cannot  lawfully  acquire.  If  the  Council 
had  moved  a  dozen  years  ago,  it  would  have  been  better 
for  pharmacy,  as  the  same  principle  applies. 

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  meeting  of  chemist-opticians  is  to  be  held  at  the 
Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  on  Thursday, 
June  2.  at  3  p.m.,  Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker  in  the  chair. 
The  following  is  the  agenda  : 

To  receive  report  of  committee,  appointed  on  April  25,  to 
draw  up  the  objects  and  rules  of  the  Society  of  Chemist- 
Opticians. 

To  adopt,  if  approved,  the  objects  and  rules  as  drawn  up 
by  the  committee. 
To  submit  the  following  motion  : 

"  That  the  committee  be  appointed  as  the  first  Council  of 
the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  _  and  have  power  to  in- 
crease their  number  to  twenty-one  if  required." 

To  receive  names  of  intending  members. 

Notices,  with  copies  of  the  objects  and  rules,  are  being 
sent  to  all  chemist-opticians  whose  addresses  are  known 
to  the  Secretary. 

"  Seriously  and  Unfairly  Handicapped." 

This  is  the  phrase  used  by  the  "Lancet"  in  referring 
to  company  pharmacy.  The  occasion  of  the  remark  was 
the  pharmaceutical  dinner  last  week,   when,   says  our 
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contemporary,  the  subjects  uppermost  were  the  new 
Poisons  Bill  shortly  to  be  introduced  into  Parliament  and 
the  Pharmacy  Bill.  "The  former  proposes,"  the 
"Lancet"  remarks,  "to  relax  to  some  extent  the  present 
conditions  under  which  poisons  are  sold  and  to  extend  the 
power  of  selling  certain  of  them  to  unqualified  persons. 
Pharmacists  regard  this  Bill,  not  without  some  excellent 
reasons,  as  practically  a  proposal  to  introduce  free  trade  in 
poisons.  The  Pharmacy  Bill  is  a  measure  seeking  to  deal 
with  companies  practising  as  pharmacists.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  pharmacists  are  being  seriously  and  unfairly 
handicapped  by  the  pushful  action  of  the  unqualified 
trader.  This  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  dignity  and 
interests  of  a  hard-working  profession,  besides  which  it  is 
obviously  desirable  that  the  public  should  be  protected 
against  unqualified  trading.  Strong  and  persistent  con- 
certed action  is  what  is  required,  urging  upon  the  Govern- 
ment the  importance  and  need  of  the  reforms  just  indi- 
cated." 

Co-operation. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Begistrar  of  Friendly  Societies, 
recently  issued,  states  that  the  number  of  friendly 
societies,  and  their  branches,  in  England  and  Wales  alone 
increased  from  12.867  in  1880  to  26,137  in  1901 ;  the  mem- 
bership from  4.802,249  in  the  former  year  to  11,435,844; 
whilst  the  funds  increased  from  just  over  13,000,000/.  to 
well  over  40.0C0.000/.  The  report  notes  the  important 
addition  which  has  been  recently  made  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Watson,  F.I. A.,  to  our  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  sickness 
and  mortality,  according  to  the  experience  of  Friendly 
Societies.  Mr.  Watson,  in  his  "Account  of  his  investi- 
gation of  the  Sickness  and  Mortality  Experience  of  the 
I.O.O.F.,  Manchester  Unity,  during  the  five  years  1893- 
1897."  has  gone  very  carefully  into  the  subject,  the  facts 
examined  covering  over  800,000  individuals  and  over 
3,000,000  years  of  life.  His  researches  "more  than  con- 
firm" the  opinion  of  Mr.  Sutton  that  the  cost  of  friendly 
society  benefits  is  increasing,  and  that  the  amount  which 
sufficed  a  generation  ago  to  provide  friendly  society 
benefits  is  insufficient  now.  With  regard  to  the  Co- 
operative movement,  ordinary  co-operative  societies  have 
now  1.622,652  members,  whilst  "societies  for  carrying  on 
various  businesses "  and  land  societies  bring  the  total 
membership  to  1,685.155.  Twelve  years  ago  the  member- 
ship was  but  949,000.  In  the  interval  the  number  of 
societies  has  increased  from  1,216  to  1,737;  their  sales 
have  risen  from  37.800.000/.  to  66,700.000/.  ;  and  their  profits 
from  3,600,000/.  to  6,800,000/.  The  Leeds  Industrial  has 
by  far  the  largest  membership,  with  49,905.  and  its  profits, 
212,253/..  in  the  year  ending  December,  1902,  are  second 
only  to  those  of  the  Wholesale  Society,  424,856/.  Thirty- 
two  societies  made  profits  of  over  40,000/. 


Portugal  imported  5,3£9  tons  of  sulphate  of  copper  during 
1903,  compared  with  2,672  tons  in  1902  and  2,433  tons  in  1901. 

Thibetan  Products. — According  to  the  "Magazine  of 
Pharmacy,"  Thibet  is  rich  in  its  growth  of  medicinal 
plants,  which  are  highly  prized  by  the  natives,  as  well  as 
by  Chinese  and  Mongolian  medicos.  Besides  the  Pico-, 
rhiza  Kuwoa,  C'ordyceps  sinensis,  Coptis  Teeta,  &c,  there 
are  very  many  plants  in  great  repute  locally  for  their 
curative  powers,  which  are  either  unnamed,  or,  at  best, 
are  but  imperfectly  known  to  botanists,  while  the  rhubarb 
obtained  from  Thibet  is  of  the  finest  quality,  and  is  of 
the  annual  value  of  nearly  30,000  taels.  The  musk  ex- 
ported exceeds  500.000  taels  a  year.  Over  20.000/.  worth 
of  borax,  of  excellent. quality,  is  annually  exported  from 
Thibet,  chiefly  by  the  Lhasa-Tachienlu  route.  There  are 
also  some  fine,  cheap,  and  durable  dye-stuffs,  especially  of 
led  and  yellow  shades,  prepared  by  the  natives,  worthy 
the  attention  of  our  experts,  their  sources  being  little,  if 
at  all,  known  to  Europeans.

chemist  would  use  that  from  the  leaves,  which,  if  I  remem- 
ber, was  what  the  extract  used  solely  to  be  made  from.

Sir, — I  have  been  so  long  accustomed  to  employ  the  older 
pharmacopceial  preparation  of  extract  of  belladonna  that  I 
must  confess  I  usually  intend  the  extractum  viride  to  be  dis- 
pensed in  my  prescriptions. 

In  any  case,  I  am  well  satisfied  with  the  physiological  and 
therapeutical  effects  of  this  preparation  when  well  made. 
But  it  is  important,  I  think,  for  prescribers  to  specify 
exactly  which  of  the  preparations  they  intend  to  be  dis- 
pensed.

Dear  Sir, — The  B.P.  1898  distinguishes  the  three  extracts 
of  belladonna  by  the  adjectives  "  alcoholicum,"  "  liquidum," 
and  "viride";  and  a  prescriber  who  writes  "Ext.  Bella- 
donnae" without  further  specification  does  not  leally  give 
the  dispenser  a  sufficient  indication  of  his  meaning.  He 
should  be  asked  for  more  precise  directions. 

The  ranges  of  doses  of  the  two  solid  extracts  were  assimi- 
lated in  order  to  minimise  the  inconvenience  arising  from 
possible  mistakes  of  confusion  between  the  two. 

But  unless  the  prescribers  practice  is  known,  it  is  im- 
possible to  guess  whether  by  "  ext.  belladonnse "  he  in- 
tends "  ext.  bell,  alcoh."  or  "  ext.  bell,  viride."

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th  inst.,  and  readily 
reply  to  your  query  because  the  point  it  raises,  both  in  the 
fact  itself  and  the  principle  it  involves,  is  one  of  consider- 
able importance  both  to  physicians  and  pharmacists.  In  the 
first  place  I  may  point  out  that  there  is  at  the  present  date 
no  official  definition  of  the  phrase  "  ext.  belladonnae."" 
Hence  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  duty  of  the  pharmacist 
when  he  meets  this  phrase  in  a  prescription  would  suggest 
that  the  prescription  should  be  referred  to  the  physician  for 
further  particulars.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  great 
majority  of  physicians  who  write  prescriptions  in  1904  were 
trained  under  the  influence  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  which  was 
in  effective  existence  until  the  year  1898.  and  of  the  further 
fact  that  in  that  Pharmacopoeia  "ext.  belladonnae"  meant 
the  green  extract  made  from  the  leaves,  it  seems  to  me 
reasonable — and,  indeed,  inevitable — for  the  pharmacist  to 
conclude  that  this  preparation  is  the  one  intended  by  the 
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physician.  Personally,  when,  as  is,  I  have  no  doubt,  com- 
mon, I  prescribe  "ext.  belladonna?"  I  certainly  mean  the 
green  extract  prepared  from  the  leaves,  so  named  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1885,  and  termed  "ext.  belladonnas 
viride"  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1898.  I  should  be  pre- 
pared to  question  the  right  of  any  pharmacist  to  interpret 
this  term  as  equivalent  to  the  present  "ext.  belladonnas 
alcoholicum." 

The  pharmacist,  I  hold,  has  a  perfectly  plain  duty — 
namely,  to  dispense  all  medicines  in  accordance  with  the 
phraseology  of  the  existing  Pharmacopoeia.  When  he  meets 
in  a  prescription  a  term  which  is  not  contained  in  that 
volume,  and  the  interpretation  of  which  is  not  supplied  in 
the  prescription  itself,  he  must,  if  any  doubt  remains  in  his 
mind,  refer  the  matter  to  the  prescriber.  But  in  dealing 
with  a  term  which,  though  absent  from  the  current  Pharma- 
copoeia, had  a  precise,  definition  in  the  immediately 
preceding  Pharmacopoeia,  he  may  safely,  and  as  a  matter  of 
common  sense,  conclude  that  the  prescriber  adheres  to  the 
meaning  of  the  term  which  until  a  recent  date  had  official 
warrant.  That  is  the  exact  position  of  the  phrase  "ext. 
belladonnas."  To-day  it  has  no  official  warrant.  But  until 
1898  it  meant  the  green  extract  prepared  from  the  leaves; 
and  to  dispense,  in  answer  to  it,  an  extract  prepared  from 
the  root  would  be  a  proceeding  wholly  without  defence. 
In  my  judgment  it  was  a  great  mistake  not  to  have  placed 
the  term  in  the  B.P.  of  1898  as  a  synonym  for  the  prepara- 
tion now  named  "  ext.  belladonnas  viride."  The  two 
names  have  been  at  different  dates  officially  applied  to  one 
and  the  same  preparation,  and  the  change  made  in  1898  was 
merely  a  verbal  one.  Doubtless  as  a  counsel  of  perfection 
physicians  ought  to  revise  their  habits  with  each  new  issue 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  But,  human  nature  being  what  it  is, 
prescribers  who  for  many  years  have  been  accustomed  to 
order  an  extract  obtained  from  fresh  belladonna-leaves 
under  the  term  "ext.  belladonnas"  will  not  modify  their 
custom  because  the  compilers  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia have  thought  good  in  their  passion  for  symmetry 
to  name  this  preparation  "ext.  belladonnas  viride."  "Ext. 
belladonnas  "  most  certainly  does  not  mean  at  the  present 
date,  nor,  so  far  as  I  know,  has  it  ever  meant,  an  alcoholic 
extract  obtained  from  belladonna-root.  Until  1898  its  offi- 
cial definition  was  an  extract  from  the  fresh  leaves.  In  the 
existing  Pharmacopoeia  the  name  does  not  occur,  though  the 
extract  from  the  fresh  leaves  continues  its  official  existence 
as  "  ext.  belladonnas  viride."  In  these  circumstances  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  "ext.  belladonnas"  means 
in  practice  the  green  extract,  and  that  in  dispensing  a  pre- 
scription containing  this  phrase  the  pharmacist  is  bound  by 
the  argument  and  conclusion  here  indicated.

For  preparing  belladonna  collodion  we  still  use  the  green 
alcoholic  extract,  and  when  glycerin  and  ext.  belladonnas 
are  prescribed  together,  which  is  occasionally  the  case  (in 
equal  proportions),  we  use  the  green  aqueous  extract  of  the 
B.P.

A  Chemical  Merchant's  Misfortunes. — In  the  Lord 
Mayor's  Court,  on  Thursday,  May  26,  before  Mr.  F.  S. 
Jackson,  the  Assistant  Judge,  the  case  of  "  Paterson  v. 
Lamb  "  came  on  for  hearing  by  way  of  a  judgment  sum- 
mons. The  defendant,  Mr.  C.  Lamb,  of  61  Mark  Lane, 
E.C.,  was  summoned  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not 
pay  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  W.  H.  Paterson.  a  judgment  debt 
and  costs  amounting  to  29/.  12s.  8d.  The  defendant  said' 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  make  any  offer.  He  was  in  the- 
chemical-trade,  and  in  1902  he  made  an  assignment  for  the 
benefit  of  his  creditors.  Since  then,  owing  to  want  of 
capital  and  various  misfortunes,  he  had  got  into  a  sad 
way.  The  debt  was  incurred  in  respect  of  a  guarantee- 
given  to  assist  people  who  were  forming  a  company.  The? 
Assistant  Judge  said  he  could  make  no  order,  and  the 
case  was  struck  out. 
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THE  internecine  struggle  in  the  Far  East  has  increased 
the  interest  in  that  always  interesting  country  Japan, 
and  the  last  mail  brought  us  a  letter  from  an  English 
chemist  in  Nagasaki,  with  which  were  enclosed  some  notes 
regarding  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Japan,  our  subscriber 
rightly  judging  that  they  will  be  interesting  to  fellow- 
readers  of  the  G.  <£•  D.  the  Empire  over.  Nagasaki,  he 
explains,  is  at. present  under  martial  law  so  that  the  send- 
ing of  photographs  of  any  kind  out  of  the  country  is 
forbidden.  The  practice  of  photography  outdoors  is  it- 
self precluded  by  the  authorities  in  the  district.  With 
regard  to  the  dispensing  and  pharmacy  arrangements  in 
the  field,  these  are  kept  strictly  in  the  hands  of  the 
military  authorities  at  headquarters  and  like  all  informa- 
tion about  the  present  hostilities  are  jealously  guarded — 
doubtless  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese. 
In  the  days  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the 

"  New  Treaties," 

vvhich  came  into  force  in  1899,  foreigners  in  Japan  were 
permitted  to  practise  the  profession  of  pharmacy  without 
restriction.  A  clause  in  the  "New  Treaties"  provided 
that  any  business  or  profession  existing  at  the  date  of 
their  coming  into  operation  should  be  allowed  to  continue, 
provided  that  certain  regulations  were  complied  with.  In 
the  case  of  foreign  pharmacists  it  is  now  necessary  to 
obtain  a  licence  from  the  Government,  which  is  granted  on 
sending  to  the  authorities  in  Tokio  a  certified  copy  of  the 
diploma  held  by  the  applicant,  and  without  such  a  licence 
it  is  illegal  to  conduct  or  be  concerned  in  a  chemists' 
business.  In  the  treaty  ports  of  Yokohama,  Kobe,  and 
Nagasaki  only  are  foreign  chemists'  stores  to  be  found. 
Fittings  and  stock  are  much  the  same  as  in  England,  and 
trade  is  practically  confined  to  the  foreign  residents  and 
to  passengers  by  the  various  steamship  lines.  Mineral 
waters  are  made  by  most  of  the  chemists.  This  depart- 
ment in  the  summer  is  kept  fairly  busy,  and  is  under  the 
inspection  of  the  local  police  authorities,  who  may  at  any 
moment  take  samples  of  the  waters,  each  bottle  of  which 
must  bear  a  label  with  the  maker's  name  and  address  and 
the  date  of  manufacture.  Fines  are  imposed  in  cases 
where  the  contents  are  found  to  be  not  up  to  the  official 
standard,  and  the  greatest  care  is  therefore  exercised  in 
the  manufacture  and  inspection  of  such  articles.  Pre- 
scriptions in  almost  every  language  are  daily  handed  in 
for  compounding,  and  in  this  respect  large  and  varied 
must  be  the  stock  of  drugs  and  chemicals  kept,  and  all 
of  the  "up-to-date"  kind.  A  knowledge  of  French  and 
German  is  of  much  assistance  both  in  the  reading  of  pre- 
scriptions and  in  the  reception  of  one's  clients.  The 
working-hours  are  not  tedious,  the  average  being  from 
8  a.m.  to  6.30  p.m.,  with  night  duty  as  required;  night 
calls  for  prescriptions,  &c,  being  not  uncommon.  Little 
business  is  done  with  the  Japanese,  their  purchases  being 
almost  confined  to  perfumery,  soaps,  and  a  few  proprietary 
articles. 

The  Japanese  Druggists 
are  plentiful  throughout  the  country  and  are  divided  into 
two  classes — the  higher  class  being  certificated  and  quali- 
fied to  compound  medicines,  and  the  others  dealing  in 
drugs  and  sundries.  Prescriptions  are  not  usually  written 
by  native  doctors,  as  in  most  cases  they  compound  their 
own  medicines — "advice  and  medicine"  being  the  general 
rule.  A  few,  however,  prescribe,  and  these  usually 
possess  university  degrees,  having  studied  under  German 
professors  and  in  many  cases  having  completed  their 
medical  studies  in  Germany.  In  these  prescriptions  the 
metric  system  is  used  both  for  weights  and  measures,  and 
in  general  the  directions  are  written  in  German.  The 
importation  of  drugs  and  chemicals  for  the  Japanese 
market  is  done  principally  through  the  foreign  merchants 
and  the  quantity  used  is  quite  large.  Among  the  Japanese 
there  is  much  the  same  demand  for  household  remedies 
as  in  England,  though  articles  which  have  long  since  dis- 
appeared from  our  dispensatories  and  whose  uses  are  en- 
tirely forgotten  are  in  everyday  request  in  Japan.  Snakes, 
lizards,  animals'  hearts,  frogs,  crabs,  &c,  are  in  constant 


demand  and  may  be  bought  in  a  dried  condition  in  most 
native  drug-stores.  The  poorer  classes  buy  drugs  and 
herbs  of  all  kinds.  The  Japanese  are  peculiarly  subject 
to  chest  and  stomach  troubles.  Face  paints  and  powders 
are  much  in  vogue,  and  secret  remedies  in  great  variety 
and  quantity,  guaranteed  to  cure  all  the  ills  to  which  flesh- 
is  heir,  are  to  be  obtained.  The  care  of  the  teeth  is  pro- 
vided for  by  the  numerous  tooth-powders  offered  for  sale, 
the  foundation  for  most  being  chalk  in  a  more  or  less  fine- 
state  of  division.  Neuralgia  and  headache  plasters  are- 
much  used  by  the  gentler  sex,  and  massage  is  resorted  to 
in  rheumatism  and  in  nervous  affections.  The  practice  of 
massage  is  mostly  in  the  hands  of  the  blind,  who  perambu- 
late the  narrow  streets  at  all  hours,  feeling  their  way  by- 
means  of  a  bamboo  or  metal  rod  and  attracting  attention 
by  a  few  weird  notes  on  a  species  of  flageolet  made  of 
bamboo  or  other  wood.    "English  as  she  is  spoke"  and

— The  death  occurred  at  Nauheim,  on  May  19,  of 
Mr.  Jansetjee  Nusserwanjee  Tata,  the  well-known  Bombay 
merchant  prince  and  philanthropist,  who  founded  the  firm 
of  Tata  &  Co.,  of  Bombay,  a  section  of  which  was 
connected  with  the  chemical-industry.

afternoon.  Mr.  Waddington  was  born  in  Hull,  of  a 
Quaker  family,  in  1860.  was  educated  at  Ackworth  School, 
and  went  to  Bradford  to  act  as  assistant  to  his  brother, 
Dr.  C.  E.  Waddington,  who  had  established  the  business 
in  Darley  Street.  When  the  brother  took  his  medical 
degree  he  transferred  the  chemist's  business  to  Mr. 
Waddington,  who  had  qualified  in  1887,  and  the  deceased 
gentleman  had  since  carried  on  the  concern  with  very 
marked  success.  Mr.  Waddington  will  be  best  remem- 
bered in  pharmacy  for  the  prominent  part  he  took  during 
recent  years  in  local  organisation,  and  to  him  is  due  one 
of  the  schemes  of  territorial  representation  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council.  To  him  was  largely  owing  the 
formation,  eighteen  months  ago,  of  the  Bradford  Chamber 
of  Trades.  Mr.  Waddington  was  managing  director  of  a 
large   grocery  business   of   Moreland   Brothers,  Darley 


Street,  m  connection  with  which  he  was  in  partnership 
with  his  wife's  father.  Mr.  Lidbetter,  of  Dewsbury.  He 
leaves  a  widow  and  three  children.  The  interment  will 
take  place  on  Saturday  morning  at  Undercliffe  Cemetery 
Bradford.

SCHOOL  PRINCIPALS'  PETITION. 

THE  following  is  the  text  of  the  petition  presented  on 
May  18  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council 
by  the  principals  of  fourteen  schools  of  pharmacy  in 
London  and  the  provinces  : 

The  Right  Hon.  the  Marquess  of  Londonderry,  K.  G.,  P.C., 
G.C.V.O.,  Lord  President  of  the  Council. 

May  it  please  your  Lordship,  we  the  undersigned  are 
Principals  of  Colleges  and  Schools  of  Pharmacy  in  Great 
Britain,  and  we  desire  to  call  your  Lordship's  attention 
to  the  provisions  of  Clause  10  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  of  1852  and  1868,  drafted  by  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  and  now 
before  the  House  of  Commons.  Your  Lordship  is  aware 
that  by  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act,  commonly  called  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  it  is  required  that  persons  who  assume 
the  title  of  chemist  and  druggist  or  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  shall  be  registered  under  the  Act,  after 
satisfying  the  examiners  of  that  Society  of  their  competent 
skill  and  knowledge  and  qualification  as  determined  by 
examination  such  as  that  provided  in  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1852,  for  registration  as  assistant.  Since  1868  the  exam- 
ination referred  to,  commonly  called  the  Minor  examina- 
tion, has  been  increased  very  greatly  in  stringency,  and, 
with  the  professed  object  of  reducing  the  failures  to  pass 
the  examination,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  has  at  various  times  endeavoured  to  impose 
upon  candidates  a  compulsory  curriculum  of  study.  A 
proposal  of  this  nature  was  submitted  to  your  Honourable 
Council  in  1885,  embodied  in  by-laws  made  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  by  the  said  Society,  but  your  Honourable 
Council  declined  to  approve  of  such  by-laws  because  it  was 
held  that  there  is  no  power  under  the  Acts  to  impose 
conditions  precedent  to  examination  for  registration  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868. 

The  first  portion  of  Clause  10  of  the  Bill  now  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  in  connection  with  which  we  humbly 
petition  your  Lordship,  is  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  The  Society  (Pharmaceutical  Society)  shall  have 
power  by  by-laws  duly  confirmed  to  authorise  the  persons 
from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Society 
to  conduct  examinations  to  require  from  persons  who  shall 
present  themselves  for  any  examination  evidence  of  their 
having  received  systematic  training  in  some  university 
or  other  place  for  learning  approved  by  the  Council  of 
the  Society." 

In  calling  your  Lordship's  attention  to  this  proposal  we 
desire  especially  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  no  provision  is 
made  in  this  clause  for  the  i-ecognition  of  existing  colleges 
and  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the  country,  most  of  which  are 
of  long  standing.  We  therefore  respectfully  suggest  to  your 
Lordship  that  it  would  be  just  and  reasonable  that  a  pro- 
viso and  alteration  in  terms  similar  to  the  following  should 
be  attached  to  any  such .  proposal  as  the  aforementioned 
first  portion  of  Clause  10  contained  in  any  proposed 
Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bill — namely,  in  place  of 
"  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Society "  insert  "  ap- 
proved by  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council,"  followed  by: 
"  providing  that  existing  pharmacy  colleges  or  schools 
shall  not  come  under  the  operation  of  such  by-laws  for 
a  period  of  five  years  after  the  passing  of  the  Act.  at  the 
expiration  of  which  time  they  shall,  if  required,  conform 
to  regulations  issued  by  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council." 
Furthermore,  we  would  draw  your  Lordship's  attention  to 
the  fact  that  such  period  of  five  years  would  allow  appren- 
tices of  chemists  to  complete  their  training  under  present 
conditions,  for  when  entering  the  business  they  would  havo 
no  knowledge  of  further  stringency  in  examinations  or  of 
the  increased  cost  of  procuring  the  qualification  of  chemist 
and  druggist;  nor  do  we  think,  considering  the  condition 
of  the  pursuit  or  calling  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  that 
any  material  alteration  in  the  direction  of  further  stringency 
in  the  examinations  is  at  all  desirable  or  necessary.

E  have  received  the  following  accounts  of  the  April 
Minor  examination  : 


Edinburgh. 

Chemistry  came  first,  the  examiner  being  Dr.  John 
Gibson.  I  was  required  to  analyse  a  mixture  of  salts,  which 
turned  out  to  be  copper  borate  and  copper  oxalate.  I  had 
also  to  estimate  a  solution  of  ammonium  bromide  with  a 
10-per-cent.  solution  of  silver  nitrate.  Mr.  J.  W.  Suther- 
land examined  me  in  dispensing.  I  was  asked  to  make 
4  oz.  of  ammoniacum  mixture  and  prepare  a  small  quantity 
of  rose-water  ointment.  The  following  prescriptions  were 
given  mo  to  dispense :

The  only  thing  that  gave  me  any  trouble  was  the  pills — 
I  spent  fully  half  an  hour  on  them. 

In  due  course  I  received  notice  that  my  name  was  on 
the  list  of  candidates  for  the  oral  examination.  I  pre- 
sented myself  at  1.30  p.m.  on  April  15.  First  I  was  sent 
to  pharmacy,  the  examiner  being  Mr.  Sutherland.  The 
following  are  a  few  of  the  questions  I  had :  How  do  you 
make  glycerin  suppositories  ?  Strength  of  belladonna, 
morphine,  and  phenol  suppositories  ?  Why  is  ol.  theobro- 
matis  chosen  as  the  basis?  What  is  its  melting-point? 
Was  asked  several  questions  on  the  syrups.  Why  is  syr. 
pruni  virg.  made  without  heat  ?  Any  other  syrup  made 
in  that  way  ?  Pills  and  their  excipients.  Strengths  of 
pil.  plumbi  c.  opio,  pil.  saponis  co.,  pil.  ferri.  pil.  hydrar- 
gyri,  pil.  ipecac,  c.  scilla?  Describe  a  Liebig  condenser 
and  mention  its  advantages. 

I  was  next  sent  to  materia  medica  under  Mr.  Davidson. 
Here  I  had  to  recognise  specimens  of  belladonna-leaves, 
aconite-leaves,  chiretta,  jalap,  nux  vomica,  barberry-bark, 
Cinchona  officinalis,  scammony-root,  hemidesmus-root, 
ipecacuanha,  elecampane,  and  a  few  others ;  the  questions 
including  the  botanical  source,  habitat,  and  natural  order. 

Dr.  Coull  next  took  me  in  chemistry.  I  got  a  simple 
calculation  in  physics.  Then  I  was  asked  how  copper  was 
obtained  from  its  ores;  action  of  hydrochloric  acid  and 
sulphuric  acid  on  copper,  and  action  of  copper  sulphate  on 
sugar.  How  are  chlorine  and  bromine  prepared,  and  what 
is  the  action  of  strong  sulphuric  acid  on  bromides?  How 
is  glycerin  made?  write  its  graphic  formula.  How  is  the 
carbon  estimated  in  an  organic  compound  ? 

Botany  came  next,  with  Prof.  Bower  as  the  examiner.  I 
found  a  slide  under  the  microscope,  and  was  asked  to  make 
a  drawing  and  describe  what  I  saw.  The  section  was  that 
of  a  monocotyledonous  stem.  Next  I  had  to  refer  two 
flowers  to  their  natural  orders,  and  was  shown  rosemary, 
lavender,  juniper,  conium,  Scotch  fir,  and  cherry  laurel  to 
recognise. 


The  last  subject  was  prescription-reading,  in  which  Mr. 
Meldrum  officiated.  I  had  to  translate  two  prescriptions 
into  full  Latin  and  read  in  English  four  or  five  Latin  ones. 
After  that  I  had  a  host  of  doses,  including  iodine,  colo- 
cynth,  and  veratrine,  for  which  doses  are  not  given  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia. 

I  returned  to  my  seat  and  soon  after  was  told  by  Mr.  Dott 
that  I  had  passed— I  felt  quite  relieved.— D.  M.  D.  (113/39.) 

London. 

On  a  fine  April  morning  I  entered  the  odorous  precincts 
of  the  Examination  Hall,  and  waited  calmly  with  others 
until  the  great  portal  was  opened. 

After  writing  an  envelope,  which  had  to  contain  the  news 
of  my  first  day's  fate,  I  was  informed  that  my  morning 
had  to  be  devoted  to  dispensing.  Receiving  my  paper  at 
ten,  I  soon  set  to  work.    My  paper  contained  the  fo'lowing:

I  called  the  examiner's  attention  to  the  overdose  of  tinc- 
ture of  Indian  hemp,  and  made  it  up  as  written.  I  had  to 
make  my  own  lin.  tereb.  and  ung.  zinci. 

In  the  afternoon  came  practical  chemistry.  A  solution 
of  an  alkaloid  given  me  proved  to  be  strychnine  hydro- 
chloride, and  from  this  a  pure  specimen  had  to  be  prepared. 
The  volumetric  consisted  of  an  estimation  of  the  amount  of 
available  chlorine  in  a  solution  of  liq.  soda;  chlorinata; 
with  pure  thiosulphate  provided. 

Having  finished  my  work  I  went  home  and  waited 
patiently,  and  the  following  evening  I  was  informed  that 
my  presence  for  the  oral  part  of  the  examination  was  re- 
quired on  April  19.  The  time  came  only  too  soon,  and  on 
arrival  my  first  subject  proved  to  be  pharmacy.  Having 
recognised  pluv.  glycyr.  co.,  tr.  aurant,  and  ext.  tarax.  liq., 
describing  the  composition  and  preparation  of  each,  I  had 
to  bring  my  artistic  abilities  into  play  to  sketch  and  describe 
an  hydraulic  press.  My  knowledge  of  the  proportion  of 
active  principles  in  the  preparations  of  opium,  &c,  was 
tested;  next  followed  a  few  general  questions  on  emulsions, 
strengths,  &c.  After  I  had  described  the  poison  laws  the 
remark  came  forth,  "You  can  sit  down";  but  I  was  soon 
informed  that  chemistry  was  my  next  subject.  Here  I  had 
to  give  a  list  of  the  oxides  of  phosphorus,  what  they  form 
when  dissolved  in  water,  and  the  analogy  between  phos- 
phorus and  nitrogen.  The  manufacture  of  the  phosphoric 
acids  and  the  commercial  sources  of  phosphorus  then 
claimed  attention.  My  knowledge  of  the  preparation  of 
alcohol,  acetic  ether,  and  acetic  acid  was  then  tested,  and 
finally  I  had  to  sketch  a  balance  and  describe  its  working. 

When  these  subjects  were  passed  considerable  relief  came ; 
so  with  a  certain  amount  of  confidence  I  met  the  examiners 
in  materia  medica.  Gentian,  taraxacum,  rhatany,  and  pel- 
litory  roots  had  to  be  recognised  and  the  diagnostic  charac- 
ters pointed  out.  Jalap  and  amber  were  shown  and  their 
sources  required.  Then  I  got  questions  concerning  the 
extraction  of  podophyllum  and  guaiacum  resins,  followed 
quickly  by  what  was  getting  a  familiar  command :  "  Sit 
down."    "  Thank  you." 

To  look  at  a  slide  under  a  microscope  was  the  first  order 
in  botany.  It  proved  to  be  a  transverse  section  of  male 
fern.  I  had  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  parts,  with 
the  purpose  of  xylem-vessels,  phloem,  &c,  respiration  and 
transpiration  wero  dealt  with,  and  after  a  few  questions 
concerning  fertilisation  I  was  allowed  to  go  to  my  last 
subject — prescription-reading.  This  I  had  greatly  dreaded, 
but  after  all  it  proved  not  to  be  so  difficult  as  anticipated. 
One  prescription  had  to  be  written  in  full  Latin ;  three 
to  be  read  in  full  English;  overdoses  pointed  out  in  three, 
and  then  an  inquiry  about  doses  brought  that  awful  ordeal 
to  a  close. 

Sitting  clown  in  wonder,  and  thinking  about  a  thousand 
things,  I  suddenly  heard  my  name  called,  and  received  the 
handshake  and  congratulation  which  for  eight  years  I  had 
longed  for.  (126/17.) 
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association  affairs. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Norfolk 
.Square  Hotel,  London  Street,  Paddington,  on  May  25, 
the  President,  Mr.  J.  W.  Bowen,  in  the  chair.  The 
attendance  (probably  owing  to  our  exhortation)  was 
slightly  better  than  usual,  but,  for  an  Association  of  such 
importance,  it  still  left  much  to  be  desired. 

Dinner  and  Testimonial. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Association 
be  held  as  usual  at  the  Cafe  Royal,  on  or  about  Novem- 
ber 16,  and  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington,  were 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  arrangements. 

The  Pbesident  intimated  that,  in  response  to  a  request 
by  Mr.  C.  J.  Garibaldi  Bunker,  Chairman  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association,  he,  as  representing 
the  Western  Chemists'  Association,  had  agreed  to  act  on 
the  committee  of  the  Glyn-Jones  Testimonial  Fund.  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  President  was  cordially  endorsed 
by  the  meeting. 

The  President  then  announced  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  a  member  of  the  Association  who  complained  that 
the  permeating  feature  of  the  Association's  meetings  ap- 
peared to  be  a  lack  of  vitality.  The  writer  suggested  that 
when  no  set  subject  was  down  for  discussion  an  impromptu 
discussion  should  be  raised.  Acting  on  this  suggestion, 
the  President  called  on  Mr.  R.  H.  Parker,  who  raised 
the  question  of 

Dispensing  by  Doctors. 

Mr.  Parker  did  not  think  much  could  be  done  by 
chemists  to  stop  the  practice,  and  that  the  matter  should 
be  allowed  to  settle  itself.  A  doctor  beginning  practice 
could  scarcely  find  enough  doctoring  to  keep  him  occupied, 
and  perforce  he  had  to  do  his  own  dispensing,  but  when 
his  practice  increased  the  doctor  generally  gave  up  dis- 
pensing on  his  own  account  and  wrote  prescriptions.  He 
(Mr.  Parker)  objected  to  chemists  approaching  doctors 
with  arrangements  for  dispensing  their  medicines.  He 
was  rather  inclined  to~  think  that  the  strongest  argument 
against  doctors  dispensing  was  the  danger  to  the  public, 
and  the  best  line  for  chemists  to  take  was  to  educate  the 
public  to  that  danger.  Mr.  G.  J.  Knight  did  not  think 
many  of  the  present-day  chemists  catered  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  public  or  of  the  doctor  at  all.  Chemists 
nowadays  were  so  anxious  to  take  advantage  of  every 
wretched  Shop-hours  Bill  that  was  brought  forward,  or  to 
find  an  excuse  for  closing  early  in  order  to  play  cricket 
or  something  of  that  sort,  that  they  were  not  deserving 
of  consideration  by  the  public.  Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp 
(Hon.  Secretary),  referring  to  the  criticism  of  Dr.  Suther- 
land's book  "Dispensing  made  Easy"  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  (Feb.  20,  1904,  page  314),  said  the  pre- 
fatory words  in  that  volume  were  sufficient  to  condemn 
dispensing  by  doctors  entirely.  He  agreed  with  Mr. 
Parker,  however,  that  it  was  very  often  a  matter  of  ex- 
pediency, and  directly  the  doctor  was  able  to  stand  on 
his  own  feet,  so  to  speak,  he  relegated  his  dispensing  to 
the  chemist.  Mr.  Edmund  White  said  to  his  mind 
the  principal  argument  against  doctors  dispensing  was  the 
fact  that  the  medical  education  of  the  present  day  did  not 
provide  sufficient  instruction  in  pharmacology.  The  ordi- 
nary medical  practitioner  nowadays  has  no  respect  for 
scientific  medication ;  he  knows  nothing  about  it.  He 
does  not  see  any  necessity  for  skilful  dispensing  as 
chemists  see  it,  and  all  he  does  is  to  acquire  an  acquaint- 
ance with  a  few  simple  and  safe  remedies  and  prescribe 
them  on  all  occasions.  He  (Mr.  White)  had  seen  a  good 
deal  of  that  in  hospital  practice,  and  could  understand  the 
position  of  the  young  doctor  when  he  went  into  private 
practice  with  no  pharmacological  equipment  in  particular. 
Mr.  Philp  remarked  that  if  doctors  knew  more  of  dispens- 
ing, chemists  would  not  be  treated  to  so  many  of  the  pre- 
scription-messes they  were  continually  being  given.  Mr. 
J.  F.  Harrington  took  exception  to  Mr.  Knight's  remarks 
regarding  chemists  and  early  closing.    He  thought  that 


all  chemists  who  go  in  for  dispensing  make  provision  for 
the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  when  the  shop  is  closed. 
The  report  in  the  journals  the  other  day  concerning  the- 
discussion  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
and  a  proposed  "Compendium"  made  him  wonder  that 
this  matter  had  not  been  taken  up  more  generally  by  the 
trade.  He  was  rather  surprised  that  the  "Compendium" 
idea  had  not  created  more  discussion  among  chemists" 
associations  throughout  the  country,  but  apparently 
chemists  generally  did  not  think  much  of  the  idea  and  took 
no  notice  of  it.  Many  doctors  had  said  to  him  that 
chemists  ought  to  provide  some  book 

To  Guide  Medical  Men 
in  prescribing  new  remedies.  He  (Mr.  Harrington)' 
thought  such  a  book  was  badly  wanted  by  the  medicaL 
profession,  and  he  was  greatly  in  favour  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  compiling  such  a  work.  When  Mr. 
Carteighe  intimated  his  intention  of  producing  a  "  Com- 
pendium "  he  (the  speaker)  imagined  that  a  guide  such  as 
he  had  indicated  was  in  Mr.  Carteighe's  mind,  but  he  was 
not  long  in  discovering  that  Mr.  Carteighe  had  more  the 
Medicine-stamp  Acts  in  view  than  anything  else,  and  the- 
Journal  "Formulary"  was  the  result.  The  "Formulary"' 
was,  in  his  opinion,  not  at  all  a  book  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  be  proud  of.  It  contained  no  useful 
formulae,  and  was  merely  a  re-hash  of  private  recipes  of 
little  or  no  value.  The  "  B.P.C.  Formulary,"  on  the: 
other  hand,  was  a  book  containing  useful  and  original 
work,  and  he,  for  one,  should  be  very  sorry  indeed  to  in- 
terfere with  the  rights  of  the  B.P.C.  in  the  book  or  to 
stop  the  good  work  they  had  been  doing.  Mr.  White 
said,  with  regard  to  the  medical  side  of  the  question,  that 
in  teaching  pharmacy  to  medical  students  he  had  always 
made  it  a  point  to  separate  the  medical  from  the  pharma- 
ceutical phases.  His  idea  was  that  medical  students 
ought  to  be  taught  the  principles  of  prescribing 
rather  than  the  intricacies  of  dispensing.  Mr.  Parker 
said  a  useful  application  of  the  principles  enunciated  by 
Mr.  Harrington  and  by  Mr.  White  would  be  the  produc- 
tion of  a  book  of  extra-pharmacopoeial  drugs  and  new- 
remedies,  in  which  a  typical  prescription  was  appended  to 
each  drug.  In  the  case  of  a  new  drug,  it  might  be  taken 
up  by  a  committee — such  as  the  Formulary  Committee  oi 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference— and  that  com- 
mittee would  decide  on  one  or  two  forms  of  exhibition  of 
the  drug  in  question.  There  was  no  need  for  several  forms 
of  exhibiting  the  same  drug  :  the  best  menstruum— fluid, 
extract,  tincture,  or  other— could  be  decided  upon,  and  a 
typical  formula  would  then  be  worked  out  for  prescribing 
it,  containing  the  necessary  corrective,  flavouring,  acid, 
mucilage,  Or  what  not.  This  would  preclude  the  necessity 
for  doctors  to  fall  back  upon  the  formulas  submitted  to 
them  by  advertising  firms.  In  his  opinion  the  Compendium 
is  a  mistake.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a  "  Compendium" 
and  a  "B.P.C.  Formulary"  as  well.  Mr.  White  re- 
marked that  the  production  of  such  a  book  would  entail  a 
great  amount  of  work,  responsibility,  and  expense  on  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  Mr.  Harrington 
said  he  would  not  throw  the  work  on  the  Conference,  but 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  President  said  some 
medical  collaboration  would  be  necessary  to  ensure  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  book  as  regards  therapeutic  action.  Mr. 
White  said  that  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia 
contained,  he  thought,  the  germs  of  all  the  suggestions  put. 
forth  by  the  various  speakers,  and  after  some  further 
desultory  remarks  on  the  extraordinary  prescriptions 
written  by  medical  men,  the  matter  dropped. 

B.P.C.  Delegates. 
The    President,    Messrs.    J.    F.    Harrington,    R.  A. 
Robinson,  and  S.  J.  Weston  were  appointed  delegates  to 
represent  the  Association  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
at  Sheffield. 


Hartlepools  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel.  West  nartlepool,  on 
Thursday,  May  19.      Alderman  Thomas  Clarkson  pre- 
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sided.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Buckle  and 
Denton  (of  Hartlepool),  Messrs.  Barker,  Gibson,  Gamlew, 
Leithead,  Troupe,  Whitehead,  and  Timmins  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary) . 

A  short  discussion  took  place  on  the  Government  Shops 
Bill,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  carried  : 

That  it  is  desirable  that  chemists  should  be  included  in 
the  provisions  of  the  Bill. 

The  question  of  appointing  delegates  for  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciations was  brought  forward,  but  no  selection  was  made. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Timmins)  read  his  annual 
report,  which  was  considered  very  satisfactory,  and  it  was 
entered  upon  the  minutes.  Mr.  Timmins  also  presented 
the  balance-sheet,  which  showed  a  balance  of  11.  lis.  2d.  in 
hand.    This  also  was  adopted. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  resulted  as 
follows  :  President,  Alderman  Thomas  Clarkson,  J.P.  (re- 
elected) ;  Vice-Presidents,  Alderman  J.  Horsley  (Hartle- 
pool), Messrs.  G.  A.  Watt  and  J.  Hill  (West  Hartlepool); 
Honorary  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  Edw.  Evans,  jun. 
(Liverpool),  Dr.  A.  E.  Morison,  Dr.  S.  Biggart,  Dr.  A.  V. 
Macgregor  (West  Hartlepool),  Dr.  Scott  Gibb  (Hartle- 
pool), Mr.  P.  R.  Sibson,  L.D.S.,  Mr.  J.  A.  Turnbull, 
L.D.S.,  and  Mr.  Somerville  Woodewis,  L.D.S.  (West 
Hartlepool)  ;  Executive  Committee,  Messrs.  Buckle  and 
Denton  (Hartlepool),  Messrs.  Gibson,  Leithead,  Troupe, 
and  Timmins  (West  Hartlepool)  ;  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  B.  Barker,  York  Road,  West  Hartle- 
pool; Hon.  Solicitor,  Mr.  M.  Harrison,  West  Hartlepool. 

Some  slight  alterations  were  made  in  the  rules. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  business  Mr.  R.  Leithead 
moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr. 
A.  Timmins),  who  for  various  reasons  had  expressed  the 
desire  to  be  relieved  of  the  office.  Mr.  H.  Buckle  (Hartle- 
pool) seconded,  and  it  was  unanimously  carried.  Mr.  A. 
Timmins  thanked  the  members  for  the  vote,  and  assured 
them  that  his  interest  in  the  Association  would  be  as  keen 
as  ever. 

It  was  decided  that  the  second  annual  picnic  of  the 
Association  should  take  place  on  July  13  or  20;  arrange- 
ments to  be  left  with  the  Committee. 


Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

On  May  19  this  Association  held  its  last  meeting  of  the 
session  at  122  King's  Road,  the  residence  of  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson,  F.C.S.,  President  of  the  Association.  There  was 
a  good  attendance  of  members,  several  coming  in  from  the 
country. 

It  was  decided  (Mr.  W.  R.  Cook  in  the  chair)  to  invite 
Mr.  Gibson  to  dinner  on  June  9,  as  a  slight  recognition  of 
his  great  kindness  to  local  chemists,  the  arrangements 
being  left  in  the  hands  of  a  sub-committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  C.  E.  Robinson,  A.  J.  Franklin,  and  C.  A. 
Blarney. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Cook  proposed  a  vote  of 

Congratulation 
to  Mr.  Gibson  on  his  election  to  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Mr.  J.  R.  Gwatkin  seconded  with  a 
speech  eulogistic  of  Mr.  Gibson's  efforts  in  furthering  the 
welfare  of  pharmacy,  especially  in  Brighton  and  the  dis- 
trict. Mr.  C.  G.  Yates  supported  the  vote,  which  was 
very  vociferously  accorded. 

Mr.  Gibson,  in  acknowledging,  thanked  all  present  for 
their  efforts  to  secure  his  election.  It  was  due  to  the 
Association  and  the  energetic  work  of  its  members,  he 
said,  that  he  had  been  successful.  He  would  do  his 
utmost  to  further  the  interests  of  the  profession  in  general 
and  of  Brighton  and  its  neighbourhood  in  particular.  He 
spoke  of  the  great  value  of  associations  in  promoting  that 
unity  which  is  strength. 

Mr.  Gibson's  health  was  then  drunk  with  expressions 
of  appreciation  and  congratulation.

This  was  authorised  to  be  signed  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson 
on  behalf  of  the  Association,  and  was  also  signed  by 
several  in  their  individual  capacity. 


Cheltenham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Pioneer  Club-rooms, 
Gloucester,  on  Wednesday,  May  18.  It  was  largely  at- 
tended by  members  from  Cheltenham,  Gloucester,  and  the 
neighbouring  towns.  The  following  new  members  were 
duly  elected  :  Messrs.  G.  Smith,  Wm.  H.  H.  Smith,  and 
W.  C.  Paternoster  (Cirencester),  Messrs.  Hedley  C.  Smith, 
Wm.  L.  Evans,  and  Slinn  (Stroud  and  district),  and  Mr. 
Wm.  Jones  (Tewkesbury).  Dr.  Hodges  (Gloucester) 
delivered  a  lecture  on  the  compounds  of  radium,  with 
special  reference  to  their  therapeutic,  photographic,  and 
electrical  properties.  The  President  (Mr.  Barron)  pro- 
posed a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Hodges,  and  Mr.  Fresh- 
field  Reynolds  (Vice-President)  seconded  the  vote,  which 
was  carried  with  much  applause.  The  remainder  of  the 
evening  was  devoted  to  general  discussions. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  May  25  at 
St.  Bride's  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  Mr.  F.  Noad 
Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Council,  presiding.  The  discus- 
sion raised  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  regarding  the  Dispensers'  Com- 
mittee was  first  dealt  with,  and  some  sarcastic  references 
were  made  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  were  "  quite 
satisfied  "  with  the  results  of  their  investigations.  From 
the  opinions  expressed  it  appeared  that  the  members  of 
the  Association  were  not  "quite  satisfied"  with  the  atti- 
tude of  the  Council  on  the  question.  The  decision  of  the 
London  County  Council  regarding  the  adoption  of  the 
title  "dispensing  chemists"  for  qualified  dispensers  in 
their  employ  (see  C.  <£•  D.,  May  21,  page  814)  was  com- 
mended, and  it  was  agreed  to  formulate  a  letter  to  be 
sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  asking  them  to  adopt 
the  same  title  when  referring  to  registered  chemists  who 
are  dispensers  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board. 


Scandinavian  IRotes, 


Chemists  v.  Assistants. — The  conflict  between  the 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation, whic^i  has  been  postponed  more  than  once  of  late 
years,  seems  now  imminent.  The  Assistants'  Association 
is  preparing  for  the  fray  by  calling  for  a  contribution  of 
lOkr.  from  each  member. 

Proposed  Tariff-revision  in  Norway. — The  Com- 
mission which  was  appointed  several  months  ago  by  the 
Minister  of  Finance  and  Customs  to  work  out  a  plan  for 
the  revision  of  the  present  tariff  is  not  expected  to  finish 
its  work  in  time  to  make  it  possible  for  a  new  Tariff  Bill 
to  be  presented  at  this  Session  of  the  Storthing. 

Training  of  Pharmacists. — The  Norwegian  Director 
of  Medical  Affairs  has  addressed  a  circular  to  all  chemists 
in  Norway  dealing  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
apprentices  educated  in  the  pharmacies.  He  points  out 
that  the  number  of  apprentices  in  the  year  1893  was 
seventy,  which  was  increased  by  1903  to  126.  Supported 
by  the  repeated  complaints  from  the  Board  of  Apprentices' 
Examination  of  the  deficiency  of  that  part  of  the  training 
for  which  the  chemists  are  responsible,  he  desires  that 
a  chemist  should  not  have  more  than  two  apprentices  at 
one  time,  and  that  the  number  of  apprentices  in  a 
pharmacy  should  never  be  in  excess  of  the  number  of 
pharmacists.  The  Norwegian  Chemists'  Association  has 
taken  the  matter  up,  and  proposes,  as  the  best  solution  of 
the  difficulty,  that  the  entrance  examination  for  appren- 
tices to  pharmacies  should  be  made  more  stringent.  A 
matriculation  examination,  such  as  is  necessary  in  Sweden, 
instead  of  the  present  preliminary,  would  probably  have 
the  desired  effect.

After- thoughts . 

Sir. — I  am  pleased  to  know  that  the  voting  for  the 
recent  Pharmaceutical  Council  election  is  a  record  in 
numbers  of  voting-papers  returned,  which  is  evidence  that 
greater  interest  in  the  Society  is  being  displayed  by 
members.  I  feel  sure  this  is  some  tribute  to  the  local 
Associations,  and  I  hope  to  see  realised  still  greater  effects. 

I  regret  the  candidate  supported  by  the  Thames  Valley 
Association  was  not  successful,  particularly  as  London 
members  in  the  Council  have  been  reduced  of  late  years. 
When  I  was  apprenticed  in  1877  London  members 
numbered  eleven,  but  now  only  six.  A  great  deal  of  the 
work  of  the  Society  is  of  necessity  done  by  committees  : 
on  analysing  the  constitution  of  committees  appointed  last- 
year  I  find  in  five  committees,  totalling  thirty-nine  names, 
London  members  occur  twenty-two  times,  which  would 
mean  an  average  of  over  56  per  cent.,  and  yet  the  Council 
only  contained  33  per  cent,  of  London  members.  That 
the  London  "members  should  constitute  a  good  proportion, 
and  do  the  greater  part  of  the  work,  is  compatible  with  the 
fact  (and  expense)  that  the  fares  of  members  of  the 
Council  fall  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  I  hope 
that  Mr.  Higgs,  as  a  London  member,  will  accept  nomina- 
tion on  another  occasion,  as  1  am  confident  that  with  his 
experience  and  knowledge  he  would  be  a  great  acquisition 
and  an  acceptable  colleague  to  the  members  and  of  benefit 
and  utility  to  the  craft  generally.

William  Allen  and  New  Lanark. 

Sir, — By  the  courteous  consent  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill, 
Edinburgh,  I  venture  to  quote  a  passage  in  a  letter  which 
I  lately  had  from  him  in  connection  with  the  forthcoming 
excursion,  to  Lanark  and  the  Falls  ol   Clyde,  of  the 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. I  am  persuaded  that  the  information  conveyed  by 
Mr.  Hill's  communication  has  a  more  than  topical  scope. 
It  should  be  premised  that  the  road  to  the  Upper  Falls 
passes  through  the  village  of  New  Lanark  : 

I  am  much  interested  in  noting  the  reference  to  Robert 
Owen  in  your  pamphlet.  He  stayed  at  Broxfield.  But  the 
interest  is  that  he  had  as  partner  in  the  cotton-mills  (at 
New  Lanark),  and  as  one  of  the  most  deeply  interested  and 
energetic  partners,  William  Allen,  of  Allen  and  Hanburys, 
the  first  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
man  to  whom  we  owe  the  granting  of  our  charter  by  Queen 
Victoria.  Allen  became  a  partner  in  1813,  and  retained 
the  position  for  twenty-two  years,  when  the  development  of 
Owen's  peculiar  religious  opinions  caused  him  to  clear  out. 
In  the  three-volume  "  Life  of  William  Allen "  in  the 
library  here,  there  -are  several  references  to  Lanark,  which 
he  visited  more  than  once.  There  is  an  address  presented 
to  him,  on  one  of  his  visits,  by  the  workpeople  (of  New 
Lanark)  and  his  long  speech  in  reply.  One  passage  (in 
the  Life)  referring  to  his  becoming  a  partner  in  1813  is 
particularly  interesting : 

"  The  consideration  of  entering  into  the  Lanark  concern 
has  occupied  much  of  my  attention  this  week.  The  mills 
are  to  be  sold  on  the  31st,  and  we  are  very  anxious 
that  Owen  should  be  one  of  the  purchasers,  in  order  that 
his  noble  plans  for  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the 
labouring  and  manufacturing  poor  may  be  maintained. 
They  have  now  been  in  operation  about  thirteen  years, 
and  "during  that  period  none  of  the  workmen  have  applied 
for  relief  from  public  charity,  as  they  had  raised  a  fund 
amongst  themselves  which  is"  able  to  support  them  under 
sickness  and  provides  for  them  in  old  age,  neither  has 
any  one  of  them  been  called  before  the  magistrate  for 
any  offence. 

"December  27. — A  most  important  meeting  on  second 
day  with  Robert  Owen,  Joseph  Fox,  and  John  Walker. 
We  settled  the  whole  business  about  Lanark ;  but  I  had 
much  conflict  of  mind  on  account  of  the  responsibility 
involved  in  it.      I  trust,  however,  I  had  a  degree  of 
evidence  that  it  was  right." 
This  link  with  William    Allen    gives    a  pharmaceutical 
interest  to  Lanark.    In  one  of  his  Diary  notes  he  describes 
a  visit  he  paid  to  the  Falls  incidentally. 

According  to  the  testimony  even  of  somewhat  un- 
friendly contemporaries,  New  Lanark  was  a  veritable 
Happy  Valley— not  of  lotus-eaters,  but  of  lusty  and 
cheerful  workers,  proud  of  their  craft  and  community. 
The  "community  of  New  Lanark"  has  a  memorable 
place  in  economic  history,  as  the  first  successful  socialistic 
experiment,  and  as  the  norm  and  incentive  of  the  many 
subsequent  but  abortive  socialistic  communities  of  the 
Old  and  New  Worlds — such  as  those  of  Saint-Simon, 
Founier,  Cabet,  and  the  American  Transcendentalists— 
and  also  as  the  cradle  of  infant  schools,  technical  educa- 
tion, and  co-operative  production,  of  which  the  modern 
distributive  system  is  but  an  atrophied  remnant.

Drug  Idiosyncrasy. 
gIKj — I  have  been  interested  in  the  belladonna-plaster 
case  tried  at  Glasgow  on  May  18.  All  the  parties  seem  to 
forget  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  idiosyncrasy.  Thirty 
years  ago  my  wife  had  a  severe  illness,  during  which  the 
medical  man  prescribed  a  dose  of  liq.  morphia;  to  procure 
sleep.  Within  twenty-four  hours  she  was  covered  with  a 
most  painful  and  irritating  rash,  which  destroyed  all  chance 
of  sleep  and  prostrated  her.  After  some  days  the  rash 
gradually  went  away  and  she  slowly  recovered.  A  year 
or  more  afterwards  she  had  a  severe  pain  in  the  side,  and 
an  opium  plaster  was  prescribed.  In  two  or  three  days 
the  side  was  much  inflamed  and  the  rash  appeared  again. 
The  plaster  was  removed  and  recovery  slowly  took  place. 
Eight  or  ten  years  afterwards  I  had  a  sharp  attack  of 
lumbago,  for  which  tincture  of  opium  and  soap-liniment 
were  rubbed  on  by  my  wife.  Her  hand  quickly  broke  out 
with  the  old  rash,  causing  much  discomfort.  Suspicion 
was  now  aroused,  and  she  is  not  allowed  to  touch  opium  or 
morphia  for  any  purpose.  Now  for  the  belladonna  :  Last 
winter  I  had  a  slight  bronchial  attack  and  a  belladonna 
plaster  on  cloth  was  applied  to  the  chest.  In  two  or  three 
days  a  thick  rash  broke  out  under  the  plaster,  with  much 
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irritation.  The  plaster  was  removed  and  in  about  a  fort- 
night the  rash  slowly  disappeared.  I  have  had  these 
(plasters  on  the  back  with  similar  results.  The  inference  is 
ithat  opium  is  a  poison  to  my  wife  and  belladonna  a  poison 
to  me,  as  opium  causes  me  no  trouble  and  belladonna 
causes  her  none  beyond  the  usual  medical  action.  As  to 
rthe  legal  aspect,  supposing  my  wife  had  sued  for  damages, 
.should  she  have  sued  the  doctor  who  prescribed,  or  her 
-husband  who  dispensed  the  morphia  ?  It  is  manifestly 
absurd  to  sue  a  dispenser  who  makes  up  a  prescription  as 
ordered.  Why.  hot  sue  the  prescriber  who  ordered  the 
medicine  ?    He  is  alone  responsible  for  prescribing  it.

The  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia." — Mr,  Herbert  Roberts, 
76  Kensington  Park  Road,  W.,  writes  criticising  the  new 
■edition  of  this  work,  pointing  out  that,  compared  with  pre- 
vious editions,  it  contains  more  frequent  references  to 
Martindale  products  of  various  sorts  such  as  "  Vescettes," 
"  Solubes,"  "  Collapsubes,"  and  other  fancy  names.  "We 
were  all,"  he  adds,  "  proud  of  William  Martindale,  and 
proud  of  his  book,  and  it  would  be  a  matter  of  great  regret 
to  have  the  latter  degraded  into  a  trade  price-list." 

Extract  Belladonn.e. — Mr.  M.  L.  Griffiths  writes:  "At 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  in  the  smaller  dispensary,  ext.  bellad. 
virid.  was,  in  1899,  simply  labelled  "Ext.  belladonnse "  ; 
-whereas  the  B.P.  standardised  extract  was  labelled  "Ext. 
"bellad.  alcoholic." 

"Is  this  Protection?"  asks  Diary  (145/39).— "  Stedman's 
powders  are  protected — small  size  nine  powders  for  9(7. — yet 
•when  sold  loose  twelve  powders  can  be  sold  for  same  price." 
What  price,  may  we  ask  ?   Twelve  for  9tl.,  or  a  penny  each  ? 

The  Irish  Price  of  Beecham's  Pills. — An  Irish  Chemist 
complains  that  Messrs.  H.  &  R.  Johnson,  representatives  for 
Ireland  for  Mr.  Thomas  Beecham,  quote  exactly  the  same 
price  for  unstamped  Beecham's  pills  as  for  the  stamped. 
He  thinks  other  Irish  chemists  should  endeavour  to  get  the 
unstamped  pills  less  the  value  of  the  revenue-stamps,  as  the 
tax  is  not  authorised  for  Ireland.

{Labels  to  be  marked  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  to  medicine 
stamp-duty  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  in  duplicate  and 
with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for  return  of  the 
marked  ones,  if  desired. 


146/49.  Still  Doubtful.— The  question  as  to  whether, 
«.g.,  a  "known,  admitted,  and  approved"  neuralgia- 
mixture  is  also  a  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved  "  nerve- 
atonic  has  frequently  been  discussed  in  these  pages,  but 
it  is  impossible  to  submit  it  to  the  Somerset  House 
authorities,  as  they  have  definitely  declared  that  they 
-cannot  advise  in  such  matters.  We  presume  the  Board's 
chief  object  in  requiring  on  the  label  a  reference  to  the 
published  formula  is  to  bring  the  medicine  completely 
into  the  non-secret  category,  and  thus  such  a  reference 
as  "Nerve-tonic  (Neuralgia-mixture,  '  Phar.  Forms.,' 
No.  50)  "  would  not  be  questioned  as  a  sufficient  dis- 
'closure,  and  the  chemist  who  sells  the  medicine  would 
have  little  difficulty  in  proving  that  the  medicine  is  a 
'"known,  admitted,  and  approved"  tonic  for  the  nerves; 
'but  he  would  have  difficulty  in  the  case  of  "  Nerve^tonic 
(Gravel-mixture,  '  Phar.  Forms.,'  No.  1)." 

144/36.  S.E. — Your  corn-silk  envelope  is  liable  to 
stamp-duty,  subject  to  exemption  as  a  "  known,  admitted, 
and  approved "  remedy.  There  are  three  formulas  for 
>the  preparation  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  Vol.  II. 
No.  1  contains  40  per  cent,  salicylic  acid  and  No.  2 
.20  per  cent.  If,  therefore,  you  state  cn  the  envelope 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  No.  1  or  No.  2,  as  the  case 
jnay  be,  it  will  be  exempt  from  duty. 

144/66.  Outdoor  Apprentice. — A  master  cannot  be  com- 
pelled to  give  any  employe  a  testimonial  at  the  end  of  his 
term,  but  in  the  case  of  an  indentured  apprentice  it  is 
usual  to  endorse  the  indenture,  and  for  legal  purposes  (as, 
for  example,  entering  for  the  pharmaceutical  examinations) 
a  master  could  doubtless  be  compelled  to  certify  that  an 
apprentice  has  served  for  a  term.  Periods  of  absence 
during  apprenticeship,  caused  by  sickness  or  other  reason- 


able grounds,  and  extending  only  to  a  few  weeks,  cannot 
be  compulsorily  made  up  by  adding  to  the  period  of 
apprenticeship. 

135/7.  Seidlitz. — A  chemist's  assistant  who  falls  ill  is 
entitled  to  his  wages  during  his  illness.  If,  when  two 
weeks  absent  from  business,  he  notifies  his  employer  that 
he  is  not  to  return  because  he  has  to  live  elsewhere,  the 
payment  to  him  should  be  a  matter  of  arrangement.  If 
the  assistant  is  able  to  work  at  the  end  of  a  fortnight,  he 
ought  legally  to  surrender  a  month's  wages  in  lieu  of 
notice.  You  will  be  acting  fairly  by  paying  him  for  the 
fortnight  he  was  ill. 

138/20.  /.  B.  S.—(l)  A  thin  coating  of  black  varnish 
on  iron  scales  and  weights  will  not  be  objected  to,  seeing 
that  it  is  applied  to  preserve  their  accuracy.  (2)  Scales, 
weights,  and  measures  must  be  verified  and  stamped  before 
they  are  used  in  trade.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  user  to  see 
that  this  is  done,  and  of  the  local  inspector  to  enforce  it. 

135/20.  Tab. — (1)  It  is  not  legal  for  an  individual  to 
use  the  word  "Limited"  after  his  name.  (2)  Yes.  See 
the  C.  &  D.  Diary. 

142/11.  D.L. — Your  label  does  not  create  liability  to 
medicine  stamp-duty. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


12f/5.  Combinn. — Combined  Bath — The  complicated  re- 
action which  results  on  making  a  combined  toning  and 
fixing  bath  from  sodium  hyposulphite,  citric  acid,  lead 
acetate,  and  ammonium  sulphocyanide  has  been  pointed 
out  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  2,  1902,  page  202.  By  using 
hot  water  in  compoundng  the  bath  the  reactions  are 
hastened,  but  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  the  slight  further 
precipitate  which  forms  on  keeping. 

12f/j0.  Veritas. — Locum-tenens  Remuneration.  —  The 
amounts  you  mention — two  guineas  indoors,  three  guineas 
outdoors,  per  week — are  about  right  for  a  qualified  locum- 
tenens.    It  is  usual  to  pay  railway-fares  as  well.

— Your  sample 
appears  to  be  the  liquid  form  of  the  dishorner  patented  by 
Mr.  T.  S.  Peebles,  Lochee.  It  depends  for  its  virtues  on 
the  presence  of  caustic  potash  and  ethylate  of  soda. 
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QljlO.  Alpha. — Thickening  Edible  Oil — The  casein  is 
first  brought  into  solution  by  means  of  caustic  soda,  bicar- 
bonate of  soda  or  ammonia,  so  that  a  neutral  liquid  results. 
The  oil  is  then  added  gradually,  with  constant  stirring. 
You  will  need  to  experiment  to  find  out  the  quantities  of 
casein  needed,  and  this  will  depend  upon  whether  you 
want  gelatinisation  or  only  a  slight  thickening  of  the  oil.

J.  Co.  (Jeppestown).—  Fire-lighters — We  have 
not  what  you  call  a  "workable  formula"  for  making  fire- 
lighters, for  the  reason  that  the  production  of  these  articles 
is  mainly  mechanical.  They  are  produced  from  wood 
and  melted  resin.  The  two  principal  kinds  of  fire-lighters 
are  (1)  the  frame- work  and  (2)  the  moulded  variety.  The 
first  kind  is  made  from  thin  pieces  of  wood  arranged  in 
.star,  ladder,  or  cage  fashion,  and  the  whole  or  a  part 
dipped  in  melted  resin.  The  moulded  variety  is  made  by 
mixing  sawdust  or  similar  material  with  resin  and  press- 
ing into  shape.  Some  kinds  contain  pitch  or  creosote  oil, 
and  the  base  is  occasionally  kieselguhr. 

112/34.  Gravura. — Imitation  Ivory  other  than  celluloid 
— Various  processes  for  imitation  ivory  have  been  sug- 
gested, and  some  of  them  are  in  use  on  a  commercial 
scale.  "  Bonsilate  "  is  made  by  mixing  solution  of  sodium 
.silicate  with  zinc  oxide,  evaporating  on  a  water-bath, 
powdering  and  pressing  into  shape.  "Cellulith"  is  a 
material  made  much  the  same  as  paper-pulp,  but  the  pulp- 
ing process  is  carried  much  further,  so  that  the  fibres  are 
disintegrated.  "  Lactoform  "  is  a  substance  made  by  pre- 
cipitating casein  from  solution  by  lead  acetate,  the  re- 
sulting mass  being  rendered  insoluble  by  means  of  formal- 
dehyde. Other  processes  are  the  gelatin  and  zinc  oxide 
anethod,  in  which  insolubility  of  the  gelatin  is  brought 
about  by  formaldehyde  or  potassium  bichromate ;  zinc 
chloride  and  powdered  glass;  horn-dust,  zinc-white,  and 
albumen  ;  and  a  mixture  of  aluminium  or  zinc  salts  of  a 
fatty  acid,  such  as  oleate,  stearate,  and  resinate  of 
aluminium. 

101/16.  Velox. — We  cannot  think  of  any  other  oil  than 
castor  oil  that  would  answer  your  purpose  of  solubility  in 
alcohol. 

10c/ 7.  Genuine. — Ansemia  and  Tonic  Pill.—  The  formula 
is  too  complicated  for  retail  sale.  As  these  pills  are 
taken  in  quantity  and  must  be  continued  for  a  long  period, 
you  cannot  do  better  than  put  up  a  Blaud's  pill  containing 
•a  trace  of  arsenic.  If  you  prefer  a  non-arsenical  pill,  a 
small  _  quantity  of  quinine  can  be  used  instead  of  the 
arsenic.

Quinine  in  second-hands  is 
stagnant,  and  on  the  announcement  of  the  reduction  in 
makers'  prices  the  second-hand  market  declined  ^d.  The 
following  table  shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the 
week  :

Ergot  is  neglected,  at  300m.  to  290m.  per  100  kilos. 

Golden  Seal'  is  quiet  at  11m.  per  kilo. 

Japanese  Wax  is  declining ;  spot  is  held  at  114m.,  and 
forward  delivery  110m.  per  100  kilos. 

Menthol  is  very  quiet,  at  37  to  36m.  per  kilo. 

Quinine  is  in  better  demand,  at  36m.  per  kilo. 

Senega  is  declining,  at  550m.  per  100  kilos. 

Oils  (Fixed). — Cod-liver  is  quiet,  non-congealing  oil  being 
offered  at  220m.  per  barrel.  Castor  is  quiet,  first  pressing  in 
barrels  is  obtainable  at  38m.  per  100  kilos,  c.i.f.  Hamburg. 
Chinese  Wood  is  firm  at  55m.  per  100  kilos.  Cottonoil  is 
improving. 

Oils  (Essential). — Peppermint  is  quiet,  HGH  being 
quoted  at  15?,m.  to  15m.  per  lb.  and  Japanese  at  WJm.  per 
kilo.    Staranise  is  quiet  at  lOjm.  per  kilo. 

Petroleum. 

Some  weight  is  attached  to  the  report  that  has  appeared, 
that  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  America  is  to  meet  with 
a  gigantic  opposition  in  Europe,  and  that  Rothschild  &  Co. 
are  interested  in  a  new  combine  which  would  control  petro- 
leum areas  in  Dutch  India,  Russia,  and  Texas.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  the  price  of  Russian  petroleum  in  London  has 
fallen  within  the  last  two  months  from  6|(7.  to  4|(7.,  and 
American  oils  have  been  reduced  lr7.  during  the  same  time. 
On  May  17  the  Anglo-American  Oil  Company  were  selling 
Russian  oil  at  2j(7.,  ex  tank  cast  in  London.  This  is  regarded 
as  a  confirmation  of  the  statement  concerning  an  opposition 
combine.  Last  year  the  Standard  Oil  Company  bought  a 
very  large  quantity  of  oil  in  Russia  with  the  view  of  meet- 
ing the  Russian  competition,  and  the  new  combine  is 
supposed  to  be  a  counter-move  on  the  part  of  those  interested 
in  the  Russian  oilfields. 

French  Indo-Chinese  Products. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  French  Indo-China, 
Mr.  Consul  Little  states  that  the  cultivation  of  pepper  has 
extended  rapidly  during  the  last  few  years,  and  has  now 
become  an  important  and  prosperous  industry,  thanks 
mainly  to  the  certain  market  hitherto  secured  for  prac- 
tically the  whole  crop  by  means  of  the  preferential  treat- 
ment accorded  to  colonial  produce  by  the  mother  country. 
The  average  export  from  1893-97  was  just  under  1,600  tons 
a  year,  which  rose  to  2,647  tons  in  1901  and  to  3,423  tons  in 
1902,  of  which  France  took  3,124  tons,  or  about  the  amount 
of  her  total  consumption.  The  growth  in  the  trade  has, 
according  to  Mr.  Little,  been  largely  at  the  expense  of  the 
Indian  article.  The  production  is  likely  to  expand  still 
further,  the  considerable  profits  that  the  rebate  of  50  per 
cent,  on  the  import-duty  into  France  enabled  planters  to 
make  having  attracted  capital  and  led  to  the  planting  of  a 
large  number  of  trees  which  are  not  yet  in  bearing.  Mr. 
Little  affirms  that  French  Indo-China  promises  to  rise  from 
its  present  position  of  fourth  among  the  pepper-producing 


countries  to  the  second  place.  As  the  consumption  in  France 
is  scarcely  likely  to  increase  to  any  great  extent,  an  outlet 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  crop  will  have  to  be  sought 
elsewhere,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  planters 
will  be  able  successfully  to  compete  in  markets  where  they 
will  enjoy  no  privileged  treatment. 

Among  experimental  plantations  is  one  of  thirty  acres- 
devoted  to  citronella,  seven  acres  to  vetivert,  and  a  few 
acres  to  ylang-ylang. 

Sulphate  of  Copper  in  Algeria. 

Mr.  Daniel  S.  Kidder,  the  U.S.  Consul  at  Algiers,  states- 
that  the  Custom-house  statistics  during  1902  show  a  total 
import  of  nearly  2,500  tons,  though  the  yearly  average  is 
somewhat  larger.  Of  this  amount  about  120  tons  is  credited 
to  the  United  States.  The  general  opinion  among  pur- 
chasers is,  says  the  Consul,  that  a  much  larger  quantity 
could  be  exported  from  the  United  States,  provided  it  were 
sent  by  direct  shipment  in  sufficient  quantities  to  reduce 
freight.  The  Consul  suggests  that  exporters  correspond  with 
M.  Buisson,  Secretaire  de  la  Presidance  du  Tribunal  de 
Commerce,  Algiers,  and  also  with  the  Presidents  of  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce  of  Oran,  Constantine,  Philippeville, 
and  Bone.  All  communications  should  be  written  in  French, 
and  prices  quoted  in  French  currency  and  metric  weights.
